Boise,  Idaho,  June  8. — Before 
court  adjourned  yesterday,  Orchard 
had  been  questioned  by  the  attor- 
neys for  the  defense  concerning  his 
life  narrative  down  to  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  1904,  when  the 
witness  had  gone  from  Denver  to 
Ouray,  Colo.,  with  Charles  H.  Moyer, 
then,  as  now,  president  of  the  West- 
ern Federation  of  Miners.  Moyer 
had  been  afraid  of  attack  from  the 
"thugs"  of  the-  mine  owners  and 
had  taken  Orchard  long  as  a  body 
guard. 

The  Haywood  family  group,  which 
now  numbers  seven,  was  in  court 
as  usual,  when  today's  proceedings 
began. 

Orchard  was  brought  in  as  usual 
by  a  s<iuad  of  deputies  and  detec- 
tives. His  coming  and  going  during 
the  last  two  days  has  not  created  the 
stir  in  the  courtrooni  which  was  so 
striking  the  first  day  h©  was  on  the 
stand.

— Santos  Dumont  had  a  narrow  escape  today  from  * 
sustaining  serious  injuries,  if  not  losing  his  life.  He  started  to  try  a  ^ 
new  airship  at  daylight  in  a  field  at  Bagatelles.  Tl-ie  machine  was  ^ 
mounted  on  bicycle  wheels  and  was  speeding  along  ;it  a  rapid  pace, 
preparatory  to  making  a  flight  when  a  bungling  woikman  tightened 
the  guide  rope,  causing  the  tail  of  a  small  balloon  ;ibove  the  aero- 
plane to  sag,  with  the  result  that  the  propeller  touched  the  ground,  re- 
bounded and  ripped  open  the  gas  bag.  Fortunaely  Santos  Dumont 
shut  off  the  motor  in  time  to  prevent  an  explosion  being  caused  by  the 
escaping  gas.  The  aeronaut  was  badly  shaken  up,  but  is  not  dis- 
couraged and  vnll  try  again  as  soon  as  his  combination  balloon-aero- 
plane apparatus  is  repaired.

All  on  Naomi  Could  Have  Been  Saved 
Says  Inspector's  Report. 

If  the  alarm  given  all  of  the  passengers 
and  members  ot  the  crew  had  been  res- 
ponded to  promptly  there  would  have 
been  no  loss  ot  life  on  the  passenger 
^jteamer  Naomi  in  the-  tire  on  L.ake 
Michigan,  according  to  the  report  of  the 
steamboat  Inspectors  at  Grand  Haven, 
forwarded  to  Supervising  Inspector  West- 
ccit  of  the  eighth  district. 

The  report  says:  "We  find  from  the 
evidence  that  If  Mr.  Rhoads,  the  pas- 
senger, and  the  four  deckhands  had  come 
from  their  sheping  quarters  when  called, 
their  lives  would  have  been  saved." 

It  also  apoars  from  the  report  that  thf^ 
crew  of  the  Naomi  had  the  life  boats  and 
life  rafts  in  the  water  to  carry  all  pas- 
sengtrs  and  the  crew,  with  two  life  boats 
to  spare,  had  no  assistance  come  at  all. 
Seven  streams  of  v.aler  were  played  on 
the  tire  as  soon  as  it  was  discovered  but 
to  no  effect.  The  inspectors  find  that  the 
lir?  started  in  the  freight  on  the  main 
dfck,   but   the  cause   is   unknown.

Local  officials  of  the  Duluth,  Rciny 
Lake    &    Winnipeg    railroad    say    that  | 
William    J.    Marks    has    absolutely    no  j 
grounds     for     the     complaint     in     the  ; 
suits     brought     by     him     in     superior 
court    in    Chicago,     against     the    Vir-  | 
ginia    &     Rainy    Lake    company    and  | 
William  H.  Cook,  to  recover  $100,000 
alleged  to  be  due  for  finding  a  com- 
pany    "to     float"     $5,000,000     of     the 
company's  bonds. 

"Outside  of  the  press  reports,  we 
have  heard  nothing  of  this  mat- 
ter," said  one  of  the,  officials  of 
the  road  this  morning.  "No  papers 
have  been  served  on  either  the  com- 
pany or  Individual  members  of  it. 
Mr.  Cook  himself  is  out  of  the  city 
today.  This  man  Marks  has  been 
threatening  to  make  trouble  for 
some  little  time  past.

Hibbing,  Minn..  June  8.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.)— The  Hotel  Miles  cafe  and  the 
Miles  vaudeville  theater  will  be  opened 
to  the  public  next  Monday  evening.  This 
promises  to  be  an  event  in  the  history 
of  the  city. 

Eight  months  ago  Messrs.  Miles  and 
Markham,  proprietors  of  the  Hotel  Miles, 
decided  to  discontinue  the  American  plan 
hotel  then  in  operation,  and  to  recon- 
struct the  building  for  an  European  hotel, 
With  a  vaudeville  theater  in  connection. 

The  original  building  at  the  corner  of 
Third  avenue  and  south  street,  was  50 
by  1'25  feet,  three  stories  and  a  basement. 
The  first  move  in  the  reconstruction  was 
an  addition  just  doubling  the  ground 
space  of  the  building. 

In  the  reconstruction,  additions  and  fur- 
nishing of  the  new  place,  expense  has  not 
been  taken  into  account  at  all— every- 
thing of  tlie  very  best  has  been  used  and 
each  workman  was  an  expert  in  his  par- 
ticular line.  The  girm  has  an  invest- 
ment of  $ll'5,000  as  the  building  and  fur- 
nishings  stand   today. 

The  cafe  will  be  opened  to  the  public 
at  6  o'clock  Monday  night,  when  a  ban- 
quet will  be  spread  and  service  will  be 
given  until  midnight.  The  chef  in  charge 
has  been  given  carte  blanche  in  the  niat- 

There  are  three  dinmg  rooms  In  the 
cafe,  and  the  banquet  will  be  served  in 
eacli.  a  picked  orchestra  furnishing  mu- 
sic. 

The  first  performance  will  be  given  In 
the  vaudeville  theater  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
cvenlna:,  to  be  followed  at  9:15  by  a  sec- 
on(J  performance.  A  company  of  artists 
from  the  international  circuit  will  pro- 
vide the  amusement,  and  companies  from 
that  circuit  will  continue  playing  at  the 
theater,  with  weekly  changes  of  programs, 
for  an  Indefinite  period. 

The  people  of  Hibbing  have  been  on  net- 
tles while  waiting  for  the  announcement 
of  the  formal  opening  of  this  fine  place, 
and  it  goes  without  question  that  the 
Miles  will  be  the  only  place  in  the  city 
on  Monday  night. 

The  theater  dimensions  are  40  by  100 
feet  and  the  auditorium  has  a  seating 
capacity  of  500.  The  main  entrance  Is 
from  the  Third  avenue  side  of  the  build- 
ing. The  stage  has  a  proscenium  arch  of 
18  by  24  feet,  and  it  is  the  rich  beauty  of 
the  arch  and  its  surroundings  that  holds 
the  gaze  of  the  spectator.  The  whole 
Interior  of  the  theater  was  decorated  by 
a  painter  who  has  made  himself  famous 
as  a   theater  artist. 

The  cafe  occupies  the  center  seclion  of 
the   building  in   the  rear    of     the    office.

Washington,  June  8.— Prof.  Hau's  ar- 
rest, the  suicide  of  his  wife  and  his 
subsequent  confcslon,  have  created  a 
profuud  impression  in  Washington, 
where  he  and  Mrs.  Hau  were  well 
known  and  held  in  high  esteem. 

The  Haus  have  made  their  home  in 
this  city  for  several  years.  After  their 
marriage  at  Frankfort  in  1900,  they 
came  directly  to  Wa.shington  in  order 
that  Mr.  Hau  might  pursue  his  legal 
studies  in  an  American  law  school.  He 
became  a  student  of  the  George  Wash- 
ington university  law  school,  and  »vaa 
graduated  with  distinguished  honors. 
So  brilliant,  in  fact,  was  his  work  that 
he  was  made  a  member  of  the  faculty 
of  the   school. 

R.  Ralph  Burton,  counsel  for  Hau, 
who  has  had  chfirge  of  his  affairs  in 
this  city  since  he  and  Mrs.  Hau  left 
for  Europe  a  year  ago,  was  inex- 
pressibly shockeO  at  the  information, 
both  of  Mrs.  Hau's  distressing  death 
and  Prof  Hau's  confession.

PRESERVING  LOCAL  HISTORlf. 

It  IS  unfortunate  that  efforts  to  provide  some 
means  ot  permanently  preserving  the  early  history 
of  Duhuh  and  its  vicinity  have  been,  so  tar,  fail- 
ure to  a  large  degree. 

There  used  to  be  a  society  in  Duluth,  the  Du- 
luth  Historical  and  Scientific  association,  which 
was  formed  largely  for  that  purpose,  but  in  spite 
of  the  efforts  of  Judge  J.  D.  Ensign,  Bishop  Mc- 
Golrick  and  a  few  other  earnest  workers,  it  has 
been  suffered  to  die,  and  with  its  work  only  begun. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  material  of  this  nature 
that  has  not  yet  been  gathered  together  or  put 
in  printed  form.  There  are  elderly  citizens  living 
who  possess,  in  their  diaries,  notebooks  or  in  their 
memories,  the  stories  of  incidents  of  the  early  days 
that  should  form  a  most  interesting  part  of  the 
history  of  Northeastern  Minnesota  if  it  ever  comes 
to  be  written.  It  will  be  unfortunate  indeed  if 
these  materials  are  not  committed  to  type  before 
those  who  possess  them  and  can  tell  the  stones 
not  yet  told  are  gone  forever. 

During  the  activity  of  the  historical  society, 
which  has  been  sleeping  for  several  years,  a  num- 
ber f.f  very  valuable  and  very  interesting  papers 
were  prepared  by  pioneers  of  Duluth  who  were  ad- 
mirably qualified  to  tell  the  story  of  the  early  days, 
and  practically  all  of  these  were  published  in  The 
Herald  at  the  time.,  so  that  its  files  will  be  found  in 
after  years  a  valuable  treasury  for  the  seeker  after 
facts  on  which  to  found  the  history  of  Duluth.

The  cosmopolitan  nature  of  the  population  o 
the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan  is  vividly  de- 
scribed in  "The  Greater  America,"  a  book  re- 
cently published  by  Ralph  Paine.  Incidentally,  he 
finds  occasion  for  praising  the  moral  calibre  of 
the  strange  peoples  that  have  found  their  homes  in 
this  country. 

His  description  applies  principally  to  the  cop- 
per-mining regions,  where  native-born  Americans, 
he  says,  are  outnumbered  a  hundred  to  one.  The 
leading  nationalities  are  Cornish  and  P'innish,  most 
of  whom  are  miners,  followed  by  the  Irish,  Scotch, 
Welsh,  German,  Polish,  French,  Danish,  Norwe- 
gian, Russian,  Dutch.  Greek,  Swiss,  Austrian,  Bel- 
gian, negro,  Slav,  Bohemian,  with  a  sprinkling  of 
Chinese,  Arabians  and   Persians.

ROOSEVELT'S  MAXIMS. 

Jacob  Riis,  familiar  friend  and  faithful  Boswell 
of  President  Roosevelt,  recently  told  the  boys  of 
a  New  York  high  school  three  rules  that  the 
president  had  laid  down  for  the  guidance  of  boys, 
which  he  thought  would  help  them  to  become 
Bturdy  and  successful  men.     Here  they  are: 

First— Be    ready.      Be    prepared    for    every- 
thing that  may  occur. 

Second— Every    boy    Is    entitled    to    all    the 
good    and    honest    fun    he    can    get. 

Third—Apply  your  judgment  to  a  question, 
and  having  don.-  so,  go  ahead. 
These  rules  are  commonplace  enough,  but 
practical,  and  they  can  be  expanded  to  cover  most 
of  tiie  problems  that  arise  in  a  boy's  existence, 
especially  the  third  one,  which  covers  pretty  near- 
ly everything  that  could  possibly  happen. 

The  tirst  rule,  to  be  ready  and  prepared  for 
averytlnng  that  may  occur,  will  be  pu/zling  to 
m^ny  boys,  no  doubt.  It  is  a  splendid  thing  to  be 
ready  for  everything  that  may  come  up,  and  every- 
body wants  to  be  in  that  admirable  and  enviable 
position.  But  it  is  not  so  easy,  owing  to  the 
mysterious  manner  in  which  fate  suddenly  bobs 
things  up  before  us  like,  a  magician  pulling  the 
most  unexpected  things  out  of  a  hat.  However, 
doubtless  the  president  means  to  keep  cool  and 
alert  and  to  cultivate  a  little  cheerful  philosophy 
that  will  help  hold  you  on  your  feet  against  the 
sweep  of  unexpected  circumstances. 

The  best  rule  in  tlie  three  is  the  second,  which 
lays  down  the  law  that  every  boy  is  entitled  to 
all  the  good  and  honest  fun  he  can  get.  He  is, 
bless  him,  and  anybody  that  tries  to  take  it  away 
from  him  is  not  only  robbing  his  boyhood,  but  is 
stealing  something  from  the  manhood  that  is  in 
process  of  growth;  something  that  can  never  be 
replaced.  But  it  must  be  honest  fun,  '.nd  it  mustn't 
involve  cruelty  to  others,  which  too  much  boys' 
fun  does.  It's  a  grievously  wrong  idea  of  fun  that 
requires  it  to  make  others  uncomfortable  and  un- 
happy, and  it  isn't  real  fun  at  all. 

Every  boy  should  be  taught  to  rely  on  his  own 
judgment,  and  every  boy  should  teach  himself  the 
same  lesson.  It  is  going  to  help  a  lot  when  your 
boy  goes  out  into  the  world  where  he  will  have 
only  himself  and  his  own  judgment  to  rely  upon, 
if  he  has  been  accustomed  as  a  child  to  form  his 
own  judgments,  based,  of  course,  on  the  lessons 
he  has  learned  at  his  mother's  knee. 


CRIMINAL  COMPETITION. 

A  dispatch  from  St.  Paul  states  that  in  the 
coming  suit  against  the  Standard  Oil  company,  to 
enforce  the  new  Minnesota  anti-discrimination  law, 
there  will  be  tested  for  the  first  time  the  right  of 
a  state  to  enact  and  enforce  such  legislation. 

Similar  laws  have  been  passed  in  several  states, 
but  they  have  never  been  tested,  it  appears. 

If  this  is  the  case  it  is  high  time  such  a  test  were 
being  made.  These  laws  attempt  to  reach  one  of 
the  most  infamous  and  most  effective  methods  of 
the  oil  trust,  and  if  anybody  has  any  question  of 
the  right  of  the  states  to  prohibit  and  punish  such 
methods  it  is  highly  important  that  the  question 
should  be   settled. 

The  law  prohibits  the  sale  of  oil  in  one  part  of 
the  state  at  a  rate  lower  than  that  charged  in  other 
parts,  except  for  such  diflfercnce  as  freight  rates 
will  account  for. 

The  habit  of  the  oil  trust,  in  killing  off  com- 
petitors, is  to  undersell  them  wherever  they  locate, 
and  to  make  up  the  losses  thus  incurred  by  rais- 
ing the  price  in  localities  where  there  is  no  com- 
petition. 

Communities  where  the  fight  is  going  on  benefit 
temporarily,  and  no  doubt  many  imagine  that  this 
kind  of  competition  is  profitable  to  them.  They 
find  out  how  mistaken  they  are  when,  the  trust 
being  successful  and  its  competitor  put  out  of 
business,  prices  are  put  up  to  a  level  where  the 
consumers  are  forced  to  pay  back  all  they  have 
gained  by  the  competitive  prices,  and  enough  more 
to  soothe  the  pain  of  the  trust  stockholders  at 
having  been  compelled  to  sell  so  cheaply. 

This  is  a  vicious  and  criminal  style  of  compe- 
tition, and  the  legislature  did  wisely  when  it  pass- 
ed a  law  prohibiting  it.  That  law  should  be  rigid- 
1>  enforced,  and  if  there  is  doubt  about  the  state's 
right  to  enforce  it,  that  doubt  should  be  promptly 
dissipated  in  the  courts.

The  selection  which  was  on  the  program 
for  her  was  Chadwick's  "La  Danza," 
and  she  gave  it  in  a  manner  which  swept 
the  audience  off  its  feet.  The  applause 
was  thunderous  and  Miss  Sjoselius  did 
not  have  time  to  leave  the  stage  before 
tlie  encore  was  demanded.  When  she 
responded  with  '"Lock  Lomond,"'  the 
piece  which  she  sang  at  the  class  nighl 
exercises  last  year,  Prof.  Custance  ac- 
companying, the  audience-^.ent  wild  and 
the  singer  reluctantly  responded  to  a 
third  encore.

"During  the  four  years  that  you  have 
been  with  us  we  have  tried  to  ins' ill  ir 
you  a  preparation  for  this  liberty.  We 
have  tried  to  teach  you  lionesty,  truth- 
fulness, regard  for  others,  self-control 
and  obedience  to  law.  It  matters  com- 
paratively little  If  you  remember  the 
other  things  you  liave  learned  here,  If 
you  cling  to  these  principles,  for  you 
will  have  the  stamp  of  true  men  and 
women  upon  you.  What  the  world  wants: 
is  not  mathematics,  and  the  sciences 
but  men,  high  minded  men,  atid  true  no- 
ble women. 

"Young  people,  you  are  supposed  tc- 
represent  the  highest  education  afforded 
by  Duluth.  How  little  you  know,  how  lit- 
tle you  have  really  assimilated,  you  and  I 
know.  How  much  you  think  you  know 
both  your  teachers  and  your  parents  are. 
I  might  almost  say,  painfully,  aware 
It  is  no  disparagement  of  you,  and  It  is 
no  Joke,  when  I  say  that  you  do  not 
know    much. 

'But  this  Is  not  the  important  thing. 
It  is  the  tendency  of  the  mind,  and  if.  in 
your  four  years  In  high  school,  we  have 
given  you  the  right  tendencies,  we  shall 
feel  well  repaid  for  our  labors.  What  has 
appealed  to  you  most  in  your  study  here, 
explore  It  further.  It  is  the  blessing  qf 
the  educated  man  that  he  need  never  bS 
alone,  for  he  may  always  have  the  com- 
panionship of  books. 

"Some  of  you  will  go  into  higher  Institu- 
tions of  learning  and  will  perfect  your 
development  in  educational  line.**, 
some  of  you  will  enter  at  once  Into 
activities  of  life.  Let  me  impress  u 
the  last  the  value  of  a  regular  and  sys- 
tematic use  of  the  advantaeres  presented 
by  our  public  library  here,  in  the  pursuit 
of   further  knowledge. 

"Now.  with  a  sincere  regard  for  all, 
and  the  heartfelt  wl.sh  that  you  may 
make  sood,  I  bid  farewell  to  you  as  m;» 
students,  and  present  you,  ninety-one 
i  strong,  to  the  superintendent  and  the 
city."

Gives  Interesting  Account 

of  Work  in  South 

America. 


If  close  friends  of  B.  A.  Shuman 
had  any  fears  that  the  remarkable 
results  he  has  been  able  to  attain  in 
the  Argentine  republic,  in  the  ca- 
pacity of  secretary  of  the  American 
mis.slonary  work  and  representative 
of  the  Minnesota  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  were 
not  fullj-  appreciated  here  in  Duluth, 
where  he  Is  held  in  such  universal 
admiration  and  esteem,  all  doubts  in 
this  direction  must  have  been  dis- 
pelled last  evening  at  the  Spalding 
hotel,  at  the  dinner  tendered  him 
by   directors  of   the   local   Y.   M.   C.   A. 

President  Roosevelt  himself,  in  the 
heart  of  the  most  loyal  Republican 
camp,  could  not  have  been  accorded 
a  more  cordial,  enthusiastic  or  ap- 
preciative reception.  The  fortunes  of 
Mr.  Shuman  during  his  six  years' 
residence  in  South  America  have  been 
closely  followed  in  Duluth,  and  even 
before  he  began,  in  his  quiet,  modest 
way.  to  paint  a  picture  of  the  strug- 
gles of  tho  Y.  M.  C.  A.  to  obtain  a 
foothold  in  Buenos  Ayres,  the  direct- 
ors were  fairly  well  acquainted  wit* 
the  Immense  obstacles  he  has  haa 
to  contend  with,  and  which.  In  the 
face  of  violent  prejudice,  and  at  times 
serious  opposition,  he  has  been  able  to 
overcome. 

Ex-Governor  Miller,  president  of  the 
board  of  directors,  was  out  of  the 
city,  and  therefore  unable  to  attend 
the  dinner,  so  his  place  at  the  head 
of  the  table  was  taken  by  Oscar  Mit- 
chell, who  told  of  the  Interest  t>u- 
luth  has  taken  In  the  work  of  its  for- 
eign representative,  touching  upon 
his  efficient  service,  both  at  home 
and  abroad.  Mr.  Shuman  was  for 
two  years  general  secretary  of  the 
Duluth    association. 

Julius  Barnes  w-as  called  upon  for 
a  few  remarks.  He  began  his  talk 
with  some  funny  stories,  and  then 
told  of  the  importance  of  Mr.  Shu- 
man's  work,  and  of  the  appreciation 
which  he  deserves  at  the  hands  of  his 
old   friends   in    Duluth. 

Mr.    Shuman    Speaks. 

When  Mr.  Shuman  himself  stood 
up  to  speak,  he  was  greeted  with 
such  prolonged  applause  that  it  w-as 
a  minute  or  more  before  he  could 
make  himself  heard.  He  began  by 
telling  of  the  bigness  of  the  topic 
assigned  him,  the  work  In  South 
America,  and  the  problems  and  perils 
of  young  men  residing  there,  saying 
that  he  could  hardly  be  expected  to 
do  full  justice  to  the  topic  in  one 
evening.  The  vast  size  of  South 
America  was  mentioned.  He  said  the 
Argentine  republic  was  twice  as  far 
from  New  York  as  is  San  Francisco. 

After  speaking  of  the  industrial  im- 
portance of  the  Southern  continent, 
and  of  its  rich  and  extensive  re- 
sources. Mr.  Shuman  told  of  the 
remarkable  progress  in  development 
that  has  occurred  there  during  the 
last  six  years.  Ancient  cities  that 
w^ere  the  breeding  places  for  fever, 
and  all  manner  of  diseeise  have  been 
turned  into  healthful  centers  of 
abode,  with  a  variety  of  advantages 
of     modern     civilization.

the  care  displayed  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  citizens,  he  told  of  the 
mosquito  brigade  in  Rio  Janiero. 
which  is  so  efficient  and  thorough  in 
its  work  that  "If  reixjrts  come  into 
headquarters  that  a  mosquito  has 
been  seen  in  the  suburbs,  a  squad  of 
men  is  sent  in  pursuit,  and  the  hunt 
:s  not  ended  until  the  insect  has 
been    captured." 

FrlendJj'    to   North. 

The  republic  has  a  friendly  feeling 
toward  North  .A.merlca.  and  rather 
welooraes  the  Investment  of  American 
capital,  although  the  people  down 
there  maintain  a  cold  and  unhos- 
pltable  attitude  toward  strangers 
when  they  first  a -rive,  unless  they  are 
equipped  with  tlie  proper  letters  of 
Intixniuction.  The  city  has  a  popu- 
lation of  more  than  1.000,(K)0.  and  It 
is  expected  that  this  will  be  doubled 
in  ten  or  fifteen  years,  at  the  present 
rate  of  increase  There  are  2<>»<)k) 
young  men  in  thii  city.  4,000  of  whom 
speak  English,  and  3,000  Germans. 
The  national  university  at  Buenos 
Ayres  has  3.000  istudents.  40  per  cent 
of  whom  are  away  from  home  while 
attending  school,  offering  a  good  field 
for    association    work. 

Mr.  Shuman  i.sserted  that  young 
men  in  the  struggle  for  right  living 
are  working  against  terrible  odds. 
There  is  no  suggestion  of  a  better  life, 
outside  the  association  work,  and  it  is 
very  easy  for  yo)ing  men  of  previous 
good  habits  to  gc  wrong  shortly  after 
their  arrival  In  Buenos  Ayres  and 
other  South  American  cities.  There  is 
nothing  but  bad  in  most  of  the  pleasures 
offered  them,  he  said.  Football  has 
taken  a  great  hold  on  the  Argentines, 
and  in  Buenos  Ayres  alone  there  are 
200  football  clubs,  but  baseball  has 
never  been  started  there  with  success. 
The  English  play  cricket  quite  exten- 
sively. 

Discoursi^ng  Field. 

Mr.  Shuman  njvlewed  in  an  inter- 
esting manner  the  beginning  and 
growth  of  assocliitlon  work  In  South 
America,  which  is  already  pretty  well 
known  to  Dulutbians.  At  first  the 
field  offered  was  a  very  discouraging 
one,  and  Mr.  Sliuman  had  to  work 
against  heavy  odds,  but  he  triumphed, 
and  now  the  association  is  on  the  high 
road  to  success.  He  said  it  would 
work  great  Injury  to  the  cause  to 
make  the  Bueno?  Ayres  organization 
entirely  self-supporting  now,  although 
it  is  already  part  ally  so.  Despite  the 
fact  that  here  no  Inducements  in  the 
way  of  habits,  gymnasiums,  etc.,  the 
membership  of  the  association  in 
Buenos  Ayres  Is  650.  with  a  flourishing 
branch  in  the  Spanish  quarter  of  the 
city. 

A  building  fund  of  S200,000  has 
been  almost  raised,  and  work  on  a 
new  building  will  soon  begin.  This  is 
considered  remarkable.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  English-speaking  com- 
munities dow-n  there  already  have  nu- 
merous public  institutions  to  support, 
which    resulted   la   certain   prominent

Watson  S.  Moore  spoke  on  "Tha 
Missionary  Spirit."  With  the  other* 
he  paid  the  highest  compliment  to 
Mr.  .Shuman  for  the  work  he  had  dona 
and  Is  doing,  saying  his  twundless  en- 
thusiasm is  the  kind  that  brings  re- 
sults. He  said  a  benevolent  institu- 
tion like  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  could  not 
live  without  the  missionary  .spirit  t* 
spur  it  on  toward  goals  in  foreign 
fields.  This  spirit,  in  Individual  or 
institution,  is  like  the  fountain  of 
youth.  Drink  of  it  and  one  has  life 
eternal.  Any  Christian  church  with- 
out it  is  dead.  Mr.  Moore  remarked 
that  Mr.  Shuman  may  be  paving  the 
w-ay  for  sons  of  Duluthians  to  live  & 
good  life  In  South  America. 

Phil  Bevls,  .secretarj-  of  the  Duluth 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  dwelt  upon  the  good  work 
of  Mr.  Shuman.  and  spoke  particu- 
larly of  what  he  was  able  to  accom- 
plish In  Duluth  before  leaving  for  the 
South.  Among  all  the  strong  men  who 
have  -worked  In  the  interests  of  asso- 
ciation work  in  Duluth.  Mr.  Shuman 
was  placed  at  the  head.  The  work 
In  South  America,  he  said,  was  mas- 
nlflcent.  and  an  honor  to  Duluth. 
which  has  been  the  principal  backep 
of  Mr.  Shuman  there.  Philadelphia, 
w^hich  sent  a  man  to  India,  is  the  only 
other  city  in  the  United  States  In  the 
same  class  with  Duluth  In  this  re- 
spect. 

Following  the  addresses,  numeroue 
questions  were  asked  Mr.  Shuman  by 
those  present,  relative  to  South  Amer- 
ica and  several  of  the  features  of  life 
there.

NOTED  MASON  OF 
MINNESOTA  DEAD 

Grand  Secretary  Mont- 
gomery is  Suddenly 
Called,  in  St.  Paul. 

Bt,  Paul,  June  8.— Maj.  Tliomas 
Montgomery,  grand  secretary  of  the 
the  Minnesota  grand  lodge  of  Masons, 
died  suddenly  Friday  afternoon  at  St. 
Luke's  hospital.  He  had  been  ill  but 
a  few  days,  and  was  not  thought  to  be 
seriously  sick.  Maj.  Montgomery  was 
born  in  Ireland  in  1841,  but  his  parents 
removed  lo  Minnesota  in  1858.  Maj. 
Montgomery  served  through  the  Civil 
war,  retiring  with  the  rank  of  brevet 
major,  conferred  upon  him  for  merit- 
orous  services. 

He  was  appointed  grand  secretary  of 
all  Masonic  bodies  in  the  state  in  1889 
and  has  since  held  those  offices.

NEGAUNEE  MUST 
AGAINCAST  VOTE 

Result  of  Recent  Special 

Election  Was  Too 

Indefinite. 

Negaunee.  Mich.,  June  8.— (.«!]>ecial 
to  The  Herald.)— The  voters  of  Ne- 
gaunee must  hold  another  s^ieeial 
election  before  the  question  of  the 
electric  lighting  plant  is  settled.

It 
is  reported  he  said  to  his  wife,  "im 
up  against  it  and  have  my  choice  of 
of  three  thing.s— raise  that  money  by 
morning,  go  to  jail,  or  commit  sui- 
cide." 

Mrs.  Hill  gave  out  the  statement 
that  Mr.  Hill  Jiad  not  slept  for  two 
nights  and  that  on  the  night  before 
the  tragedy  he,  Mr.  Hill,  begged  her 
to  go  up  stairs  to  bed,  and  she  being 
very  tried  and  suspecting  nothing, 
went  up.  After  going  to  bed  she  says 
she  heard  him  pacing  the  floor.  She 
arose  about  6  o'clock  the  next  morning 
and  going  down  stairs  found  him  gone. 
I  She    immediately     telephoned     to     the 

no  reply.  .\ 
half  an  hour  later  she  telephoned  again 
and  this  time  the  employes  answered, 
but  they  hadn't  the  courage  to  tell 
her  what  had  happened.  Mrs.  C.  J. 
Loicl  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  McCune  were 
recjuested  to  do  this,  which  they  did 
in  the  easiest  way  possible.  Mr.  Hill 
was  held  in  very  high  esteem  by  all 
who  knew  him,  and  friends  of  his  have 
said .  since  the  tragedy  that  had  they 
known  it,  the  money  could  have  been 
raised    in    half   an   hour. 

Mr.  Hill  leaves  a  wife  and  one  child 
to  mourn  his  loss.  Mr.  Hill  said  to 
his  wife,  "I  would  not  care  so  much 
for  myself  to  gc)  to  jail,  but  I  don't 
want  to  for  the  sake  of  you  and  Fred." 
Mr.  Hill  was  a  model  citizen,  and  the 
tragedy  came  like  a  bolt  of  lightning 
from  a  clear  sky  and  cast  a  gloom 
over  the  entire  community. 

The  coroner's  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  suicide   with   a  revolver.

GREEN  BUGS 
NOTFOUND 

State  Entomologist  Says 

Minnesota  Fields  Are 

Free  From  Them. 

Northwestern  farmers  have  the  as- 
surance of  State  Entomologist  Wash- 
burn that  the  Southern  grain  plant 
louse,  known  In  the  vernacular  of  the 
wheat  trading-  pits  as  the  'green 
bug,"  haq  not  made  its  aiH>earance 
in  the  wheat  fields  of  this  state,  de- 
spite the  predictions  of  government 
field  experts  that  the  pest  was  work- 
ing northward. 

Prof.  Washburn,  In  a  bulletin, 
dated  June  7.  states  that  so  far  the 
northern  fields  have  not  been  found 
to  be  infested  with  the  insect,  whidk 
wrought  such  havoc  with  the  south- 
western term  wheat  crop  during  the 
past  few  months. 

Oovernment  field  experts  work;inc 
In  Kansas,  Oklahoma..  Texas  and 
other  states  predicted  that  if  cool 
weather  continued,  the  green  hug 
would  reach  Minnesota,  and  the  far- 
mers of  this  and  neighboring  states 
have    bene    considerably    worried    over 

it.  So  Prof.  Washburn's  statements 
will   be   welcome  news. 

"Within  a  week,"  says  Mr.  Wash- 
burn, "we  have  sent  Mr.  Webster, 
an  assistant  in  the  entomological  de- 
partment, through  our  Southern  tier 
of  counties,  where  carefyi  inquiry 
and  search  -was  made  in  eight  or  ten 
localltk'S  without  results.  The  native 
grain  plant  louse,  which  we  have  with 
us  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  every 
season,  was  found,  but  no  trace  of 
Toxoptera,    the    Southern    form. 

"The  entomologist  of  South  Dakota 
Is  now  at  Mitchell  looking  into  the 
rumors  which  have  arisen  there,  and 
the  Minnesota  entomologist  will  bs 
axivised  probably  within  twenty-four 
hours,  whether  or  not  this  pest  has 
appeared  within  the  state  to  the  west 
of  us. 

"It  must  be  borne  In  mind  that  a 
great  many  farmers,  seeing  the  na- 
tive form,  at  once  put  the  worst 
construction  possible  upon  Its  pres- 
ence, and  think  they  have  the  dread- 
ed  Southjm   grain  plant   louse."

No  agreement  had  been  reached  by 
the  jury  in  the  Argyle  assault  ease- 
up  to  2  o'clock  this  afterno<Dn.  The 
jury  retired  at  3:10  p.  m.  yesterday, 
and  spent  the  night  arguing  over  the 
evidence. 

This  morning  the  jury  asked  the 
attention  of  the  court,  at  which  lime 
It  was  stated  that  they  stood  10  to  2. 
Whether  the  ten  were  for  acquittal 
or  conviction  was  not  stated,  but  it 
seems  to  be  the  prevailing  opinion 
about  the  courthouse  circles  that  only 
two  Jur>jrs  are  holding  out  for  con- 
viction. The  question  was  raised  as 
to  a  certain  statement  which  one  of 
the  jurors  understood  Mr.  Culkin 
made  during  his  argument,  concern- 
ing the  sanity  or  insanity  of  Arg>'le 
when  the  shooting  occurred.  Mr. 
Culkin  denied  that  he  made  the  state- 
ment which  the  juror  understood  him 
to  make.  The  court  charged  the 
Jury  on  some  points,  and  the  deliber- 
ations  were   resumed. 

Whether  the  jury  will  be  held 
longer  than  twenty-four  hours  on  the 
case  will  depend  on  the  judge,  who 
ha.s  dfscretlonarj'  powers  as  to  the 
length  of  time  jurors  shall  be  kept 
on  duty.  The  custom  generally  fol- 
lowed in  th?  district  court  of  this 
county  has  been  to  discharge  the  jury 
after  twenty-four  hours'  sevice.  if  it 
is  i^hown  that  there  is  practically  no 
prospect   of   an    agreement.

OLIVE  BRANCH 
IS  EXTENDED 

By  President  Roosevelt 

to  Senators  Foraker 

and  Dick. 

Washington.  June  S.— President  Roose- 
velt extended  the  olive  branch  to  Senators 
Foraker  and  Dick  when  he  appointed  Gen. 
William  V.  McMaken  collector  of  internal 
revenue  at  Toledo.  Foraker  Is  still  full  of 
fight,  but  it  Is  declared  that  the  Dick 
contingent  favors  peace  in  Ohio,  and  that 
Foraker  will  make  the  speech  at  the  Re- 
publican national  convention  next  year, 
presenting  the  name  of  Secretary  Taft  as 
the  nominee  of  the  party.  He  perforn.ed 
a    similar    ser\-ice    for    McKinley    in    1S9S 

after  the  peace  terms  had  been  arranged. 
Foraker  has  not  been  taken  mto  the  con- 
fidence of  the  Dick  party,  but  as  he  Is 
anxious  to  go  back  Into  the  senate,  he 
will  agree  to  make  the  sacrifice  for 
Taft. 

In  announcing  the  appiDintment  of  Mc- 
Maken. President  Rojsevelt  deemed  it 
neco.ssary  to  say  that  he  selected  him 
becau.«ie  he  is  the  choice  of  S<>nators 
Foraker  and  Dick.  State  Chairman 
Brown,  Representative  Southard  and  Mc- 
Maken had  been  higlily  recommended  by 
the  officers  of  the  National  Rifle  assi>cia- 
tion  of  Ohio  and  the  whole  country.  He 
said  Gen.  Drain.  pre.=?ldent  of  the  National 
Rifle  association  and  chairman  of  the  ex- 
e<:utive  c<3mnuttee  of  the  Interstate  Na- 
tional Guard  association,  had  called  up<-n 
him  to  urge  the  selection  of  Gen.  Mc- 
Maken. 

This  long  explanation  is  regarded  as 
being  made  to  conceal  the  fact  that  it  is 
a  decld.?d  victory  for  the  Ohio  senators, 
more  especially  Senator  Dick.  The  latior 
was  the  first  to  Indorse  McMaken.  who 
is  one  of  the  brigadier  command-^rs  under 
Dick,  the  major  general  of  the  Ohio  Na- 
tional Guard. 

Dicks  victory  in  this  instance  is  re- 
garded among  politicians  as  corrobora- 
tion of  the  assertion  made  within  the 
last  two  or  three  days  that  Secretary- 
Taft,  through  his  brother  Charles,  has 
notified  Representatives  Burton  and 
Harry  M.  Daugherty,  who  posed  as  the 
managers  of  the  Taft  boom  in  Ohio,  that 
they  must  not  undertake  to  attach  a 
Burton  senatorial  boom  as  a  tail-end  to 
the    Taft    kite.

Congre.ssman  J.  Adam  Bede  of  the 
Eighth  district  wa.s  a  guest  of  the 
West  Duluth  Commercial  club  at  its 
meeting  held  last  night,  and  he  gave 
the  members  of  the  club  a  very  inter- 
esting talk.  He  spoke  at  length  on  the 
work  of  the  recent  session  of  con- 
gress, dwelling  particularly  on  the  sub- 
jects of  Panama  canal  plans  and  the 
merchant  marine.  Mr.  Bede  exhib- 
ited charts,  showing  the  plans  of  sea- 
level  and  lock  canals  and  explained 
minutely  Just  why  the  latter  were 
chosen  over  the  fortner.  He  explained 
the  system  of  subsidizing  the  mer- 
chant marine  and  the  advisability  of 
such  a  course. 

Mr.  Bede  spoke  at  some  length  on 
the  question  of  a  different  entrance 
or  an  improved  entrance  to  Duluth 
harbor.  He  explained  that  the  United 
States  engineers  and  other  officials  of 
the  government  will  be  In  Duluth  Jttne 
18  to  hold  a  hearing  on  tne  ciue.stion 
of  harbor  improvements.  On  his  rec- 
ommendation, the  chairman  was  em- 
powered to  appoint  a  committee  of 
rive  members  to  attend  the  Itearing, 
as  representatives  of  the  club. 

The  sentiment  of  the  clu'o  appears 
to  be  in  favor  of  a  large  central  en- 
trance, in  preference  to  the  other 
plans.  One  proposed  meatis  of  reme- 
dying the  pre.sent  condition  is  fhe  con- 
sctruction  of  a  large  breakwater,  ex- 
tending from  a  convenient  point,  in 
front  of  the  entrances  to  the  harbor, 
protecting  them  from  the  waves.  An- 
other is  the  construction  of  small  nar- 
row breakwater.s.  to  break  the  swells, 
it  being  thought  that  tliey  would  give 
ample  protection.  The  other  plan  pro- 
vides for  the  closing  of  both  the  pres- 
eiit  Superior  and  Duluth  entrances 
and  the  providing  of  an  entrance  be- 
tween the  two.  For  West  Duluth, 
this  latter  would  be  more  beneficial, 
inasmuch  as  it  w^ould  bring  the  en- 
trance nearer  West  Duluth  and  on  a 
more  direct  line.  The  committee  will 
be  under  no  instructions,  but  will  be 
empowered  to  make  any  suggestions, 
by  which  West  Duluth  would  be  bene- 
fited. 

Some  time  ago  the  Commercial  club 
passed  resolutions  declaring  in  favor 
of  better  postal  service  for  this  end 
of  the  city  and  larger  quarters  for  th& 
station  here.  A  copy  of  these  resolu- 
tions was  forwarded  to  Mr.  Bede.  and 
last  niglit  he  stated  he  would  lend  his 
Inllucnce  to  the  efforts  to  sercure  bet- 
ter service.  He  said  he  would  ascer- 
tain whetlier  or  not  it  is  customaiy 
for  the  department  to  erect  buildings* 
for  stations  and,  if  it  is,  an  effort  may 
be  made  to  liave  one  built  in  West 
Duluth.  At  any  rate,  an  attempt  will 
be  made  to  secure  more  commodlou:j 
quarters  for  the  .station.  It  was  an- 
nounced last  night  that  after  July  1 
at  least  one  additional  carrier  will  be 
put   on   in   West  Duluth.

Those  who  have  been  watching 
the  progress  of  lid  affairs  in  Du- 
luth and  have  been  keeping  track 
of  the  activities  of  the  Civic  league 
since  the  last  election,  are  wonder- 
ing whether  a  decision  lianded 
down  by  the  state  supreme  court 
yesterday  in  regard  to  the  St.  Cloud 
"lid  case"  will  have  any  effect  in 
Duluth. 

The  case  in  question  was  brought 
by  the  lid  faction  in  St.  Cloud  against 
Mayor  John  E.  C.  Robinson  of  St. 
Cloud  for  noi;  enforcing  the  saloon 
laws,  and  the  '  case  was  brought 
under  the  state  statute,  instead  of 
the  ordinance.  It  was  primarily 
aimed  to  oust  the  mayor  from  of- 
fice, but  his  resignation  to  run  for 
the  senate  obviated  this  and  it  wa.s 
pursued  for  t.ie  purpose  of  securing 
the  infliction  of  a  fine  and  establish- 
ing   a    valuable    precedentr 

The  district  court  at  St.  Cloud 
overruled  a  demurrer  to  the  original 
complaint  mace  by  Robins«)n's  attor- 
neys, and  they  appealed,  the  decision 
just  rendered  being  upon  this  appeal. 
The  case  will  now  ^e  taken  up  again 
in  the  distric:  court,  where  a  civil 
action  will  be  instltut'ed  against  the 
ex-mayor. 

The  portions  of  the  decision  which 
are  of  interest   here  are  as  follows: 

"Officers  of  municipal  corporations, 
organized  under  legislative  authority, 
are,  in  respetrt  to  all  general  laws 
having  force  and  operating  within 
their  municipality,  agents  of  the  state 
and  may  be  ciarged  with  the  perfor- 
mance of  .suc^  duties  In  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  «ame  as  the  legislature 
may   from   tlm.^   to   time  impose. 

"The  genera,  .«ttatutes  of  tha  state 
regulating  tht>  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor.s  operat'i  and  have  force  uni- 
formly throug'hout  the  state,  anything 
contained  in  municipal  charters  or 
ordinances  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, 

"The  forfeiture  of  office  and  pe- 
cuniary penalty  prescribed  by  R.  L., 
1905.  Sections  1561  and  1562,  for  the 
failure  of  the  mayor  or  other  officer 
named  therein  to  make  complaint  of 
known  violatlcns  of  the  statutes  reg- 
ulating the  sale  of  Intoxicating 
liquors  may  b<'  enforced  by  the  attor- 
ney general  through  appropriate  pro- 
ceedings  broug:ht   for   that    purpose."

Concord,    N.   H.,   June  10.— The   right   of 
the  "next  friends"  to  bring  a  suit  for  an 

accounting  of  the  property  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Baker  G.  Eddy,  founder  and  leader  of  the 
Clii'istlan  Science  religion,  was  the  ques- 
tion that  Judge  Robert  N.  Chamberlain 
of  the  Merrimack  superior  court  was 
called  upon  to  consider  today.  Two  weeks 
ago  the  court  heard  arguments  on  the 
motk>n  of  Gen.  Frank  S.  Slreeter,  repre- 
seniins:  the  three  trustees  to  whom  Mrs. 
Eddy  had  transferred  her  property,  ask- 
ing that  the  trustees  be  granted  leave  to 
intervene  and  be  substituted  as  plaintiffs 
in   place  of   "next    fritnds  '   in   the   eciiiity 


proceedings  brought  against  Calvin  A. 
Frye,  Mrs.  Eddys  secretary,  and  nine 
other  promintnt  members  of  the  Christisin 
Science    church.      This    motion    has    be«in 

deniod  by  the  court. 

Today  Gen.  Streetef  appeared  in  the 
double  capacity  of  counsel-  for  the  trus- 
tees and  counsel  for  Mrs.  Eddy.  The 
motion  argued  today  was  a  voluminous 
docum<=-nl.  the  subst«nc»  of  which  was  a 
request  for  the  dismisal  of  the  suit  of  the 
"next  friends"  and  the  discontinuance  of 
the  equit.v  proceedings  against  Frye  and 
Ifie  nine  otln-r  defeUflunts.  This  action 
was  asked  on  the  ground  iliat  it  was  not 
brought  in  good  faith;  that  Mrs.  Eddy  Is 
conii>etent  to  attend"  to  her  own  affairs, 
and  that  her  property  is  well  managed.

mercy  of  a  clique  of  the  Christian  Science 
church  and  that  her  property  is  being  di-

S.  D. ;  his  daughter,  Mary  Baker  Glover; 
Mrs.  Eddy's  adopted  son,   Dr.   Ebender  J. 

Foster  Eddy  of  Waierbury,  Vt.;  her 
cousin,  George  W.  Baker  of  Bangor,  Me., 
and  her  nephew,  Fred  \V.  Baker  of  Ep- 
som, N.   H.

temala had  been  assassinated.  No  fur- 
ther details  could  be  obtained.  Minister 
Manuel  Giron,  the  Guatemalan  reprt- 
sentaiive  to  Mexico,  was  seen  at  his 
home  but  knew  nothing  of  the  alleged 
assassination.  Dr.  Francis  Reyes,  for- 
mer minister  of  foreign  relations  In 
Salvador,  who  is-  now  m  this  city,  de- 
clared that  if  -he  report  is  true,  it 
meant  revolution  in  Guatemala.  The 
report  has  caused  excitement  in  this 
capital,  but  there  is  no  disposition  lo 
discredit  the  story.  The  message  con- 
veying the  repoit  of  the  asHassination 
of  President  Cabrera  was  received  by 
the  daughters  of  Gen.  Barrundia.  who- 
was  formerly  a  president  of  Guatemala, 
and  who  himself  was  assassinated  some 
years  ago.

Bank    Book    Indicates 
Tliat  Dead  Man  Was 
Berger  Olson.  ^ 


The  body  of  a  man,  probably 
Berger  Olson,  was  picked  up  by  the 
crew  of  tlie  life  saving  station  about 
10:30  this  morning,  in  the  slip  back 
of  the  Marshall-Wells  Hardware  Co.'s 
building.  The  body  was  discovered 
by  a  passenger  on  one  of  the  inter- 
state ferries,  who  .saw  It  come  to  the 
surface  in  the  wake  of  the  boat. 

The  life  savers  were  notified,  and 
after  picking  up  the  body,  at  once 
notitted  the  police  and  the  coroner. 
Dr.  McCuen  ordered  the  body  taken 
to    Flood    &    Morgan's    morgue. 

The  body  had  been  in  the  water 
less     than      two      months.  In      th^ 

pockets  were  found  a  bank  book 
from  the  .savings  department  of  the 
First  National  bank,  and  the  last 
deposit  was  m.ade  on  March  4.  The 
bank  book  was  in  the  name  of 
Berger  Olson.  The  book  was  taken 
to  the  bank  and  it  was  learned  that 
the  whole  of  the  deposit  had  been 
withdrawn,  and  that  Olson  had  no 
further    account    with    them. 

The  name  of  a  man  named  Berger 
Olson  was  found  in  the  directory, 
and  his  addre.ss  given  in  the  West 
end.  A  mounted  officer  was  sent  to 
Investigate,  but  found  that  a  family 
named  MoManus  were  now  residing 
at  the  address  and  knew  nothing  of 
the  man  named  Olson.  The  direc- 
tory gave  his  occupation  as  a  laborer 
on  the  D.    M.   &   N. 

The  body  is  that  of  a  heavy  man, 
weighing  over  200  pounds,  and  fairly 
well  dre.ssed  in  a  dark  suit  of  fancy 
pattern.  He  had  a  heavy  sandy 
moustache,  but  the  features  have 
been  so  bruised  and  disfigured  during 
the  time  the  corpse  was  in  the  water 
that  identification  by  this  means  is 
practically   Impossible. 

There  were  one  or  two  other  ad- 
dre.s.ses  in  a  blank  book-  found  on 
the  body,  and  the  police  are  looking 
them  up  in  the  hope  of  obtaining 
some  definite  information  regarding 
the  drowned  man.

Paris,  June  10. — The  revolt  of  the 
wine-growing  population  in  the  south 
of  France,  which  goes  into  effect 
today,  is  causing  considerable  appre- 
hension in  government  circles.  By 
the  terms  of  the  re.so''>tions  which 
half  a  million  people  at  Montpelier 
yesterday  swore  with  uplifted  hands 
to  execute,  the  departmental,  city, 
town  and  communal  officials  must 
resign     today     and     the     inhabitants 

refuse  to  pay  taxes  unless  the  par- 
liament affords  relief.  Several 
mayors,  headed  by  M.  Farroul,  mayor 
of  Narbonne,  resigned  last  night, 
and  if  this  example  is  followed,  a 
condition  bordering  on  anarchy  will 
result  and  the  civil  government  will 
cease  to  reign  from  the  Spanish 
frontier  to  the  Rhone,  comprising 
the  departments  of  Herrault,  Aude, 
Haute-Garonne  and  Pyrenees-Orien- 
tal. The  situation  is  very  grave, 
because  it  constitutes  unanimous  pro- 
testation of  the  population,  and  being 
unaccompanied  by  disorder  furnishes 
the  government  with  no  pretext  to 
resort    to    forces. 

Marcellin  Albert,  the  leader  of 
the  movement,  was  until  a  couple 
of  months  ago,  an  obscure  wine 
grower  of  Argeliers.  Now  he  is 
acclaimed  as  a  "redeemer"  and  .seems 
to  hold  the  south  of  France  in  the 
hollow  of  his  hand.  His  orders  are 
Implicitly  and  unquestioningly  obey- 
ed, and  by  the  powers  of  organiza- 
tion with  which  he  Is  endowed,  ho 
has  proved  him.self  to  be  a  born 
leader  of  men.  It  is  realized  among 
the  hot-blooded  people  of  the  south 
that  such  men  might  fire  a  formid- 
able  revolution. 

The  giDvernment's  bill  providing  for 
the  suppression  of  the  manufacture 
of  fraudulent  wine  comes  up  in  the 
chamber  of  deputies  this  aflernoon, 
but  beyond  passing  this  bill  the  gov- 
ernment can  do  little,  all  the  experts 
who  have  investigated  the  conditions 
having  found  that  the  real  depression 
was  caustHl  by  over-production,  for 
which  even  tlie  rlgoi'ous  suppression 
of  fraud  will  be  no  remedy.  The  only 
solution  they  report  is  the  abandon- 
ment of  much  of  the  wine  acreage 
in  favor  of  regular  farm  crops  and 
truck  gardening. 

The  outk>ik  has  caused  much  agi- 
tation in  the  press.  The  Aurore  says 
it  thinks  the  government  should  treat 
the  impoverished  wine  growers  as  if 
they  had  been  visited  by  a  catas- 
trophe, and  distribute  money  for  tiielr 
relief.  "It  would  cost  several  mil- 
lions, but  if  it  would  restore  tran- 
quility,   why   he.=!itate?"

PUT  AN  END 
TO  VANDALISM 

Desecration  of  Graves  at 

Forest  Hill  Causes 

Indignation. 

The  desecration  of  the  graves  at  Forest 
Hill  cemetery  will  be  stopped  unless  a 
number  of  prominent  Duluthh  people 
who  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand  fail 
in  their  attempt.  The  Cemetery  associa- 
tion has  been  asked  to  take  steps  to  end 
the    vandali-sm. 

A  protest  was  received  yesterday  by 
President  W.  B.  Patton  of  the  association 
fron>.  the  wife  ni  a  prominent  physician, 
who  reported  that  the  grave  of  her  father 
had  been  practically  denuded  of  flowers. 
She  demanded  that  some  action  be  taken 
to  end  the  deseeration  and  to  punish  the 
guilty  persons,  and  was  assured  that  j 
.strict  vigilance  would  be  kept  to  arrest: 
further   vandalism. 

The  .siippo.sition  Is  among  the  people 
who  have  made  the  complaints  to  the  i 
Cemetery  as.sociation,  that  women  are 
guilty  of  the  thefts,  and  it  has  been  as- 
serted that  they  seek  the  plants  and 
flowers  for  their  own  flower  btds. 

One  prominent  woman  is  said  to  have 
surprised  a  woman  in  the  art  of  pulling 
up  plants  from  the  grave  of  a  relative, 
but  she  did  not  i-eport  the  matter  to  the 
ptilice.  At  other  ^mies  women  have  been 
seen  carrying  away  plants  and  flowers 
from  the  graves,  and  it  is  quite  evident 
that  thev  are  the  guilty  ones. 

It  Is  not  known  just  what  action  will  be 
taken,  but  something  will  be  done  to 
slop  the  depredations. 

Although  it  is  not  generally  known,  the 
act  of  desecratinB  a  grave  is  a  felony, 
and  the  guilty  persons  are  liable  to  a 
verv  severe  punishment  if  causht.

HOW  BALLOONS  ARE  MADE. 

A  long,  dark  basement  strewn  with 
paper,  cluttered  with  trash  and  pieces 
of  canvas,  a  row  of  sewing  machines, 
bags  and  ^>oxes  piled  against  the  walls; 
piles  of  ropes  lying  here  and  there  and 
a  few  dusty  electric  light  bulbs  to  il- 
luminate the  whole— this  describes  Kan- 
sas City's  balloon   factory,  says  the  Star. 

Few  persons  have  known  that  such  a 
place  exists  in  this  city.  A  small  sign 
at  the  head  of  the  steps  leading  to  the 
basement  says  that  tents  and  awnings 
are  made  there,  with  no  mention  of  an 
allied  industry.  But  the  principal  busl- 
1*  .S3  is  the  manufacture  of  balloons  and 
.i.irachutes  used  by  aeronauts  in  public 
i-xhibitions. 

Xo  silk  baloons  are  made  at  the  fac- 
tory, nor  are  the  great  gas  bags  cover- 
ed with  netting.  All  this  is  out  of  date, 
the  factory  manager  says.  Years  ago 
all  balloons  were  made  of  silk,  covered 
with  a  strong  fish  netting,  and  carrier 
baskets  for  the  aeronauts.  The  cloth  of 
which  balloons  are  now  made  is  extra 
strong  muslin.  When  they  have  the  fac- 
tory they  are  pure  whlto.  but  the  im- 
maculate state  Is  soon  changed,  probably 
at  the  first  ascension,  to  a  deep  brown- 
ish black  by  resin  and  smoke  mixed,  the 
hot  air  with  which  balloons  are  Inflated 
for  short  ascensions. 

"The  principal  thing  is  the  cutting," 
the  manager  said.  "Now  for  a  big  bal- 
loon the  strips  that  run  from  the  bottom 
'  ring  over  the  top  and  l>ack  again  are 
about  ninety  feet  long.  Well,  they  must 
be  shaped  carefully  from  the  ends  to  the 


centre,  to  make  iho  pear  shape  of  the 
balloon.  The  ends  must  be  small,  the 
center  large.  iVll  these  strips  must  be 
cut  exactly  rlglit  or  they  wont  fit.  And 
let  me  tell  you,  1  do  all  the  eutting  be- 
cause 1  used  to  be  an  Old  "jumper'  my- 
self. I  know  what  it  is  lo  go  up  about 
2,000  yards  with  nothing  but  air  between 
you   and   the   griound. 

"When  we  gel  an  order  the  strips  are 
laid  out  one  b)'  one  in  the  clear  sp.ice 
and  cut  to  measure.  When  they  are  all 
shaped  each  pie.'e  lo  fit  snugly,  they  are 
turned  over  to  the  women  to  be  .sewed. 
Thi-t  is  easy,  yju  know,  and  is  done  on 
machlni's.  Noiliing  to  do  but  to  double 
the  seams  together  and  see  that  evj^ry 
sUtch  hits  the  right  spot.  There  can't 
be  any  misses  In  this  business.  When 
the  machine  work  is  done  steel  eyelMs 
are  sewn  by  ha  id  into  the  bottom  of  the 
bag.  These  aro  to  iiold  the  ropes  fast- 
ened to  a  larg.:  ring,  to  which  a  para- 
chute may  be  atiaclied.  When  that  is 
done  the  balloon  Is  finished.  Simple, 
isn't   it? 

"But  the  parachute  is  the  troublesome 
thoing  to  make.  It  Isn't  the  body  of  the 
'chute'  that  bothers— its  the  attached 
ropes.  You  see  here's  a  'chtJle'  for  ev- 
ery balloon,  else  there  wouldn't  be  any 
ascension. 

"The  top  of  the  'chute'  is  made  like  an 
ordinary  umbrella,  excepting  for  a  .'small 
hoie  in  the  center.  Through  thi.s  goes 
the  rope,  connecting  with  a  sharp  knife 
that  cuts  the  'ehute'  free  from  the  bal-' 
lo  on  at  the  pDper  moment.  A  quarter 
inch  hemp  rop<»  holds  together  balloon 
and  'chute.'  The  rop«>3  running  betwe^'n 
the  top  of  the  'chuif^'  and  the  trapeze 
upon  whicli  the  jumper'  stands  must  be 
Just  so.  One  of  tliese  Is  attached  at 
intervals  of  a  foot  around  the  'chute.' 
.Should  one  become  twisted  the  'chute' 
might  not  open  .md  then  there  would  l>e 
an  accident.  Kach  rope  must  be  abso- 
lutely straight  when  it  Is  attached.  It 
is  examined  before  It  is  ust»d  to  see  that 
there  are  no  kirks  in  it.  One  flaw  might 
mean  a  death. 

"Besides  the.se  precautions  no  tests  are 
made  of  the  balloons  and  partchutes  be- 
fore they  go  out  of  the  factory.  The 
testing  Is  done   at   the  first  ascension." 

The  manager  added  that  a  large  bal- 
loon and  parachuie  costs  about  f2'»  and 
lasts  anywhere  from  two  minute.^  to 
eight  years.  Their  life  depend.s  on  how 
they  are  handled.  What  counts  most  is 
the  experience  of  the  man  who  Is  oper- 
ating the  "flriiig"  of  the  balloon,  the 
proce.ss  of  filling  it  with  hot  air  for  an 
ascension.  Should  too  much  gasoipne 
be  thrown  on  the  Are  beneath  the  bag 
the  flame  is  liable  to  reach  the  top  of 
the  balloon  and  set  it  on  fire.  Making 
ascensions  on  rainy  or  windy  days 
shortens  the  life  of  a  balloon  also.

"By  these  statistics  It  can  easily  lie 
seen  that  there  Is  much  work  to  be  done 
within  the  ranks  in  the  interest  of  the 
fcdt  ration. 

Efforts  to  Strengthen  Federation. 

"During  the  past  several  years  I  liave 
been  consuintly  writing  to  unaffiliated 
local  unions  urging  them  to  join  the 
Fedei-ation.  with  a  certain  degree  of  suc- 
cess. This  year,  however,  I  thought  of 
attempting  to  induce  the  internationa.1 
organizations  to  give  us  at  least  their 
moral  support,  so  I  wrote  a  personal  let- 
ter to  either  the  president  or  secretary 
of  every  interested  international  trade 
union  affiliated  with  the  American  Fed- 
eration of  Labor,  informing  them  that 
we  proposed  to  carry  on  a  campaign  of 
organization  for  the  purpose  of  strcngnh- 
ening  the  movement  in  our  slate,  and  1 
submitted  to  them  the  following  ques- 
tions; ,  , 
"  "Can  you  send  mo  a  list  of  the  local 
unions  of  your  craft  in  Minnesota,  to- 
gether with  the  names  and  juldresses  of 
your   seereiaries? 

"  'Would  you  send  a  personal  letter  to 
each  local  in  Mlnnes-ota.  urging  It  to 
support  our  Federation,  and  if  it  is  not 
affiliated    to   do   so   at  or.oe? 

"  'Do  you  know  of  any  cities  in  this 
state  where  we  might  organize  unions 
of  your  craft,  or  where  any  unions  need 
strengthening,  and  which  we  might  aid? 
"  •Will  you  be  willing  to  support  ttn- 
anclaliy  in  the  c;rg.inization  of  any  un- 
ion of  your  trade  in  this  state,  and  to 
wliat    extent? 

"  Could  you  send  or  comniisslon  an 
organizer  to  co-operate  with  us  in  or- 
ganizing any  union  of  your  trade?' 

"The  answers  to  these  letters  were 
most  gratifying,  a:ul  many  of  the  new 
unions  reported  today  were  induced  to 
affiliaite  through  th^s  means.  Naturally 
this  method  opened  up  correspondence 
with  many  of  the  strongest  men  In  the 
labor  movement,  and  we  are  assured  of 
much  support  during  iho  coming  season 
from  this  source. 

"The  plan  of  having  the  non-affiliated 
unions  join  with  us  by  seeking  the  in- 
fluence of  the  international  unions  has 
thus  far  proved  to  be  so  successful  that 
I  would  recommend  its  continuance  dur- 
ing the  coming  year,  until  every  trade 
union  In  Minnesota  is  affiliated  with 
this   Federation. 

Strikes    Were    Infrequent. 

"Considering  the  amount  of  work  in 
the  state,  and  the  exceedingly  good  de- 
mand for  labor,  strikes  have  happened 
with  surprising  iufrequency.  Tlie  results 
of  the  past  year  show  that  trade  union- 
ism has  a  tendency  to  lessen  strikes. 
Wages  have  been  increased  and  hours  of 
labor  lessened  in  many  cases  by  con- 
ciliatory methofls,  and  witliout  the  ne- 
cessity of  resortng  to  strikes.  In  the 
building  trades  of  the  large  cities  there 
were  some  general  strikes  of  short  du- 
ration, and  in  most  cases  labor  came  out 
with  marked  increases  in  wages.  In  the 
metal  trades  several  strikes  are  still  in 
progress,  w^lth  conditions  decidedly  in 
labors  favor. 
Orj^aniziiig:  Street    Hallway  Employes. 

"I  had  considerable  correspoiidence  with 
local  individuals  in  the  Twin  I'ities  and 
with  the  officials  of  the  Street  Railway 
Employes'  Amalgamated  association,  rel- 
ative to  organizing  the  street  railway 
men  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis.  It 
looked  for  a  time  as  if  an  organization 
would  be  promoted,  and  the  international 
union  sent  a  member  of  its  executive 
board  to  Minneapolis  to  make  inquiries. 
When  he  took  up  the  work  our  relations 
in  the  matter  ceased,  and  I  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Federation  council. 
Growth    of   Federation. 

"Ten  .vears  ago  it  was  our  pleasure  to 
hold  our  fifteenth  convention  in  the 
beautiful  city  of  St.  Cloud.  It  may  be 
interesting  to  know  that  there  were 
sLxty-nine  delegates  in  attendance,  sixty- 
two  coming  from  St.  Paul.  Minneapolis 
and  Duluth.  six  from  St.  Cloud  and  one 
from  Winona,  but  five  cities  being  rep- 
resented. Today  there  are  twenty-two 
cities  in  the  Federation. 

"The  growth  of  the  Federation  during 
these  years  has  been  healthy  and  pro- 
gressive. At  no  time  have  we  experienced 
a  setback,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  consider- 
able pride  to  us  who  have  seen  the  move- 
ment grow  in  tliis  state,  when  we  find 
tliat  we  have  played  no  unimportant  part 
in   its   history. 

"Now.  fellow  delegates,  having  fnislied 
a  gent  ral  and  financial  report  of  the 
Federation  f(jr  the  pnst  year.  I  would 
not  censjjder  my  duty  well  done,  without 
some  reference,  to  at  least  a  few  of  the 
manifold  liuestions  that  almost  constant- 
ly d»>mand  consideration  at  our  hamls. 
These  (luesiions  are  so  multifarious,  em- 
bracing as  they  do.  every  conceivable 
subject  and  interest,  that  even  an  ex- 
haustive discussion  of  any  one  of  them, 
would  not  be  possible  for  me  on  this  oo- 
ca.=ion,  were  I  e<iual  to  the  task. 

"But,  actuated  by  Tne  feelings,  which 
a  siucei'e  devotion  to  cur  cause  inspires, 
1  shall  take  the  liberty  in  my  own  hum- 
ble and  unambitious  way,  of  soliciting 
your  kindly  consideration,  for  just  a  few 
moments  reference  to  topics  of  universal 
interest  to  us  a.11— .and  to  the  end,  that 
j  no   suspicion   of   selecting   easy   subjects. 


shall  attach  to  my  efforts,  I  shall  choose 
my  topics  from  the  category  of  hard 
problems,  and  begin  with  the  subject  of 
Strikes. 
"It  is  now  practically  considered  by  all 
advanced  thinkers  on  industrial  and  eco- 
nomic questions,  that  the  application  of 
labors  heroic  remedy— the  strike— is  not 
only  justifiable,  liut  clearly  commendable 
In  properly  indicated  cases,  and  although 
labor  organizations  do  not  pretend  to  the 
attribute  of  infallilulity,  yet  the  number 
of  instances  where  they  are  chargeable 
with  errors  in  resorti 
lief  against  greed  and 

few  indeed.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
trade  unionism,  upon  its  present  basis  of 
organization,  is  coniparativel.v  in  its  in- 
fancy, the  wisdom  tliai  it  has  shown  in 
giving  direction  to  its  activities  (.annot 
hGlp  but  challenge  the  admiration  of  the 
vtorld. 

"Upon  the  question  of  strikes  in  gen- 
eral, as  a  legitimate  means  to  the  at- 
tainment of  a  righteous  end,  the  only 
differences  in  opinion  that  can  arise 
among  the  friends  of  labor  today  are 
confined  wholly  to  consideration  of  ex- 
pediency In  particular  cases. 

"The  strike  is  not  the  labor  question. 
It  js  the  result  of  the  labor  question. 
The  hlsion'  of  industrial  affairs  during 
the  past  fifteen  years  indicates  beyond 
the  question  of  doubt  that  trade  union- 
ism has  tended  to  k^ssen  strikes,  l^abor 
organizations  and  their  members  deplore 
strikes,  just  as  nations  deplo-e  war.  but 
sometimes  bcth  become  necessary.  "There 
are  some  things  worse  than  strikts,  and 
one  of   them   Is  a   depraved   manhood. 

"If  employers  showed  the  same  incli- 
nation in  dealing  with  unions,  as  unions 
have  with  employers  there  would  bo  no 
necessity  for  strikes,  for  I  have  never 
seen  the  time  when  employers  and  repre- 
sntatives  of  employes  could  be  brought 
around  a  'round  table,'  but  what  an 
agreement  could  be  reached,  if  both  sides 
were  absolutel.y  honest  and  frank  with 
eacli  other.  I  have  no  sympathy  with 
those  who  hold  that  the  interests  of  the 
employer  and  emplt>yes  are  diamestrical- 
ly  opposed  to  each  other.  So  long  as 
our  present  industrial  system  exists, 
where  there  are  capitalists  on  the  one 
hand,  and  wage  earners  on  the  other, 
there  must  bo  a  meeting  ground,  and 
while  the  interests  of  both  may  not  be 
identical  the.v  at  least  can  b  reciprc>cal. 
L«tbor  and  capital  must  both  learn  to 
recognize  this  truth,  lor  there  can  never 
be  industrial  peace  until  it  is  recog- 
nized. 

The  Apprentice  Quef^tion. 
"My  fellow  delegates,  for  my  years, 
I  have  long  been  actively  connected  with 
tho  labor  movement,  have  stoCKl  by  its 
colors  through  thick  and  through  thin, 
through  evil  and  through  good,  and  I 
rejoice  as  much  in  t!ie  progress  of  its 
growtli  and  its  work,  as  a  devoted  mem- 
ber of  a  family  does  in  the  welfare  and 
happiness  of  his  brothers  and  sisters. 
He  will  be  jealous  of  their  good  name 
and  fame,  and  sorely  grieved  by  any- 
thing that  casts  a  reflection  upon  either. 
Such  Is  my  mental  attitude  toward  our 
common  cause,  and  that  Is  why  I  feel 
constrained  to  touch  upon  the  appren- 
tice question  at  this  time.  We  niu.st.  by 
deserving  it,  retain  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  good  men  outside  of  our 
ranks.  I  always  admired  the  first  sen- 
tence of  the  Declaration  of  Indpen- 
dence  with  its  announcement,  'that  a  de- 
cent respect  for  the  opinions  of  man- 
kind demand  that  we  should  declare  to 
the  world  the  causes  which  impel  us  to 
separation." 

"The  time  has  come  when  the  present 
proiiibitive  apprentice  methods  applied 
by  some  of  the  unions,  are  subjecting  us 
to  criticism  from  those  who  are.  and 
who  would  like  to  continue  friendly  to 
our  cause,  and  I  am  fully  persuaded  that 
the  time  Is  ripe  for  those  trade  unions 
which  prohibit  apprentices  to  enact  some 
wise  supplementary  regulations  on  the 
subject.  The  matter  has  in  many  cases 
been  delayed  already   too  long. 

Th  rule  was  inagiiarated  with  good  in- 
tent, when  times  were  hard,  and  when 
employers  were  turning  out  apprentices 
in  great  numbers  with  little  regard  for 
the  protection  of  the  trade.  The  stamp 
was  taken,  too,  to  warn  the  young  man 
that  It  would  be  folly  for  hi'm  to  learn 
a  trade  so  badly  over-crowded,  to  find 
himself  on  the  threshold  of  manhood 
with  a  trade  and  no  place  to  work  at  it. 
The  action  of  the  unions  that  were  forc- 
ed to  pass  prohibitive  measures,  has  serv- 
ed its  original  purpose  well,  but  no  one 
ever  contemplated  that  it  was  to  be 
maintained  indefinitely,  or  that  is  wa» 
desirable   to  do  so. 

"Trade  schools,  not  of  our  creation,  and 
non-union  towns,  which  we  can  not  con- 
trol,   ar<>   usurping  our  prerogatives,   just 
because    we    have    been    too    slow    in   pro- 
tecting ourselves,  with  the  result  that  the 
boy  living  in  a  union  town  Is  deni<d   the 
privilese    accorded    to    the   young    man   In 
a  town  where  ther  are  no  unions.     I  deem 
this  question  one  of  pressing  Importance, 
and  hope   that   the  federation   will   go  on 
record  m  favor  of  trade  unions  adopting 
a     more      just      apprentice    system,     and 
agamst    the   prohibitive   measures   now   in 
vogue  In   not  a  few  of   the  trades.     Some 
latKir  organization  must  take  the  lead  in 
this  matter,  and  the  federation  has  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  do  so  at  this  time. 
The  Child  I^abor  Pi-oblcm. 
"Conceiving  as  I  do  tiiat  trade  unionism 
stands   for   the   maintenance  of  American 
institutions  In  all  their  glorious  integrity 
and  for  the  suppression  of  all  vices  that 
endanger  the  perpetuitv  of  our  country    I 
would    consider    myself    derelict    in    duty 
did  I   not,   witli   all    the  energy   of   which 
my  nature  is  capable,   seek   to  arouse  my 
countrymen  in  general,  and  more  particu- 
larly   my    co-worker^    In    this    cause     to 
that  most  monstrous  of  all  Infamies  '  the 
forced    employment    and     degradation    of 
the   little  boys  and   the  little  girls  of  this 
republic    in    mills,    factories    and    sweat- 
shops,   to   gratify    the    insatiate    maw    of 
avarice  and  greed.    Can  It  be  possible  that 
certain  of  our  so-called  captains  of  indus- 
try   have    become    so    drunken    with    the 
lust  f>f  gold,  that  their  senses  have  become 
stupefied    to    every    consideration    of    pat- 
riotism and  humanitarian  feeling?    A  dis- 
tinguished clergyman  of  New  York,  whose 
word  no  one  can  gainsay,   in  emphasizing 
the  fact  that  money  madness  was  the  key- 
note   to    New    York's    depravity    and    sin 
-said  In  a  recent  sermon  in  that  city  that 
in  the  sweat-shops  of  New  York  you  see 
over    20.000    little    children,     gaunt,     wild- 
eyed,     tottering     wrecks,     driven     by     the 
lash    of  Inhuman   masters   as   never  were 
the    slaves    in    the    cotton    fields    of    the 
South,     even     in     the     darkest     davs     of 
slavery.'     And,    mind    you.    this    in    a   city 
where    such    cold-blooded    emnloveis    can 
pay  $500,0(X»  for  tapestry    their  w'ivf  s  $50.- 
000    for    dresses,    and    Jo.OOO    to    decorate    a 
p<H)dle    dog.      There    are    no    children    in 
such    homes.     God    be    praised    for    that.

Tlie   Union   Label's  V'alue. 

"Other  states,  particularly  those  in  the 
"New  South."  have  put  a  premium  on  child 
labor  to  encourage  Industrv.  and  their 
goods  are  flooding  Northern  markets.

Free    I^abor    Bureaus. 

'The  political  committee.  In  its  report, 
v.'ill,  no  doubt,  touch  on  its  efforts  during 
the  session  of  the  legislature,  in  securing 
the  passage  of  the  bill  creating  free  em- 
ployment bureaus, ju  Bt.  Paul  and  Uuljth. 
'Ihe  bureau  in  existence  In  Minneapolis 
for  the  past  two  years  proved  to  bt  so 
successful,  that  little  argument  was  nec- 
essary to  convince  the  Iionest  legislator 
that  the  state  ought  to  extend  the  sys- 
tem to  other  cities. 

"Personally,    I    believe    in    the    complete 
abolition   of   the   private   licensed    bur>?au.  i 
I  know  of  no  greater  menace  to  the  float-  I 
ing  wage   earners  of  the  country.     There  | 
are    many    honest   men    in    the    business, 
but   the  principle  of  cliarging  a  worklng- 
j  man  a  fee  for  information  relative  to  se- 
curing employment  in  order  that  he  may 
1  produce    wealth    for    others    to    enjoy,    is 
something    I     could    never    relish,     and    I 
trust  that  the  time  will  soon  come,  when 
the  state   free  employment   bureaus   shall 
prove  to  be  so  advantageous  to  both  em- 
ployers  and    workingmen,    that   there  will  | 
be  no  excuse  for  the  existence  of  private 
en  ployment    agencies.      While    the    latter 
ex'st  in  cities   it  will   be  necessary  to  ad- 
vocate   the    passage    of      laws      and      or- 
dinances,    which    will    assure    labor    the 
most    ample    pr  itection.

"It  requires  that  whenever  an  employ- 
ment agent  Is  notified  in  writing  by  a 
bona  fide  labor  organization  that  a  strike 
exists  at  any  place,  and  said  agent  em- 
ploys men  to  take  the  places  of  thoso  on 
strike,  It  shall  become  his  duty  to  stimp 
the  words  'Strike  on'  in  red  letters  across 
the  face  of  the  employment  ticket. 

"This  provision  has  been  of  much  value 
to    the    man    seeking    employment,    ae    It 
certainly   Is   to    the   man   on    strike.     Por 
many   men   are   sent    some  distance   from  1 
home,  and  are  innocently  required  to  take  j 
the  places  of  strikers,  when  they  haven't ;

"1    appreciate    that    we    are    treading 
upon    treacherous   soil    when    we   divert 
our    attention    from    economics    to    poli- 
tics, largely  because  the  selfishly  ambi- 
tious  in   our   own    movement,   are   ever 
j  ready  to  take  advantage  of  every  open- 
j  ing  to  further   their  personal  ends,  and 
I  often,  to.  at  the  expense  of  labor.  Tliis 
]  Is  to  be  regretted,   but  it  should  teach 
!  us    to    be    extremely   cautious    in   deter- 
'  mining   our  course. 

"We  fared  a  trifle  better  in  the  last 
legislature  than  we  have  In  previous 
sessions.  Lazarus  like,  they  gave  us  a 
few  of  the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the 
table  of  the  special  interests,  whose 
greed  was  In  most  cases  appeased.  The 
really  beneficial  legislation  we  sought, 
that  which  would  have  given  labor 
more  protection  than  it  now  enjoys, 
and  would  have  fixed  more  responsi- 
bility upon  the  employers,  was  igno- 
mlnlously  defeated.  Too  often  wa.-J 
this  done  by  representatives  from  rural 
districts,  who  ought  to  have  been  our 
friends,  and  who  were  used  to  pull  the 
chestnuts  of  others  from  the  fire,  under 
the  impression  that  they  were 
some  employer  of  small  capital  in  the 
smaller  cities.  In  this  manner  they  j 
became  the  unwilling  allies  of  those 
who  are  foes  to  both  the  farmer  and 
the   laborer.  I 

I     "But   I    am    not    discouraged.       I    look  t 
for  better  returns  next  time.      We  have  1 
I  observed  some  shortcomings  as  the  re- 
sult of  our  first  experience,  and  we  will 
I  endeavor  to  correct  them,  so  that  in  the 
future  our  work   shall  be  productive  of 
I   am   satisfied   that   with 
a   sufficient    amount    of    money    to   con- 
duct an  active  campaign,   we  would   be 
able  to  command   the   recognition   labor 
deserves     from    our     state      lawmaking 
body. 

"One  of  the  most  interesting  phases 
of  labor's  entry  Into  politics,  in  both 
state  and  nation,  was  the  activity  of 
the  Citizens'  alliance.  Their  public- 
ations and  agitators  were  sent  into 
every  district  where  labor  was  making 
a  fight,  and  they  forgot  every  other 
purpose  for  which  they  were  organized, 
to  prevent  the  enactment  of  any  kind 
of  labor  legislation,  with  or  without 
merit. 

"It    strikes   me   that    their     bold     and

"Time  will  not  permit  me  to  discuss

The  record  w^as  an  excellent  one  for 
Ih."  month  of  May  for  tlie  Portage 
canals.  The  heavy  traffic  through  the 
Portage  Lake  waterways  does  not 
start  till  the  early  fall  montiis,  the  lat- 
ter part  of  August  or  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember, or  thereabouts,  a  great  many 
of  the  big  lake  carriers  and  almost  all 
of  the  smaller  boats  taking  a<lvantage 
of  the  protection  offered  by  the  canals 
and  Portage  lake  in  passing  the  Ke- 
weenaw peninsula  during  the  fall  of 
the  year.

Mr.  Mitchell  presented 
Cardinal  Giblxms,  who  offered  the 
invocation.  The  band  played  "The 
Star  Spangled  Banner,"  after  which 
Mr.  Mitchell,  in  an  address,  intro- 
duced President  Roosevelt,  who  de- 
livered his  first  address.  He  was 
cheered   throughout   his  entire  speech. 

The  president,  in  opening  his  address, 
said:  "I  can  not  express  how  deeply 
touched  I  am  ai  the  action  of  the  state 
ot  Georgia,  my  mother's  state,  the  st.ate 
from  which  1  draw  half  the  blood  in  my 
veins,  in  erectirg  as  the  Georgia  state 
house  at  the  Jamestown  exposition  a  re- 
plica of  my  grandfather's  house  at 
well,  Ga. ;  the  house  in  whicli 
!i, other  passed  ler  youth  and  where  she 
was  married  to  my  father.  It  is  an  act 
of  gracious  coirtesy  and  consideration 
which  I  very  deeply  appreciate,  and 
through  the  governor  and  other  represent- 
atives of  Georgia  I  desire  from  my  heart 
to  thank  all  her  citizens." 

He  briefly  di.«cussed  the  unique  history 
ot  Georgia.  Slm-e  he  had  Ijeen  president 
he  had  visited  every  state  and  territory 
within  the  borders  of  the  Union,  save 
such  as  can  only  be  reached  by  sea.  and 
the  thing  that  struck  him  most  was  the 
essential  onenessi,  the  essential  unity  of 
our  people.  He  alluded  to  the  great  pro- 
gress of  the  SoLth  during  the  last  quar- 
ter of  a  cenlur^',  and  said  that  in  tho 
Scuth,  as  everywhere  through  the  Union, 
we  need  to  see  a  good  education  given 
free  to  all  children,  no  matter  what 
may  be  their  race  or  color.

In  this  conveation  the  president  dwelt 
upon  the  extreme  unwisdom  of  the  rall- 
wav  companies  in  fighting  the  constitu- 
tionalitv  of  th€  national  employers'  lia- 
bility law.  He  said  there  siiould  be  the 
plainest  and  most  unequivocable  addition- 
al statement,  by  enactment  of  congress,  to 
the  effect  that  railroad  employes  are 
entitled  to  receive  damages  for  any  ac- 
cident that  comes  to  them  as  an  Incident 
of  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
the  law  should  be  such  that  it  will  be 
Impo.ssible  for  the  railroads  successfully 
to  fight  It  without  thereby  forfeiting  all 
light  to  the  protection  of  the  federal  gov- 
ernment under  any  circumstances.  In  i 
th.i  same  way  there  should  be  rigid  fed- i 
eriil  legislation  to  minimize  all  railway 
accidents.

The  father  feels  it,  too,  no  doubt,  but  he  is  only  a 
man,  and  cannot  begin  to  appreciate  the  keenness  of 
the  pain  that  aflflicts  the  shabbily  dressed  child  and  the 
sympathetic  misery  that  gnaws  at  the  aching  heart  of 
her  mother. 

Profoundly  pathetic  is  the  discomfort  of  the  poorly 
clad  little  girl  for  whom  the  pretty  graduation  exercises 
are  a  period  of  torture  and  misery,  with  every  pretty 
gown  about  her  a  needless  reproach  to  her  own  clean  but 
homely  garb. 

There  will  always  be  such  things  so  long  as  there 
are  poor  people,  but  they  are  not  unavoidable.  Many 
school  boards  have  established  rules  requiring  gradua- 
tion dresses  to  be  plain,  and  this  regulation  is  made  out 
of  regard  for  the  children  whom  dire  necessity  con- 
demns to  plain  dress.  It  is  a  wholesome  rule,  for  fond 
parents  who  deck  their  beloved  daughters  out  in  the 
daintiest  gowns  they  can  buy  are  thoughtlessly  cruel 
to  the  poorer  classmates  whose  parents  are  unable  to 
provide  them  with  dresses  that  will  let  them  hold  up 
their  heacjs  proudly  with  the  rest.

WHAT  DRAINAGE  MEANS. 

Those  who  are  begmnuig  tu  think,  in  view  of  the 
rapid  increase  of  the  population  of  this  country,  of  the 
time  when  overcrowding  will  be  a  problem  to  be  met 
with  and  solved,  should  turn  their  attention  to  the  re- 
sources still  remaining  in  waste  areas,  which  are  yet  to 
be  reclaimed  by  the  twin  remedies  of  irrigation  and 
drainage. 

Of  the  wastes  needing  irrigation  this  part  of  the 
country  knows  little  by  actual  experience,  but  of  those 
needing  drainage  it  knows  much,  and  that  the  public 
sentiment  on  the  subject  has  reached  something  more 
tangible  than  mere  theorizing  is  evident  from  the  fact 
that  the  late  legislature  appropriated  $100,000  to  be  used 
in  drainage  of  state  lands.  This  is  regarded  as  merely 
a  start,  and  it  is  to  be  followed  by  much  larger  invest- 
ments of  state  funds  in  this  most  profitable  enterprise. 

A  correspondent  of  The  Herald  in  Washington,  in  an 
interesting  article  that  appeared  Saturday,  speculates 
interestingly  on  what  drainage  is  going  to  mean  to  this 
country.  He  finds  that  in  the  whole  country  there  are 
more  than  60,000,000  acres  of  swamp  or  overflowed  lands, 
most  of  which  can  be  made  available  for  agriculture 
by  drainage. 

The  correspondent  supposes,  for  purposes  of  argu- 
ment, that  only  half  of  this  area  is  susceptible  of  redemp- 
tion by  drainage,  and  then  goes  into  figures  to  show 
what  this  will  mean. 

It  would  involve  the  drainage  of  25,000,000  acres  of 
these  swamps,  and  that  would  mean  that  the  land  values 
of  the  country  would  be  increased  by  more  than  $2,500,- 
000,000.  This  would  be  nearly  all  clear  gain,  aside  from 
the  comi>aratively  small  cost  of  drainage,  for  these  lands 
are  now  practically  worthless. 

The  crop  values  of  these  sections  would  be  increased 
by  more  than  $750,000,000  annually.  If  it  were  possible 
to  subdivide  this  enormous  area  into  40-acre  farms,  it 
would  supply  1,250,000  families  with  homes,  and  would 
put  6,000,000  people  upon  lands  that  are  now  idle  and 
worthless. 

Each  of  these  families  would  spend  $2,000  in  houses 
and  equipment  for  their  farms,  which  would  cause  the 
expenditure  on  the  waste  land  of  today  of  more  than 
$2,500,000,000.  An  average  family  of  five  would  spend 
$600  a  year,  and  this  would  mean  to  the  business  inter- 
ests of  the  country  an  increased  trade  of  $750,000,000. 

This  is  a  fair  showing  of  what  drainage  means  to  the 
nation.  It  means  in  proportion  just  as  much  to  Minne- 
sota, and  particularly  to  Northern  Minnesota,  with  its 
thousands  of  acres  of  swamp  lands. 

These  figures  show  what  a  splendid  opening  for  in- 
vestment of  state  funds  drainage  offers  in  Minnesota, 
and  prove  that  their  expenditure  in  this  important  work 
is  excellent  public  policy. 


NO  AGREEMENT. 

Elsewhere  on  this  page  appears  an  editorial  from  the 
Zumbrota  News,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  which  is  Rep- 
resentative A.  J.  Rockne  of  Zumbrota,  the  leader  of  the 
last  house  if  there  was  one,  and  beyond  doubt  one  of  the 
squarest,  ablest  and  most  reliable  members  of  the  Minne- 
sota legislature.  Mr.  Rockne,  discussing  the  bad  faith  of 
the  railroads  in  fighting  the  rate  laws  after  the  legisla- 
ture had  supposed  everything  was  settled,  takes  the  posi- 
tion that  there  was  no  agreement  between  the  legislature 
and  the  railroads,  and  that  if  there  had  been  one  it  would 
have  been  one  of  the  most  iniquitous  arrangements  ever 
made  by  a  legislative  body,  because  it  would  have 
amounted  to  a  contract  between  the  legislature  and  the 
railroads,  binding  the  state  indefinitely — forever,  perhaps 
— to  the  rates  named  in  the  laws  passed. 

He  states  that  certain  house  members  talked  with 
railroad  lobbyists  in  the  corridors,  but  that  such  negotia- 
tions could  not  be  called  agreements,  since  neither  the 
members  that  dallied  with  the  lobbyists  nor  the  lobby- 
ists  themselves   were   qualified  to  bind   their   principals. 

Mr.  Rockne  is  unquestionably  correct  in  this  view. 
The  railroads  cleverly  contrived,  with  the  innocent  help 
of  the  attorney  general  and  several  members,  to  make  it 
appear  that  everything  had  been  fixed  up  harmoniously, 
and  thus  avoided  several  measures  they  feared  greatly, 
which  were  dropped  by  the  legislature  for  fear  of  endan- 
gering the  pleasant  arrangement  that  was  being  made. 
But  there  was  no  agreement  in  set  terms. 

Still,  this  does  not  relieve  the  railroads  from  the 
charge  of  bad  faith,  though  it  does  not  show  the  legisla- 
ture in  a  very  pleasing  light.  The  action  of  the  railroads 
cannot  fail  to  make  the  public  feeling  much  more  bitter, 
and  that  is  likely  to  result  in  legislation  that  will  be, 
perhaps,  more  vindictive  than  just. 


HARRIMAN'S  BEST  BARGAIN. 

It  is  reported  that  at  a  conference  of  government  of- 
ficials at  the  White  house  Friday  night  it  was  decided 
that,  aa  a  result  of  his  testimony  before  the 
commerce  commission  last  February,  E.  H.  Harriman 
has  had  one  of  those  famous  "immunity  baths,"  and 
cannot  be  prosecuted  criminally,  no  matter  how  damn- 
ing the  evidence  against  him  may  be. 

If  Harriman  bought  immunity  by  the  testimony  he 
gave  the  commission  when  he  was  on  the  stand  last 
February,  he  certainly  got  a  bargain.  He  has  been  suc- 
cessful in  driving  railroad  bargains,  but  he  never  made 
a  better  one  than  this. 

Though  the  great  financier — or  great  highwayman, 
depending  on  which  way  you  look  at  him — told  a  few 
things  about  the  Alton  deal,  and  about  the  issuance  of 
bonds  of  one  road  fo  buy  the  stock  of  another,  he  did 
not  incriminate  himself.  When  the  questions  touched 
matters  of  a  dangerous  nature,  Harriman  took  refuge 
behind   the  "advice  of  counsel."  and  refused  to  answer. 

Indeed,  the  interstate  commerce  commission  has  been 
understood  to  be  considering  ways  and  means  of  making 
him  testify. 

If  immunity  can  be  bought  so  easily,  you  will  pres- 
ently find  a  great  clamor  among  high  financiers,  demand- 
ing to  be  put  on  the  witness  stand  to  be  made  free  from 
criminal  prosecution  by  a  series  of  most  unilluminating 
answers  and  refusals  to  answer. 


SHIP  SUBSIDY  ARGUMENTS. 

The  Merchant  Marine  League  of  the  United  States 
is  making  the  recent  announcement  that  mail  sent  from 
the  United  States  to  South  America  would  hereafter 
go  by  way  of  Europe  the  occasion  of  an  address  to  the 
newspapers  urging  the  support  of  the  ship  subsidy  bill 
which  was  before  congress  last  winter,  and  which  was 
intended  to  bring  about  the  organization,  by  government 
aid,  of  several  lines  of  steamers  connecting  this  country 
with  its  Latin-American  neighbors  of  the  South. 

Of  course  something  is  wrong  somewhere  when  it  is 
necessary  to  send  mail  from  New  York  to  South  Amer- 
ica by  way  of  Havre,  France,  or  Liverpool,  England. 
That  must  be  conceded.  The  trouble  is  that  there  is 
no  regular  service  that  is  reliable,  and  none  whatever  by 
American  vessels.  The  vessels  that  run  from  New  York 
to  South  America  are  s^id  to  be  "tramps,"  weak-power- 
ed, slow  and  unfit  for  providing  a  swift  and  regular  serv- 
ice. It  is  asserted  that  five  to  seven  days  will  be  saved 
by  the  new  mail  route  by  way  of  Europe. 

Advocates  of  the  ship  subsidy  plan  say  that  the  way 
inTerstate  I  ^^  remedy  this  condition,  and  to  create  American  lines 
that  will  give  regular  and  satisfactory  service,  is  by  sub- 
sidizing such  lines  with  government  money.  Not  onlj 
will  this  provide  an  ample  service,  they  say,  but  the 
service  will  stimulate  trade  between  this  country  and 
South  America,  greatly  to  the  profit  of  American  manu- 
facturers, producers  and  laborers. 

But  doesn't  this  seem  a  little  like  putting  the  cart  be- 
fore the  horse?  If  there  is  an  opening  for  a  profitable 
line  of  steamers  between  this  country  and  South  Amer- 
ica, why  does  not  capital,  which  is  ever  enterprising  and 
ever  seeking  profitable  outlets,  seize  the  opportunity? 
When  railroad  lines  have  been  needed  in  this  country, 
when  a  domain  lay  open  for  settlement  and  needed  only 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  to  make  it  prosperous, 
capital  has  always  been  ready  to  invest  in  such  a  railroad, 
and  bonuses  have  seldom  been  asked.  In  the  few  in- 
stances where  the  government  subsidized  railroads  the 
results  were  not  at  all  encouraging,  and  none  of  these

A  TRAGEDY  OF  POVERTY. 

A  dispatch  in  The  Herald  the  other  evening  told  the 
sad  stury  of  a  young  Iowa  girl,  15  years  old,  who  took 
poison  aud  died  on  the  eve  of  her  graduation  from  school 
because  she  could  not  have  a  pretty  dress,  such  as  she 
knew  her  classmates  were  to  wear  at  the  graduation 
exercises. 

Poor  little  girll  Yet,  foolish  little  girl,  too,  not  to 
be  able  to  realize  of  how  little  moment  her  trouble  real- 
ly was,  and  to  know  how  much  more  precious  a  human 
life  is  than  the  privilege  of  being  able  to  wear  pretty 
dresses. 

Yet  it  is  useless  to  point  out  her  mistake;  it  is  done, 
and  she  has  no  chance  to  rectify  it.  The  trouble  was 
very  real  and  very  great  to  her,  and  while  few  go  to 
such  desperate  ends,  the  same  trouble  afflicts  many  a 
girl  in  this  land  every  year,  and  always  will  so  long  as 
there   are   poor   parents   and   rich   ones. 

While  nothing  can  excuse  suicide,  even  for  greater 
causes  than  that  which  this  little  girl  deemed  suflficiont, 
the  misery  of  girls  who  are  compelled,  by  the  poverty 
of  their  parents,  to  appear  at  graduating  exercises  in 
coarse,  plain  gowns,  while  most  of  their  classmates  are 
decked  out  in  dainty  costumes,  is  probably  as  great  as 
any  of  the  many  miseries  that  afiflict  humankind. 

Nor  is  t!ie  pain  borne  alone  by  the  child.  The  mother, 
who  loves  her  daughter  dearly  and  who  would  like  to 
see  her  gowned  as  daintily  and  prettily  as  the  daugh- 
ters of  those  of  richer  estate,  feels  it  quite  as  deeply. 
Though  she  may  try  to  conceal  it,  she  is  a  woman  as 
well  as  a  mother,  and  her  feminine  instincts  make  her 
appreciation  of  the  child's  trouble  much  deeper  than  the

No  country  has  taken  a  more  ad- 
vanced position  than  America  in  the 
liberal  treatment  of  neutrals  on  the 
high  seas  in  time  of  war.  Therefore  the 
American  delegates  will  give  strong 
support  to  the  third  article  of  the  pro- 
gram, which  in  substance,  proposes  to 
minimize  the  exercise  of  the  right  of 
bombardment  and  the  seizure  of  pri- 
vate property  at  sea. 

America  also  takes  a  very  liberal 
view  of  contraband  of  war  and  her 
delegates  will  seek  to  limit  the  list  by 
international  agreement  (something 
never  heretofore  accomplished)  so  aa  to 
avoid  unjust  seizure  of  private  prop- 
erty. 

Certainly  the  American  delegates  will 
give  hearty  support  to  the  fourth  and 
last  article  of  the  permanent  prograna 
suggested  by  Russia,  namely,  to  make 
additions  to  the  articles  of  tlie  first  con- 
ference regarding  the  application  to 
modern  warfare  of  the  principles  of  the 
Geneva  convention.  This  conventltMi 
dates  back  to  1864  and  the  American 
delegates  will  do  all  in  their  power 
to  make  the  new  rules  conform  to  the 
developments  of  modern  warfare.

The  tirst  will  deal  with  the 
Volk  frain  hise  (luestion,  as  requested  in 
a  muiiun  by  Alderman  Foubisier  some 
tlnu:  ago.  calling  for  an  estimate  on  the 
cost  of  gr;iding  the  streets  along  the 
line  of  the  franchise  so  that  street  c^rs 
could  be  operated  over  them.  This 
report  will  be  substantially  as  fol- 
lows: The  roads  along  all  of  the  route 
covered  by  the  franchise  has  been  grad- 
ed, but  the  grades  need  readjustment 
In  several  places  before  It  will  be  prac- 
ticable to  run  cars  over  them.  The 
Pond  du  I-.ac  road,  between  Ninety- 
third  and  « >ne  Hundredth  avenues  west, 
Is  crossed  ny  numerous  ravines,  and  in 


almost  every  case  the  bridges  across 
these  are  from  three  to  six  feet  below 
the  level  of  the  roadway.  The  balance 
of  the  route  on  Grand  avenue  and  on 
One  Hundredth  avenue  requires  no  ex- 
tensive repairs  except  for  bridges.  All 
the  bridges  along  the  line  of  route  will 
have  to  be  removed  before  street  cars 
can  be  operated  over  them.  The  ap- 
proximate estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
Improvement,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of 
repairing  the  bridges,  which,  according 
to  the  report,  developes  upon  the  com- 
pany,   would   be   about   Jfr,400. 

The  other  report  will  be  the  one  called 
for  by  Alderman  Getchell  on  the  btst 
route  for  the  Wrenshall  road  within  the 
city  limits.  This  report  will  state  that 
the  cheapest  route  will  be  the  one  from 
Gasper  street  along  One  Hundredth 
and  Thirty-fifth  avenue  west  to  the 
street  condemned  In  1896,  but  this  route 
will  necessitate  about  twice  as  steep 
a  grade  as  the  other  route  considered, 
which  runs  from  One  Hundred  and 
Thirty-third  avenue  west  along  Chero- 
kee street  to  the  same  street.  The  first, 
steeper,  roadway  would  cost  about 
$1,852  to  put  in  shape  for  use.  while  the 
second  and  more  practical  course 
would  cost  about  $3.4(t0  for  the  same 
improvement. 

The  council  meting  promises  to  bo 
rather  slimly  attended,  as  Aldermen 
McEwen,  Shartel  and  Kennedy  are  ab- 
sent, and  are  acting  as  delegates  to 
the  labor  convention  at  St.  Cloud,  and 
Alderman  Wilson  will  be  prevented 
from   attending.

"First,  as  to  the  C4>mpany  s  policy. 
With  copTim  selling  around  "25  cents  a 
pound,  there  are  two  courses  open  to  tlie 
management  of  a  copper  mining  com- 
pany. The  first  is  to  concentrate  every 
efiort  on  pi-oduetion.  rusihlng  every 
available  ton  of  higli-class  ore  to  the 
smelter  and  thereby  secure  a  large  tem- 
porary advantage  from  th^  abnormal 
price  of  the  metal.  The  second  policy  is 
to  use  the  high  price  of  copper  in  devel- 
oping tlie  mine  to  the  greate.st  extent. 
to  i?liiD  every  ton  of  ore  that  will  show 
a  profit  and  to  make  of  the  mine,  in 
s.hort,  a  substantial  oommercial  prop>>- 
sition.  The  latter  is  the  policy  which 
lias  been  adopted  by  tho  North  Butte 
and  the  other  large  companies  operating 
on  Butte  mountain.  SuciT  a  course  does 
not  make  for  sen.sational  exhibits  in  the 
way  of  output  and  earnings,  but  it  does 
conduce  to  sound  Inve.'^tment  values  and 
even  i-etums  over  a  series  of  years.  The 
adoption  of  this  policy  will  account  ver.v 
largely  for  the  greater  proT>ortion  of 
concentrating  ore  sent  to  tlie  smelter, 
with  a  resultant  decrease  in  output  and 
earnings. 

"The  second  factor  is  the  heavy  in- 
crease in  wages  and  the  cost  of  material. 
This,  of  course,  is  common  to  all  mining 
camps,  but  it  Is  felt  particularly  at 
I3utte.  where  the  labor  unions  are  par- 
ticularly strong  and  aggressive.  North 
Butte  has  secured  a  five  years'  contract 
with  the  unions,  providing  for  a  .sliding 
scale  of  wages,  in  accordance  with  the 
price  of  the  metal.  This,  it  is  firmly  be- 
lieved, will  obviate  any  trouble  in  tills 
direction. 

"The  third  element  was  the  payment 
for  outlying  claims  on  which  the  com- 
pany had  exercised  its  options.  Just  how 
large  these  payments  were  the  report. 
unfortunately,  does  not  state,  but  it  is 
believed  that  they  were  considerable,  and 
iS  they  were  ciiarged  into  operating 
costs,  they  naturally  Increased  these  to 
an  abnormal  figure. 

"The  fourth  factor  was  the  large 
amount  of  development  work  done,  the 
company  more  than  doubling  the  length 
of  its  underground  workings  in  one  year. 
I  The  result  of  these  was  eminently  satis- 
factory. On  the  Edith  May  vein,  they 
now  have  drifts  from  the  eighth  to  the 
eighteenth  levels  inclusive,  with  an  ex- 
cellent showing  on  every  level,  except  for 
a  short  stretch  on  the  sixteenth.  The 
eighteenth  level  is  the  best  in  the  mine, 
the  rich  ore  showing  up  300  feet  east  of 
what  it  did  on  the  sixteenth,  and  proving 
that  the  impoverishment  on  the  latter 
level  was  but  local.  The  Jessie  vein  is 
developed  from  the  tenth  to  the  sixteenth 
level,  with  practically  every  foot  of  tlie 
workings  in  excellent  ore.  This  vein  will 
soon  be  intercepted  from  cross-cuts  from 
the  eighth  and  eighteenth  levels  on  the 
Edith  May.  On  three  different  levels,  the 
tenth,  twelfth  and  sixteenth,  they  are 
reaching  north  to  the  Berlin  vein.  The 
sixteenth  cross-cut  is  the  furthest  ad- 
vanced^ and  as  it  has  but  40'3  feet  more 
to  go  and  Is  making  aiiout  five  feet  a 
day,  it  should  reach  this  vein  In  less  than 
three  months.  They  are  awaiting  the 
developments  of  these  crosscuts  i>efore 
sinking  any  shaft  on  the  Berlin  vein,  tmt 
sould  the  vein  at  all  approach  in  value 
the  Edith  May  or  Jessie,  they  should  ha%e 
on  trouble  in  repeating  the  remarkable 
rapidity  with  which  the  Speculator  shaft 
was  put  through,  as  they  would  be  able 
to  raise  from  three  levels  and  sink  from 
the  surface. 

"The  reports  of  the  poor  condition  of 
equipment  may  be  dismissed  in  a  word  by 
saying,  that  the  writer's  personal  in- 
vestigation showed  that  North  Butte's 
equipment  was  second  to  none  on  the 
mountain,  and  was  not  surpassed  by  that 
of  any  copper  camp  in  the  West,  not 
even   exeepting   BIsbee. 

"To   sum   up.    then,    we   find    that: 

"1.  North  Butte  during  the  seconfl 
year  of  its  incorporation  paid  out  $S 
per  share  in  dividends,  or  53  per  cent  on 
the  par  value  of  Its  stock. 

"2.  That  after  paying  this  it  added 
$425,000    to    its    surplus. 

'■3.  That  the  mine  has  a  greater 
amount  of  ore  blocked  out  than  ever 
before.  There  is  at  least  four  years' 
supply  blocked  out.  without  doing  an- 
other foot   of  development   work. 

"4.    That  the  mine   is  improving  with

principle,  the  rate  being  Increased  in  pro- 
p<jrtion  to  the  remoteness  of  blood  of  the 
man  receiving  from  the  man  giving  or 
devislnj:.  "Such  a  tax,"  lie  said,  "would 
be  one  of  the  methods  by  wliich  we  should 
try  to  preserve  a  measurable  equality  of 
opportunity  for  the  people  of  the  genera- 
tion srowing  to  manliood.  As  Lincoln 
I>ointed  out,  tliere  are  some  respects  in 
which  men  are  obvlou.«ly  "'^t  ciual;  but 
there  is  no  reason  why  thire  should  not 
be  an  equality  of  self-respect  and  of 
mutual  respect,  an  equality  of  rights 
beforo  the  law,  and  at  least  an  a:>proid- 
niate  equality  in  the  conditions  under 
which  each  man  obtains  the  chance  to 
show  th.*  stuff  that  is  in  him  when  com- 
pared  with  his  fellow.s."

AN  ADDRESS  BY 
THE  PRESIDENT 

In  Which  tie  Urges  In- 
come and  Inheritance 
Taxation. 

Norfolk.  June  10.— Editors  from  all 
sections  of  the  United  States  assembled 
in  tlie  auditorium  building  at  the 
Jamestown  exposition  today.  They  are 
members  of  The  National  Editorial  as- 
sociation, which  is  holding  its  annual 
convention,  Tlie  chief  feature  of  the 
day  was  the  address  liy  President 
Roosevelt  in  the  afternoon. 

In  opening,  I'resident  Roosevelt  dwelt 
upon  the  influerce  of  those  wiio  write  for 
the  daily  press  and  the  periodicals,  and 
the  responslbiliiy  wliich  such  power  Im- 
plies. It  is  a  sure  sign  of  moral  and 
mental  dishonejtty  in  any  man  if  in  his 
public  asaults  upon  iniquity  he  is  never 
able  to  see  anj-  iniquity  save  that  of  a 
particular  class;  and  this  whether  he  U 
aiile  only  to  see  the  crimes  of  arro^anoe 
and  oppreslon  in  the  rich  or  the  crimes 
of  envy  and  violence  in  the  poor. 

The  question  of  utilizing  the  natural 
resources  of  th  ^  nation  In  the  way  that 
will  be  of  most  benefit  to  the  nation  as  a 
whole  was  di!?cussed,  reference  being 
made  to  the  work  of  the  reclamation  serv- 
ice, the  recommendations  of  the  public 
lands  commlssicn  for  changes  in  the  land 
laws,  the  operai  ions  of  the  forest  service 
and  the  necessi' y  of  conserving  the  min- 
eral fields  and  of  giving  control  of  the 
public  range  in  the  West  to  the  federal 
government.  Tie  work  laid  out  for  the 
inland  waterws.ys  commission  was  ex- 
plained, as  a  rpsult  of  which  the  orderly 
development  aid  planned  conservative 
use  of  all  our  lational  resources  is  pre- 
sented as  a  sing;le  problem. 

Next,  the  president  turned  to  the  ques- 
tion of  taxatior..  In  his  judgment,  l>oth 
a  graduated  im-ome  tax  and  an  inherit- 
ance tax  should  be  part  of  our  system  of 
federal  taxation.  He  would  have  the  In- 
heritance    tax     contain     tiie     progressive 


AT  MADISON 

Addresses  a  Large  Audi- 
ence at  University  of 
Wisconsin. 

Madison,  Wis.,  June  10. — Secretary 
of  War  William  H.  'faft  addressed 
an  audience  of  500  persons  in  tho 
university  gymnasium  at  noon  to- 
day. He  was  received  with  tuniuita 
of  applause.  Included  in  the  audi- 
ence were  all  the  members  of  the 
state  supreme  court,  a  large  body  of 
university     students,     many     membera 

of  the  legislature  and  prominent 
citizens  of  Madison.  Secretary  Taft 
was  introduced  by  President  Charles 
R.    Van  Hise   of  Wisconsin   university. 

Clasping  his  hands  acro.ss  his 
breast  and  amidst  considerable  en- 
thusiasm, Secretary  Tatt  stepped  to 
the  front  of  the  platform.  He  said 
his  time  was  limited,  Ijut  he  would 
share  it  with  the  univer.slty  .students 
who  had  so  enthusiastically  recei^d 
him.  He  referred  to  President  Van 
Hise  as  the  great  chancellor  of  this 
university  and  after  mentioning  that 
Madison  was  the  home  of  the  Junior 
senator.    Mr.    La    Follette,    he    said: 

"I  would  that  John  C.  Spooner  were 
here  today  that  I  might  say  in  his  pres- 
ence as  I  now  say  in  his  absence  that 
the  nation  has  sustained  a  severe  loss 
by  his  retirement  from  public  life.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  de- 
bators  and  constitutional  lawyers  who 
ever  talked  upon  the  H<K)r  of  the  sen- 
ate and  he  now  withdraws  so  that  he 
can  earn  a  little  for  himself  and  family 
as  a  lawyer,  after  sixteen  years  of  dis- 
tinguished .service."  He  next  said  he 
was  glad  that  women  were  welcome  to 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  to  get  an 
education. 

"Many  look  forward  to  the  woman  to 
see  if  she  will  make  an  unsuccessful 
match  or  to  see  if  .she  will  make  a 
match  at  all."  He  said  he  was  glad 
to  think  women  could  marry  or  not, 
as  they  saw  fit.  This  sentiment  was 
greeted  by  applause.  It  would  do  in 
this  present  advancement  he  said  in  a 
Jocular  mood,  "not  to  favor  matri- 
mony." (Laughter  and  applause.)  It 
Is  one  of  the  planks  of  our  platform. 
But  I  contend  that  the  woman  should 
marry  happily  and  make  a  happy 
home;  that  this  is  more  important  than 
unsucce.ssful   wedlock. 

Secretary  Taft  left  for  Milwaukee  at 
1  o'clock.

Stone  &  Co.  of  Boston,  say  in 
tiieir   weekly   letter: 

"Since  tlie  publication  of  North 
Butte's  annual  report,  tiiere  liave  ap- 
l<'ared  in  tlie  current  press  a  number 
of  comparisons  contra.sting  Nortli  Butte 
witii  other  large  pruducer.s,  niucii  t<>  tiio 
disadvantage  of  the  former,  and  other 
.statements  of  a  disparaging  cliaracter. 
We  have  even  seen  it  reported  hy 
tiiose  who  ouglit  to  know  better,  that 
ilie  mine  and  equipment  were  not  in 
tile  l>est  condition,  and  tliat  tlie  com- 
pany was  liaving  difficulty  in  secur- 
ing its  normal  output.  After  such  a 
remarkable  career  as  the  North  Butte 
and  tile  »li>ek  representing  it  liad  dur- 
ing tile  first  year  of  tlie  company's  in- 
corporation, it  is  periiaps  natural  lliat 
on  tlie  publication  of  any  report  whlcli 
did  not  fully  confirm  tlie  mo.st  en- 
lliusiastvic  predictions  of  ix*  values, 
tli.ere  should  !)e  a  revulsion  of  public 
sentiment,  but  those  wlio  have  adopti'd 
such  a  pessimistic  attitude  have.  it 
seems  to  us.  failed  to  take  into  con- 
.sitler.ilion  four  very  import. mt  factors. 
"Tluse  may  be  enumerated  as  tlie 
managements  policy,  greatly  increased 
expenses  on  account  of  the  high  cost 
of  labor  and  materials,  the  payment 
for  new  claims  and  the  large  amount 
of   development    work   accompli.slu  d. 

"First,  as  to  the  c^>mpany's  policy. 
Witli  coi>p^''r  selling  around  25  cents  a 
pound,  there  are  two  courses  open  to  llie 
management  of  a  copper  mining  com- 
pany. Tlie  first  is  to  concentrate  every 
effort  on  production,  rus'lilng  every 
available  ton  of  high-cla.ss  ore  to  the 
smelter  and  thereby  secure  a  large  tem- 
porary advantage  from  thA  abnormal 
price  of  the  metal.  The  second  policy  is 
to  use  tlie  liigii  price  of  copper  in  devel- 
oping the  mine  to  the  greate.st  extent, 
to  siiiu  every  ton  of  ore  that  will  show 
a  profit  and  to  make  of  the  mine,  in 
.short,  a  subistantial  commercial  propo- 
sition. The  latter  is  the  policy  v^hich 
has  been  adopted  by  the  North  Butte 
and  tiip  other  large  companies  operating 
on  Butte  ni.)uniain.  Such  a  course  does 
not  maite  for  sensational  exhil)its  in  the 
way  of  output  and  earnings,  but  it  does 
conduce  to  sound  Inve.'^tnient  values  and 
even  returns  over  a  series  of  year.s.  Tlie 
adoption  of  this  policy  will  account  very 
largely  for  the  greater  pi»portion  of 
ooneeiitratlng  ore  sent  to  ttie  smelter, 
Willi  a  resultant  decrease  in  output  and 
earnings. 

The  second  factor  is  the  heavy  in- 
crease in  wages  and  the  cost  of  material. 
Thi.s.  of  course,  is  common  to  all  mining 
camps,  but  It  is  felt  particularly  at 
Butte,  where  the  labor  unions  are  par- 
ticularly strong  and  aggressive.  North 
Butte  lias  secured  a  five  years"  contract 
Willi  the  unions,  providing  for  a  sliding 
scale  of  wages,  in  accordance  with  the 
price  of  the  metal.  This,  it  is  firmly  be- 
lieved, will  obviate  any  trouble  in  this 
direction. 

"The  third  element  was  the  payment 
for  outlying  claims  on  which  the"  com- 
pany had  exerci.sed  its  options.  Just  how 
large  these  payments  were  the  rep.>rt. 
unfortunately,  does  not  state,  but  it  is 
believed  that  they  were  considerable,  and 
ts  they  were  charged  into  operating 
costs,  they  naturiUly  increased  these  to 
an  abnormal  figure. 

"The  lourtli  factor  was  the  large 
amount  of  development  work  done,  the 
company  more  than  doubling  the  length 
of  its  underground  workings  in  one  year. 
The  result  of  these  was  eminently  satis- 
factory. On  the  FJdith  May  vein,  they 
now  have  drifts  from  the  eighth  to  the 
eighteenth  levels  inclusive,  with  an  ex- 
cellent showing  on  every  level,  except  for 
a  short  stretch  on  the  sixteenth.  The 
eighteentli  level  is  the  l:)est  in  the  mine, 
llie  rich  ore  showing  up  3<J<)  feet  east  of 
what  it  did  on  the  sixteenth,  and  proving 
that  the  impoverishment  on  the  latter 
level  was  but  local.  The  Jessie  vein  is 
developed  from  the  tenth  to  the  sixteenth 
level,  with  practically  every  foot  of  the 
workings  in  excellent  ore.  This  vein  will 
soon  be  intercepted  from  cross-cuts  from 
I  the  eighth  and  eighteenth  levels  on  the 
I  Edith  May.  On  three  different  levels,  the 
i  tenth,  twelfth  and  sixteenth,  they  are 
reaching  north  to  the  Berlin  vein.  The 
sixteenth  cro.ss-cut  is  the  furthest  ad- 
vanccdj,  and  as  it  has  but  40*3  feet  more 
to  go  and  is  making  about  five  feet  a 
day,  it  should  reach  this  vein  in  less  than 
three  months.  They  are  awaiting  the 
developments  of  these  crosscuts  l>efore 
sinking  any  siiaft  on  the  Berlin  vein,  but 
sould  the  vein  at  all  approach  in  value 
the  Edith  May  or  Jessie,  they  should  have 
on  trouble  in  repeating  the  remarkable 
rapidity  with  which  tlie  Speculator  shaft 
was  put  tlirough,  as  they  would  be  able 
to  raise  from  tliree  levels  and  sink  from 
the  surface. 

"The  rept'jrts  of  the  poor  condition  of 
equipment  may  be  dismissed  in  a  word  by 
.saying,  that  the  writer's  personal  in- 
vestigation showed  that  North  Butte's 
equipment  was  second  to  none  on  tlie 
mountain,  and  was  not  surpa.ssed  by  that 
of  any  copper  camp  in  the  West,  not 
even  exeepting  Bisbee. 
••To  sum  up.  then,  we  find  that: 
"1.  North  Butte  during  the  sccoml 
year  of  its  incorporation  paid  out  $S 
per  share  in  dividends,  or  53  per  cent  on 
the  par  value  of  Its  stock. 

"2.  That  after  paying  this  it  added 
$425,<»00    to    its    surplus. 

■3.  That  tlie  mine  has  a  greater 
amount  of  ore  blocked  out  than  ever 
before.  There  is  at  least  four  years' 
supply  blocked  out.  without  doing  an- 
other foot  of  development  work. 
"4.    That   the   mine   Is   improving  with 


depth  and  in  this  connection  it  Is  in- 
terctsing  to  note  that  toe  "High  Ore" 
shaft,  the  nearest  of  the  large  Aiualg.i- 
matod  mines,  is  now  down  2,71)0  feet 
and  that  the  little  work  that  has  so 
far  been  done  on  this  level  has  been 
very  satisfactory. 

"North  Butte  attained  a  largo  pro- 
duction so  rapdly  that  many  am  in 
danger  of  forgetting  that  in  com- 
parison with  the  older  mines  on  the 
mountain,  it  is  still  comparatively  in 
the  initial  stage  of  development,  ind 
that  the  expen.ses  on  this  a  ocunt  .vill 
be  abnormally  heavy  for  yt  ai  s  to  come, 
but  if  we  subtract  these  abnormal  ex- 
penses from  thf-  cost  of  production,  we 
believe  that  it  would  show  tho  latt/r 
at  not  over  ^  cents  a  pound.  The  sto -k. 
in  our  opinion,  has  decidedly  larger 
Intrinsic  value  th:in  at  any  previous 
time  l!i   tile   coiipany's  career."

TAFT  TALKS 
AT  MADISON 

Addresses  a  Large  Audi- 
ence at  University  of 
Wisconsin. 

Madison.  Wis..  June  10. — Secretary 
of  War  William  H.  "taft  addressed 
an  audience  of  500  persons  in  the 
unlver.sity  gymnasium  at  noon  to- 
day. He  was  received  with  tumults 
of  appiau.se.  Included  in  the  audi- 
ence were  all  the  meml>ers  of  the 
state  supreme  court,  a  large  body  of 
university     students,     many     members 

of  the  legislature  and  prominent 
citizens  of  Madison.  Secretary  Taft 
was  introduced  by  President  Charles 
K.    Van  Hise   of  Wisconsin   university. 

Clasping  his  hands  acro.«!3  his 
breast  and  amid.st  considerable  en- 
thusiasm, S-^cretary  Tatt  stepjied  to 
the  front  of  the  platform.  He  said 
his  time  was  limited,  but  he  would 
share  It  with  the  university  studtqits 
wh-»  liad  so  enthusiastically  receinid 
him.  Ha  referred  to  President  Van 
Hise  as  the  great  chancellor  of  this 
university  and  after  menti-nlng  that 
Maiiison  was  the  homo  of  the  Junior 
senator,    Mr.    La    Follette,    he    said: 

""I  would  that  John  C.  Spo'iner  were 
here  today  that  I  might  say  in  his  pres- 
ence as  I  now  .say  in  his  absence  that 
the  nation  lias  sustained  a  severe  loss 
by  his  retirement  from  public  life.  Ho 
was  one  of  the  most  distinguished  de- 
bators  and  constitutional  lawyers  wno 
ever  talked  upon  the  fioor  of  the  sen- 
ate and  lie  now  withdraws  so  that  ho 
can  earn  a  little  for  him.self  and  family 
as  a  lawyer,  after  sixteen  years  of  dis- 
tinguished .service."  He  next  said  he 
was  glad  that  women  were  welcome  to 
the  University  of  Wiscon.sin  to  get  an 
education. 

•"Many  look  forward  to  the  woman  to 
see  if  she  will  make  an  unsuccessful 
match  or  to  .see  if  .she  will  make  a 
match  at  all."  He  .said  he  was  glad 
to  tiiink  women  could  marry  or  not, 
as  they  saw  fit.  This  sentiment  was 
greeted  by  applau.se.  It  would  do  in 
this  present  advancement  he  said  in  a 
Jocular  mood,  "not  to  favor  matri- 
mony." (Laughter  and  applause.)  It 
is  one  of  the  planks  of  our  platform. 
But  I  contend  that  the  woman  should 
marry  happily  and  make  a  happy 
home;  that  this  is  more  important  than 
un.successful  wedlock.

POWER  FROM  EELS. 

Chicago  Tribune:  Prof,  de  Esperando, 

head    of    the    government      college      at 

Caracas,    Venezuela,      had    a      hundred 

average  sized  electric  ee!s  captyred  and 

copper    wire    encircled      around      their 

necks  just  below  the  ears  .and  then 
connected  them  with  a  motor,  the  eels 
remaining   in    the  river 

Their  violent  flopping 
proved  a  most  uncertain  sort  of  elec- 
tric current,  so  he  procured  another 
hundred  and  put  them  Into  a  zinc  bath 
which  he  had  in  his  house  arW  connect- 
ed it  with  the  motor  and  found  that 
tiiev  produced  about  twenty-horse 
power.  With  this  he  ran  a  mill  and 
lighted  up  his  house  and  grounds.  The 
power  from  each  ell  sufficed  to  pro- 
duce forty-five  candle  incandescent 
lights. 

Prof,  de  Esperando  also  has  found 
that  a  motor  (  ar  can  be  run  for  twenty- 
four  hours  with  100  eels  in  a  tank  3  feet 
long  and  1%  feet  square  and  weign- 
ing   cojviplete    less    than   200   pounds. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  largest  ocean 
steamers  afloat  can  he  run  with  200  CKK) 
eels,  producing  40.0«i-horse  power  and 
contai'ned  in  a  tank  not  larger  than  lOx 
10x15.  This  plant  of  course  will  have 
to  be  duplicated  so  that  when  the 
energy  in  one  is  exhausted  it  can  be 
hoisted  from  the  hold  to  the  deck  so 
that  the  light  from  the  sun  can  infuse 
new  energy  into  it  while  the  power  is 
furnished   by   the   relay   plant.

of  wild  grasses  In  the  Tanana  valley 
which  would  make  very  good  hay.  Thia 
idea  leads  to  a  thought  of  the  business 
of  stock  raising  which  I  believe,  can  be 
made  an  Industry  of  the  Tanana  val- 
ley." 

The  writer  does  not  propose  to  raise 
cattle,  however.  He  believes  that  the 
reindeer  will  furnish  a  solution  of  the 
live  stock  raising  Question  In  Alaska. 
He  describes  the  reindeer  as  "a  food 
animal  pa»"  excellence." 

The  country  contain.^  thousands  of 
acre^  of  reindeer  moss.  During  the 
sunder  season  the  reindeer  forage  on 
the'  quick  growing  grasses  and  become 
sleek  and  tender.  In  the  winter  they 
dig  down  through  the  snow  to  the  moss, 
and  that  keeps  them  going  through  tho 
winter.  The  conclusion  Is  that  herds 
of  domestic  reindeer  will  be  the  stroner 
card  of  the  meat  trust  In  Alaska.

Alaska-Yukoti  magazine  is  now  crack-  j 
Ing  up  the  farming  possibilities  of  the  I 
territory.  j 

He   declares    that   the  farming  which  l 
has    begun    is.    the    Tanana    valley    has 
shown  that  tie  hardier  vegetables  can  1 
be  grown   th^r.     He  declares  also  that 
there  is  strorg  evidence   that  ordinary 
cereals   will   mature   in   that   region. 

In  the  gardens  at  Fairbanks,  lettuce, 
radishes,  beets,  turnips  and  other  vege- 
tables "reach  a  degree  of  perfection  at- 
tained in  few  other  localities."  The  cel- 
ery grown  in  Fairbanks  is  "splendid" 
and  "a  better  crop  of  turnips  could  not 
be  found  in  the  world."  Potatoes  are 
grown  In  every  town  and  camp  on 
the    Y'ukon. 

"One  day  i:  Fairbanks  last  summer." 
says  this  en  husiast.  "I  saw  1  small 
steamer,  the  Dusty  Diamond,  arrive  at 
the  wharf  from  the  Tanna  Hot  Springs. 
.She  was  loaded  with  vegetables  shipped 
to  the  Fairbiinks  market  from  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  Hot  Springs,  where  there 
are  gardens  that  yield  prolifically.  One 
crate  of  these  vegetables  contained  ten 
cabbages  that  weighed  150  pounds.  I 
have  learned  that  the  farm  where  these  I 
vegetables  grew  sold  recently  for  $30,- 
000. 

"It  was  a  surprise  to  find  that  the ' 
gardens  of  the  Tanana  valley  supplied  j 
the  markets  if  Fairbanks  and  the  sur-  ! 
rounding  mining  camps  wiih  most  of  j 
the  vegetabl'^s  used.  Some  kinds  of  j 
vegetables,  notably  turnips,  are  su-  ' 
perlor  In  quality  to  the  saine  variety 
from   the  Pu>?et  Sound  region. 

"Last  September  1  saw  a  field  of  bar- 
ley near  Fa  rlanks.  The  barley  had 
been  cut  ant  bound  into  sheaves,  but 
It  had  not  thoroughly  ripened.  The 
grain  had  filed  and  was  plump,  but  It 
was  soft  and    would   Inevitably  shrink. 

"The   evidence,   however,    was   pretty 
I  conclusive   flat   barley   may    be    raised 
jhere  and  matured.    There  Is  no  question 
of  growing  any  kind  of  grain  and  cut- 
ting It  for  hay,   for  that  matter  there 
are  thousands  upon  thousands  of  acres

GOVERNORS'

All  States  Must  Conform 

to    Provisions  by 

Next  Year. 


Washington.  June  11.— Acting  Secre- 
tary of  War  Robert  Shaw  Oliver  has 
addressed  an  identical  letter  to  the 
governors  of  the  states  and  territories 
having  militia  organizations,  calling 
tlieir  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  Jan. 
-1  next  year  under  the  terms  of  the 
Diek  militia  act,  tlie  militia  organiza- 
tion must  conform  to  that  of  the  regu- 
lar and  volunteer  sirmies  of  t'ne  United 
States.  Ther»^fore  Gen.  Oliver  suggests 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  governors  to 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure 
such  conformity  in  organization  by  the 
date    named. 

Says  Gen.  Oliver:  "Failure  to  meet 
this  statutory  renuirement  will  result 
in  debarring  a  state  from  the  use  of 
the     allotment    of    the    annual    appro- 


Kansas  City,  June  11. — The  *rimes 
says:  The  railroads  of  Missouri  will 
fight  the  1-cent  fare  law  in  the 
federal  courts.  Frank  Hageman  of 
Kansas  City,  representing  eighteen 
railroad.s,  served  notice  yesterday  on 
Herbert    S,    Hadley,    attorney   general, 

that  at  10  o'clock  Friday  morning,  he 
will  ask  the  federal  court  to  enjoin 
the  enforcement  of  the  2-cent  fare 
law.  A  copy  of  the  application  for 
injunctitm  was  sent  to  the  attorney 
general  yesterday.  There  was  already 
pending  in  the  federal  court  a  suit 
to  enjoin  the  enforcement  by  the 
railroad  companies  and  the  attorney 
general  of  the  freight  rates  provided 
by  the  law  of  1905.  Because  the 
livestock  rate  was  confiscatory,  the 
la.^it  legislature  passed  a  new  act, 
changing  the  llvetock  rate  of  1905  to 
a  rate  about  33  per  cent  higher,  but 
considerably  lower  than  the  rates  now 
charged  by  the  railroads. 

The  railroads  invented  a  fiction 
that  the  state  had  raised  the  rate  on 
livestock  to  get  away  from  a  defective 
law  and  then  reduced  the  passenger 
rate  to  make  up  for  the  difference 
to  the  r)ublic.  Accordingly  they  file 
an  amended  petition  asking  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  enforcement 
of  the  new  freight  rates,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  the  new  pas.senger 
rate    law. 

The  relief  ask^d  for  is  a  permanent 
injunction  against  the  enforcement 
of  the  freight  rate  law,  the  pas- 
.senger rate  law  and  the  new  law 
governing  demurrage  charges.  The 
court  Is  asked  to  take  up  the  whole 
question  of  what  the  railroads  are 
earning  and  can  earn,  and  pass  on 
them    all    in    one   case.

SYMPATHY 

For   the   French    Vine 

Growers  May  Yet  Cause 

Trouble. 


Rioting    at    Montpelier 

Necessitates  Calling  of 

the  Hussars. 


Narbonne,  France,  June  11.— The  dis- 
content caused  the  men  of  the  One 
Hundredth  regiment  of  infantry  by 
their  confinement  to  barracks  for  the 
last  five  Sundays  on  account  of  the  wine- 
growers' manifestations  was  brought  to 
a  head  last  night  by  a  dispute  between 
the  privates  and  non-commissioned  of- 
ficers, who  tried  to  pull  down  men 
from  a  wall  whence  they  were  cheer- 
ing passing  trains  loaded  with  wine- 
growers going   to   Montpelier. 

The  soldiers  informed  their  colonel 
that  they  absolutely  refused  to  march 
against  their  friends  and  relations.  The 
colonel  succeeded  in  temporarily  calm- 
ing the  men  by  promising  to  Investi- 
gate the  charges  of  brutality  brought 
against  the  sergeants,  but  the  military 
authorities  consider  that  the  spirit  of 
the  troops  is  bad.  all  the  soldiers  being 
in  sympathy  with  the  movement  of  the 
winegrowers. 

Montpelier,  France,  June  11. — After- 
the  announcement  of  the  resignation  of 
the  municipal  council  here  last  even- 
ing, in  accordance  with  the  wine- 
growers' program,  the  arrest  of  a  youth 
for  carrying  a  banner  bearing  the  in- 
scription "March  on  Paris — Long  Live 
the  Revolution,"  led  to  serious  disor- 
ders. Hussars  were  called  out  and 
charged  the  people  repeatedly.  .Sever- 
al persons  were  injured,  and  calm  was 
only  restored  by  the  release  of  the 
prisoner.

The  en- 
ormous fund  that  is  being  collected  will 
be  used  to  amuse  a  feeling  in  the 
Japanese  <rnpire  antagonistic  to  the 
American    government. 

Notwithstanding  Mr.  Takahashi's 
sweeping  denial  of  the  existence  of  the 
alliunee  between  the  Japane.se  of  the 
Pacific  coast  and  the  antl-adminlstra- 
tlon  party  in  Japan,  the  Associated 
Press  h;is  secured  the  texts  of  certain 
report.^  that  lie  forwarded  to  Yamaoka 
Jn  .Seattle  and  to  the  Japanese  society 
of  Seattle.

Mi.ss  Deeson  and  Miss 
Leggett  are  settlement  workers  at 
Friendly  House  in  Brooklyn,  and 
Visited  their  uncle  and  aunt  for  a 
few  days,  while  on  a  visit  of  inspec- 
tion of  other  settlement  work.  They 
eame  to  Duluth  from  Chieago,  where 
they  were  guests  at  Hull  House,  and 
they  returned  to  the  East  today. 
Mrs.  Harbison  entertained  very  in- 
formally yesterday  afternoon  a  num- 
ber of  Duluth  w-omen  who  are  Inter- 
ested In  the  work  and  its  possi- 
bilities. 

Friendly  House  of  Brooklyn  is  one 
of  the  young  settlements  of  the 
eountry.  as  it  is  just  entering  upon 
its  third  year  of  work.  It  is  an 
establishment  for  the  advancement 
o'  the  poor  and  was  the  outgrowth 
"f  public  playgrounds.  The  sum-

Of  St.  Paul  School,  Subject 
of     Lecture. 

There  is  much  interest  in  Duluth  in 
the  work  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  high 
school  of  St.  Paul,  and  many  people 
who  ore  Interested  in  the  develop- 
ment of  arts  and  crafts  in  this  city 
are  delighted  at  the  opportunity  of 
hearing  of  the  successful  worlt  carried 
on  by  this  Institute,  which  will  be 
afforded  them  In  the  talk  to  be  given 
tomorrow  evening  at  Pilgrim  Congre- 
gational church  by  George  Weit- 
brecht,  principal  of  the  St.  Paul 
school.  The  lecture  has  been  ar- 
ranged by  the  arts  and  crafts  com- 
mittee of  the  Women's  Council,  which 
has  also  arranged  for  the  exhibit 
which  will  be  held  at  the  library 
Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday  ol 
this  week.  As  an  introduction  to 
the  first  exhibit  of  the  kind  held  in 
Duluth,  the  lecture  has  been  ar- 
ranged. 

The  work  of  the  Mechanics  Arts 
high  school  is  among  the  best  of  like 
work  accomplished  anywhere.  It  is 
not  merely  the  doing  of  so  many 
things,  but  the  development  of  power 
which  is  the  aim  of  all  such  craft 
work.  The  work  is  not  planned  as 
that  of  an  art  Institute  for  the  gifted 
and  more  than  ordinarily  talented 
pupils,  but  is  designed  primarily  for 
the  average  person.  The  students 
enter  this  high  school  after  the  or- 
dinary training  in  the  grades,  and 
are  taught  in  addition  to  the  aca- 
demic courses,  the  arts  of  handici^aft. 
The  prindipal  of  design  Is  taught,  and 
the  art  and  manual  training  depart- 
ments work  hand  in  hand.  The  de- 
signs are  drawn  by  the  pupils,  and 
the  work  done.  Results  of  mediocre 
value  are  not  allowed  to  stand,  but 
the  Ideal  of  perfection  In  simplicity, 
and  unity,  and  harmony.  Is  sought. 
Miss  Coulter,  who  is  at  the  head  of 
the  department  of  de-sign,  has  done 
valuable  work.  The  decorations  of 
the  Armory  at  the  last  biennial  at 
St.  Paul,  which  were  planned  by  Miss 
Coulter,  were  spoken  of  by  artists 
from  all  over  the  country  as  being 
especially  fine.  The  furniture  in  the 
Minnesota  state  buildign  at  the  St. 
Louis  fair  was  made  by  pupils  of 
this  school.  One  of  the  recent  efforts 
was  the  production  of  "Twelfth 
Night,"  the  costuming,  and  painting 
of  scenery,  all  being  done  by  the 
pupils,  and  it  was  pronounced  as  one 
of  the  most  artistic  and  beautiful 
productions   ever    given    at    St.    Paul.

THE  PARCELS  POST. 

Agitation  for  a  parcels  post  is  again  making  its  ap- 
pearance and  It  is  in  such  a  decided  loriu  that  it  is  very 
probable  that  congress  will  feel  the  elTect  of  it  at  its  next 

session. 

The  express  companies  are  taking  notice  of  it,  it  is 
said,    and    are    preparing    their    forces    for    a    campaign 
;t  it.     Senator  I'latt  of  New  York,  president  of  an 
company,  is  still  in  the  senate,  where  he  lias  al- 
bcen  able  to  present  an  effective  opposition,  but 
hope  in  the  fact  that  his  influence  is  much  less 


made  it  a  practice  to  curse  his  men  fervidly  whenever 
he  appeared,  and  to  drive  them  like  slaves  at  the  galley, 
with  the  result  that  they  worked  feverishly  when  he 
was  in  sight  and  loafed  diligently  when  he  was  away. 
He  was  succeeded  by  a  man  who  treated  his  workmen 
like  men  and  who  won  their  confidence  by  having  confi- 
dence jn  them.  Under  him  the  output  of  his  department 
was  very  greatly  increased. 

The  point  of  the  article  is  that  personality  cannot  be 
eliminated,  even  though  the  master  no  longer  deals  di- 
rcctl)'  with  his  workmen.  If  the  master's  policy  is  broad 
and  humane,  it  will  work  down  through  his  subordinates 
and  the  men  will  feel  it.  If  it  is  harsh  and  grasping, 
they  will  feel  that,  too,  and  resent  it,  the  result  being  a 
greater   tendency   toward   labor   troubles. 

On  the  other  hand,  much  depends,  in  settling  labor 
disputes,  upon  the  personalities  of  the  agents  of  the 
unions  deputed  to  treat  with  the  employers.  If  these 
are  carefully  selected,  and  arc  men  of  good  balance 
and  breadth  of  vision,  they  will  accomplish  much  toward 
satisfactory  settlement,  while  aggressive,  brutal  and  tact- 
less agents  will  accomplish  as  much  toward  prolonging 
and  widening  the  differences.

mails. 

The  rates  paid  the  railroads  for  carrying  mails  were 
established  many  years  ago,  when  railroads  were  more 
of  an  experiment  than  they  are  now,  and  when  it  was 
probably  the  part  of  wisdom  to  pay  tlicm  well  for  serv- 
ing the  government,  the  payment  taking  the  form  of  a 
sort  of  subsidy.  They  need  no  subsidy  now,  and  can 
make  money  on  the  rates  they  charge  the  express  com- 
panies for  similar  service,  which  is  very  much  less  tiian 
they  charge  the  government.  * 

We  have  parcels  post  arrangements  with  every  large 
countr>'  except  France,  and  we  shall  have  it  with  that 
nation  shortly.  This  means  that  it  is  possible  to  send  a 
parcel  from  Duluth  to  any  country  of  Europe  by  mail 
cheaper  than  it  is  to  send  a  similar  package  to  Two  Har- 
bors. Parcels  post  rates  apply  to  Europe,  but  not  to 
any  point  in  this  country. 

In  Great  Britain  parcels  are  limited  to  eleven  pounds, 
but  in  Germany  no  pounds  is  the  maximum.  In  England 
parcels  may  be  sent  for  the  following  rates:  One  pound 
or  less,  6  cents;  two  pounds,  8  cents;  three  pounds,  lo 
cents;  four  pounds,  12  cents,  and  so  on  up  to  eleven 
pounds  for  24  cents,  2  cents  being  added  for  each  pound. 

Very  likely  a  revision  of  the  rates  paid  railroads  for 
carrying  mail  will  be  necessary  before  a  parcels  post  sys- 
tem can  be  adopted  in  this  country,  but  the  two  could 
very  well  go  together,  to  the  great  convenience  and 
profit  of  the  American  people.  The  condition  under 
which  one  can  send  parcels  abroad  cheaply,  but  must  pay 
heavy  rates  for  sending  similar  parcels  from  one  part  of 
this  country  to  another,  is  most  humiliating.  It  is 
almost  as  humiliating  as  the  condition  under  which  one 
may  buy  an  American  watch  in  Europe  cheaper  than  one 
can  at  home,  thanks  to  an  absurd  and  antiquated  tariff 
law. 


A  REVOLUTIONARY  DECISION. 

The  decision  of  the  state  supreme  court  in  the  St. 
Cloud  "lid  case,"  to  the  effect  that  the  attorney  general 
has  the  right  to  begin  actions  to  oust  municipal  officers 
for  failure  to  enforce  the  liquor  laws  and  also  to  begin 
prosecution  for  the  violation  of  those  laws,  will  be  greet- 
ed  with   glad   acclaim,   no   doubt,   by   the   "lid"   element

be  good  law,  but  it  is  poor 
public  policy.  This  state  has  adopted  the  home  rule  idea 
for  cities,  and  has  allowed  them  to  govern  themselves 
on  nearly  all  material  matters.  The  effect  of  this  deci- 
sion, if  it  is  allowed  to  stand,  will  be  to  take  away  this 
home  rule  concession  in  a  large  degree,  and  make  the 
attorney  general  the  supervisor  of  the  morals  of  the 
state.  Furthermore,  his  office  is  already  busy,  and  usual- 
ly keeps  busy,  with  matters  of  state  interest,  and  to 
throw  such  a  burden  upon  its  shoulders  as  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  liquor  laws  in  every  city  and  village  of  the 
state  will  swamp  it  completely. 

The  St.  Paul  Dispatch  hits  the  situation  off  accurately 
when  it  says  that  the  decision  makes  the  attorney  general 
the  most  powerful  official  in  the  state,  and  adds: 

Local  self-government  would  be  only  a  fleeting  mem- 
ory if  this  sweeping  authority  ot  tiie  attorney  general 
were  to  be  vigorously  exercised,  for  it  is  a  matter  of 
common  knowledge  that  liquor  regulations  have  only 
been  obeyed  where  public  sentiment  has  agreed  with 
the  letter  of  the  statute.  •  *  •  Some  cities,  such  as 
tlie  national  capital,  have  been  deprived  of  self-govern- 
ment for  their  own  good,  but  that  would  be  a  humili- 
ating confession  for  the  people  of  any  city  to  make  in 
applying  to  the  attorney  geut-ral  to  govern  them. 

It  has  always  been  conceded  that  each  community  is 
the  best  judge  of  its  own  policies,  and  that  if  a  city  de- 
sires, by  tacit  agreement  of  the  large  majority  of  its 
citizens,  to  have  a  liberal  interpretation  of  the  liquor 
laws,  it  is  entitled  to  make  such  interpretation,  without 
interference  from  the  state.  This  decision  turns  this 
condition  upside  down,  and  makes  the  attorney  general 
the  arbiter  of  municipal  policies  all  over  the  state.

"Indians  in  Nor^feriT"  Minnesota  are 
better  off  than  Indians  In  many  other 
parts  of  the  country,"  said  W.  S.  Welch 
of  Tower,  Minn.,  ataUMK  McKay.  "They 
are  never  In  any  danger  of  starvation, 
and  are  treated  very  well  at  the  hands 
of  the  government.  Of  course,  they  do 
not  get  any  more  money  for  living  pur- 
poses than  Keds  el^vvhere  in  the  United 
States,  but  they  arlTsi^ocaied  as  to  be 
in  a  position  to  make  money  for  them- 
seUes  when  they  need  it. 

•Kvery  Indian  reservaUon  in  the  North- 
ern half  of  the  state  l|  located  in  a  re- 
gicr.  where  there  is-  iaj^y  good  hunting, 
and  the  braves  haA^ir^hance  to  lay  m 
thel;  winter  supply  of  meal  without  any 
gieat  amount  of  trouble  to  themselves. 
Witli  the  modern  fire  arms  this  taisk  is 
much  easier  than  in  the  old  days,  even 
thcugh  the  game  is  not  so  plentiful  now 
as  it  was  then.  I  believe  there  is  a  state 
law  to  the  effect  that  an  Indian  may  hunt 
within  the  limits  of  his  reservation  at  any 
season  of  the  year  and  not  be  liable  to 
pro.'-ecution.  I  imagine  that  some  of 
them  hunt  outside  the  reservation  out  ot 
sfatcn,  loo,  but  if  they  do  this  the 
authorities  are  naturally  very  lenient 
with  them.  It  would  hardly  seem  right 
ID  arrest  an  Indian  for  shooting  a  deer, 
no  mailer  what  time  of  the  year  it  hap- 
pened. Anyway,  it  would  be  very  difticult 
to  detect  one  in  the  act,  for  when  he  gets 
back  on  the  reservalHon  with  the  meat  it 
would  not  be  easy  to  prove  that  he  shot 
it    outside    the    reservation. 

'•Most  of  the  Minnesota  Indians  have 
gardtns  large  enough  to  supply  the  1am- 
ily  wants,  and  several  reservations  are 
situated  near  lakes  and  streams  where 
wild  rice  is  to  be  found  in  abundance. 
Wild  rice  is  a  staple  with  the  Indians, 
and  is  depended  on  largely  as  winter  fare 
in  certain  sections.  Trapping  nets  good 
prontb  to  many  of  the  men,  and  ijasket- 
weaving,  bead  work,  canoe-making,  etc.. 
brings  In  money  to  the  squaws. 

"Kxcellent  educational  faclllues  are 
furnished  the  Indians,  and  there  is  no  ex- 
cuse for  anv  of  the  young  remaining  un- 
educated. The  school  near  Tower  is  thor- 
oughly   up-to-date,    and    is      doing      good 

work."

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JINGOES  IN  JAPAN. 

The   news  from  Japan   about  what  certain  Japanese 
newspapers  and  politicians  are  saying  of  the  recent 
tacks  upon  Japanese  residents  of  San  Francisco,  is  v 
interesting  and  exciting,  but  it  should  not  be  made 
basis  of  a  war  scare  in  this  country. 

Its  principal  interest  arises  from  the  fact  that 
shows  that  Japan,  like  this  country,  has  its  yellow  news- 
paper.-; and  its  belligerent  Jingoes,  to  make  loud  talk  in 
the  interests  of  a  larger  sale  of  papers  and  the  creation 
of  a  condition  of  excitement  that  may  belter  the  political 
fortunes  of  the  Jingoes. 

No  greater  significance  than  this  need  be  attached 
to  these  inflammatory  utterances.  The  government  of 
Japan  does  not  appear  to  be  minding  it  in  the  least,  but 
is  calmly  proceeding  with  its  correspondence  with  our 
state  department,  just  as  any  other  government  would 
under  similar  circumstances. 

The  wild  talk  that  seems  to  indicate  a  warlike  spirit 
13  simply  the  result  of  the  political  excitement  attending 
the  election  of  members  of  the  lower  house  of  the  Japa- 
nese legislative  bodj-. 

The  Japanese  government  is  in  no  position  to  take  on 
a  war  at  this  time,  whatever  it  may  do  in  the  future  with 
our  embarrassing  Philippines  at  its  doors  to  tempt  it,  and 
the  American  department  of  state  puts  the  true  situation 
clearly  when  it  says  that  so  far  from  making  more  of 
the  San  Francisco  trouble  than  is  warranted  by  the 
facts,  Japan's  conduct  in  the  matter  has  been  exceedingly 
modest  and  forbearing. 


THE  PERSONAL  FACTOR. 

In  the  current  number  of  the  Atlantic  Monthlj'  Haj'-es 
Robbins,  secretary  of  the  Civic  Federation  of  New- 
England,  has  a  valuable  and  interesting  article  under  the 
head  of  "The  Personal  Factor  in  the  Labor  Problem." 
The  iitle  is  sufficiently  explanatory.  Mr.  Robbins  has 
had  ample  experience  as  an  officer  of  the  New  England 
Civic  Federation,  which  has  been  for  several  years  a 
strong  influence  in  settling  differences  between  labor  and 
capital. 

He  disputes  the  prevalent  idea  that  tiie  expansion  of 
industrial  enterprises  has  destroyed  the  personal  rela- 
tion between  employer  and  employed.  He  finds  that 
personality  is  just  as  strong  a  factor  as  it  ever  was.  not 
only  in  creating  and  perpetuating  disagreements  but  in 
harmonizing  them. 

"A  corporation,"  he  says,  "is  a  group  of  human  be- 
ings organized  to  carry  on  some  business  enterprise. 
Its  policies  are  made  and  carried  out  by  men,  and  a  man 
cannot  divest  himself  of  himself.  If  he  tries  to  become 
an  economic  abstraction  he  succeeds  in  becoming  an- 
other and  much  poorer  type  of  man,  but  still  a  man  for 
a*  that."

NATURALIZATION  FRAUDS. 

The  government  is  now  in  a  position  to  put  an  end 
to  naturalization  frauds,  the  department  of  justice  hav- 
ing come  to  the  rescue  of  the  naturalization  bureau  by 
advancing  the  money  needed  to  carry  out  the  program 
of  the  bureau  to  that  end. 

When  the  new  naturalization  law,  placing  the  natural- 
ization of  foreigners  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal 
government,  was  enacted,  to  become  effective  nine 
months  ago,  congress  absentmindedly  failed  to  provide 
any  money  to  enable  the  bureau  to  carry  out  the  work 
necessary  to  the  proper  enforcement  of. the  new  law.  To 
correct  this  oversight,  the  department  of  justice  has  ad- 
vanced enough  money  to  paj^  the  expenses  of  the  bureau 
until  congress  finds  time  to  make  an  appropriation  for 
this  important  work. 

Investigations  made  by  the  bureau  already  show  that 
the  practice  of  issuing  fraudulent  papers  has  been  more 
widespread  than  had  been  imagined.  It  has  been  shown 
that  of  492  certificates  issued  in  St.  Eouis  a  few  days 
before  the  election  of  1902,  more  than  400  were  obtained 
by  fraud.  Unquestionably  similar  conditions  have  exist- 
ed in  other  cities  where  campaign  managers  herded  for- 
eigners in  for  naturalization  purposes  on  the  eve  of  elec- 
tions. 

This  practice  on  the  part  of  candidates  and  campaign 
managers  was  not  only  fraudulent, 
otic,  and  certain  to  give  its  subjects 
the    value    of    American    citizenship 
citizenship     crowded    upon     them, 
throats,  and  peddled   about  like   campaign   cigars. 

The  expenses  were  paid  out  of  campaign  funds,  and 
it  did  not  cost  the  new  citizens  a  penny  to  become  natur- 
alized. 

This  introduction  to  American  citizenship  could  hard- 
ly have  failed  to  give  them  the  idea  that  it  was  a  very 
cheap  and  unworthy  thing,  and  it  was  debasing  both  to 
those  that  did  it  and  to  those  that  accepted  their  citizen- 
ship in  that  way. 

There  was,  furthermore,  an  utter  lack  of  formalitj'  in 
most  cases  about  the  issuance  of  citizenship  papers,  and 
almost  no  discrimination  used.  At  one  time  the  judges 
of  the  district  court  in  Duluth  attempted  to  use  discrim- 
ination, and  put  applicants  for  citizenship  through  a 
course  of  questions  designed  to  test  their  knowledge  of 
American  institutions  and  their  capacit}-  to  become  citi- 
zens. The  result  of  this  was  that  many  were  rejected, 
and  applicants  soon  learned  to  seek  the  federal  courts, 
where  they  could  become  citizens  with  the  old-fashioned 
informality.  The  county  was  losing  all  the  naturaliza- 
tion fees,  and  the  attempt  had  to  be   abandoned. 

Now,  instead  of  having  citizenship  forced  upon  them, 
foreigners  will  have  to  apply  for  it.  and  to  show  that 
they  are  entitled  to  it.  They  will  get  it  because  they 
want  it,  and  not  because  their  votes  arc  desired  by  some 
political  machine.

In  QOjjection  with  the  resolution  pass- 
ed by  the  council  lasl  wcck.requegHjig 
the  city  attorney  to  draw  up  ai^  ordin-, 
ance  prohibiting  the  breaking  up  of 
lines  of  old  soldiers  on  parade  by  the 
street  cars  or  other  vehicles,  and  an- 
other making  a  like  provision  in  regard 
to  funeral  processions.  General  Man- 
ager Herbert  Warren  of  the  Duluth 
street  railway  company  last  evening 
submitted  a  letter  to  the  council  pro- 
testing against  any  such  move  and 
pointing  out  its  inipracticabiltty  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  men  in  charge 
of  the  schedules  of  a  traction  company. 

The  letter  was  as  follows: 

The  attention  of  the  writer  has 
been  called  through  the  newspapers 
to  action  which  your  honorable  body 
will  be  requested  to  take  requiring 
street  cars  to  be  stopped  for  Decora- 
tion day  parades  and  funeral  proces- 
sions. 

"In  anticipation  of  such  action,  the 
writer  considers  It  his  duty,  not 
alone  on  account  of  any  inconveni- 
ence or  loss  that  might  be  caused 
to  this  company,  but  in  behalf  of  the 
patrons  of  the  company;  to  point 
out  the  results  of  such  action.  We 
have  but  one  street  available  for 
tracks  to  connect  the  eastern  and 
western  ends  of  our  city,  a  condition 
which  perhaps  cannot  be  found  else- 
where in  any  city  on  the  face  of  the 
earth.  At  the  present  time  during 
a  considerable  portion  of  each  day, 
eighty-eight  cars  per  hour  pass  over 
these  tracks  between  Eighth  avenue 
west  and  Third  avenue  east,  while 
on  time  cards,  which  we  hope  soon 
to  tiave  in  operation,  there  will  be 
ninety-two  regular  cars,  a  car  every 
thirty-nine  s.?condsL.  to  pass  over  this 
same  piece  of  track  in  an  hour.  We 
will  then  have  facilities  for  practi- 
cally doubling  that  number  of  cars 
en  special  occasions,  and  Decoration 
day  is  one  of  the  days  in  each  year 
on  which  we  are  expected  to  greatly 
increase  the  service.  We  have  also 
noted  that  the  largest  funeral  pro- 
cessions which  are  conducted  by 
labor  organizations  or  secret  .societies 
occur  on  .Sundays,  when  extra  serv- 
ice is  demanded.  To  blockade  Su- 
perior street  between  the  points 
referred  to  on  Decoration  day,  or  on 
a  pleasant  Sunday,  for  even  ten  min- 
utes would,  with  our  present  service, 
cause  not  less  than  fifteen  cars  to 
be  piled  up  at  the  point  of  blockade, 
atid  with  the  service  that  we  expect 
to  have  on  such  days  in  the  very 
near  future,  a  car  every  twenty 
seconds,  this  would  be  increased  to 
thirty  cars.  If  these  cars  wei-e  kept 
200  feet  apart,  as  provided  by  our 
franchise,  it  would  make  a  line  of 
cars  6,000  feet  long,  and  if  they  were 
permitted  to  be  brought  up  as  close 
together  as  possible,  the  line  would 
still  be  1,500  feet  In  length.  On  such 
days  these  thirty  cars  would  very 
likely  contain  over  2,000  people,  and 
we  can  only  make  a  guess  at  what 
portion  of  them  would  have  urgent 
appointments  or  trains  to  catch,  or 
would  be  physicians  hurrying  to 
dying  patients.  The  delay  to  2^000 
people  that  would  be  held  at  the 
time  of  such  a  parade  would  be  only 
the  beginning  of  the  trouble,  for  the 
first  delay,  particularly  when  cars 
are  crowded  is  only  the  opening 
wedge,  and  it  takes  the  most  strenu- 
ous effort,  and  a  great  deal  of 
switching  of  cars,  with  resultant 
discomfort  and  inconvenience  to  pas- 
.sengers,  to  prevent  such  a  delay  re- 
sulting in  a  complete  demoralization 
of  schedules;,  which  usually  lasts  for 
several  hours  at  the  best,  and  can- 
not be  straightened  out  until  there  Is 
a  lull  In  the  traffic,  so  that  Instead 
of  delaying  only  the.  2,000  people 
that  are  In  the  cars  that  are  held 
by  the  parade  in  the  first  instance,  it 
results  in  delay  and  Inconvenience  to 
the  40,000  or  50,000  that  have  to  use 
the  cars  during  the  hours  following 
the   parade. 

"I  hope  we  are  not  lacking  In  pa- 
triotism, nor  in  reverence  for  the 
dead,  and  it  is  only  the  absolute 
necessity  of  meeting  the  require- 
ments of  ar.  exacting  public  for  the 
service  to  which  they  are  entitled 
that  has  ever  permitted  us  to  allow 
a  street  car  to  Interfere  with  dem- 
onstrations on  such  occasions.  It 
seems  to  the  writer,  however,  that 
this  could  all  be  prevented  by  those 
m  charge  of  such  demonstrations  ar- 
ranging to  use  First  street  Inrilead  of 
Superior  street.  First  street  is  only 
a  block  away  from  Superior  street, 
is  well  paved  and  is  in  every  particu- 
lar a  more  desirable  street  for  such 
parades  than  Superior  street.  There 
is  one  thing  certain,  and  that  is 
that  Superior  street  cannot  be  used 
as  the  main  artery  of  traffic,  both  by 
street  cars  and  all  other  vehicles  on 
such  occasions^  when  thousands  of 
people  are  coming  to  and  departing 
from  the  place  of  the  demonstration, 
and  at  the  same  time  as  a  parade 
ground.  It  is  inevitable  that  either 
traffic  will  have  to  be  seriously  in- 
terfered with,  or  suspended  entirely 
on  account  of  the  parade,  or  the 
parade  interfered  with  on  account  of 
the  traffic.  If  First  street  should  be 
used  for  such  purposes,  there  is  no 
reason,  so  far  as  the  writer  can 
see,  why  It  could  not  be  roped  off 
and  properly  guarded  by  police  offi- 
cte.s,  as  I  understand  is  done  in 
other  cities,  and  for  the  time  being 
given  over  entirely  to  the  parade, 
which  would  then  not  need  to  be  in- 
terfered   with   by   any   class  of   traffic. 

"I    am    not     entirely      familiar    with 
practices      in     other     cities     regarding 
these  matters,  but  I  do  not  think  that 
the  practices  In  other  cities  could  have 
any   application   to  Duluth,   where  con- 
ditions are  so  very  different  from  those 
to  be  found  In  any  other  city.     I   be-  i 
lieve  that  the  mere  observance  of  such ; 
an    ordinance    as     suggested,     if     one ' 
should  be  passed,  would  create  a  very  i 
loud  popular  clamor  for  its  repeal,  and  | 
I   trust  that  your  honorable   body  will  I 
very    thoughtfully  consider  these   mat- 
ters  before   taking  any    action.  '

NOT  PUTNAM  S 

Puts  Daughters  of  the 

American  Revolution 

in  Rage. 

Greenwich,  Conn.,  June  11.— Members  of 
Putnam  Hill  chapter.  Daughters  of  tlie 
American  Revolution,  and  others  who 
take  pride  in  the  existence  of  the  Put- 
nam cottage  here,  maintained  by  the  D. 
A.  R.  as  a  tea  room  and  museum  for 
Putnam  ladies,  are  much  put  out  by  the 
de:laration  made  by  Isaac  L.  Mead,  that 
Putnam    never  stopped   at   the    cottage. 

Xhe  Indignation  Is  added  to  by  a  further 
declaration  that  the  old  razor  which  was 
picked  up  at  the  top  of  Put's  hill,  and 
wliich  is  now  In  the  possession  of  Tree 
Warden  Hotelling,  was  not  used  by  Put- 
nam, and  that  lie  was  not  shaving  with 
it  and  did  not  put  It  In  his  pocket  hurried- 
ly when  word  came  that  the  British  were 
approaching,  dropping  it  as  he  and  his 
horse  dashed  down  the  hill. 

Mr.  Mead  advances  three  reasons  why 
he  believes  that  the  razur  was  not  Put- 
nam's. In  the  first  place,  he  says  he 
does  not  believe  that  Gen.  Putnam  ever 
stayed  at  the  Knapp  tavern,  now  the 
Putnam  cottage.  Knapp,  the  keeper  of 
the  tavern,  he  says,  was  a  tory,  and  that 
it  la  not  at  all  likely  that  when  many 
patriotic  families  would  have  been  only 
too  proud  to  entertain  the  general,  that 
he  should  have  stopped  at  a  hostelry  kept 
bj    a  loyalist. 

The  second  is  that  In  his  opinion  Put- 
na.m  never  rode  down  the  steps  near 
wliose  former  location  the  razor  was 
found.  His  grandfather.  Rev.  Mark  Mead, 
was  told  by  Gen.  Ebenezer  Mead,  wlio 
witnessed  the  escape,  that  Putnam  went 
down  the  incline  near  the  point  wheie 
the  monument  to  Putnam,  which  was 
erected  by  the  D.  A.  R..  now  stands. 

The  third  Is  that  since  the  general  li^id 
attended  the  dance  at  Pecksland  tlie 
e\ening  previous,  he  probably  would  have 
been  then  clo.sely  shaven,  and  would  not 
have  had  to  shave  In  the  morning  of  his 
escape.  It  was  customary  then,  says 
Mr.  Mead,  for  men  to  shave  only  once  a 
week,  and  that  he  would  hav*  then  been 
engaged  in  removing  a  beard  which  he 
piobably  did  not  have  is  ridiculous.

(jessive  and  should  be  reduced  to  $30  or

Mrs.  Taylor  on  June  3.  1904,  was  riding 
down  town  on  an  open  Columbus  avenue

aer  mouth  struck  tho  back  of  the  seat

They 
are  satisfied  with  two  or  three  birds, 
and  the  fiocks  are  so  numerous  that 
they  can  get  the.se  in  very  short 
order,  getting  out  of  the  hunting 
district  before  the  wardens  are  on 
their   trail. 

Ducks  are  more  numerous  at  tho 
Head  of  the  Lakes  thl.s  spring  than 
they  have  been  for  many  years  past. 
The  be.st  of  hunting  is  to  be  had  on 
the  bay.  A  favorite  resting  place  for 
the  birds  is  that  section  of  the  bay 
adjoining  the  Peavey  elevator.  It  is 
thought  that  the  burning  of  the  old 
elevator  resulted  in  a  good  deal  of 
grain  being  scatteretl  around  in  the 
water,  which  would  be  an  induce- 
ment for  ducks  to  settle  there  for  a 
square  meal.  Or  maybe  it  is  the 
fact  that  quiet  water  is  to  be  found 
there  when  the  wind  Is  blowing  from 
I  certain  directions.

Amalgamated  Pay  Eighth 

of  All  State  Taxes 

In  Montana. 

Butte,  Mont..  June  11.— For  the  year 
that  ended  May  31,  the  net  proceeds 
of  the  mines  in  this  district,  owned 
by  the  Amalgamated  Copper  com- 
l>any.  amounted  to  114,741,992,  an  in- 
crease of  $936,180  over  the  proceeds  of 
the  preceding  year.  This  was  shown 
by  an  official  statement  filed  v^-lth 
the  assessor  of  Silver  Bow  county 
yesterday. 

The  Anaconda.  Boston  &  Montana 
and  Butte  &  Boston  companies  show 
gains  over  last  year,  while  the  Par- 
rott  &  Trenton  company  report  losses. 
The  Red  Metal  company  reported  net 
proceed^  of  $1.43^,760  and  the  North 
Butte    $3,271,213. 

Both  show  tremendous  gains.  Last 
year  the  Amalganxated  Copper  com- 
pany paid  taxes  in  this  county  on 
net  proceeds  aggregating  $k3.805.812.

Of  the  Amalgamated  properties  the 
Boston  &  Montana  company  made 
the  greatest  comparative  showing 
during  the  year.  Its  net  proceeds 
for  the  year  that  ended  May  31  last 
were  $7,049,988.28.  as  compared  with 
$6,158,109.56  for  the  year  before,  an 
increase  of  $891,878.70.  The  Butte  &

WISDOM  OF  THE 
ARRANGEMENT 

Made    With     Germany 
Doubted  by  Treasury 
Department  Officials. 

Wasliington,  June  11. — (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  German  treaty,  j 
which  has  Just  been  negotiated  marks 
a  new  departure  in  the  way  of  recip- 
rocal trade  relations  between  the  two 
countries. 

There  is  a  serious  doubt  in  the  minds 
of  the  officials  of  the  treasury  depart- 
ment at  to  the  wisdom  of  the  arrange- 
ment which  has  been  made.  It  is 
feared  that  the  »tate  department  has 
conceded  altogether  too  much  in  its 
desire  to  increase  American  trade  in 
Germany.  For  years  out  consuls  in 
Europe  have  been  educated  in  the  line 
of  values.  Some  of  them  have  become 
BO  expert  that  they  were  enabUl  to 
scan  an  invoice  and  to  tell  at  a  glance 
•whether  or  not  true  values  were  stated 
In  the  invoice.  Up  to  the  present  time 
no  bill  of  goods  cou'.d  be  shipped  to 
this  country  until  O.  Kd.  by  the  near- 
est consul.  The  sign  manual  of  the 
American  consul  or  officer  was  requir- 
ed to  guarantee  to  the  customs  officials 
at  the  port  of  entry  that  the  prices 
stated  represented  the  true  value  of  the 


goods  in  the  market   from  which  they 
were  shipped. 

It  is  understood  that  the  new  treaty 
accepts  the  statement  of  the  German 
merchant  or  manufacturer  as  the  true 
value,  and  that  a  consular  certificate 
will  be  unnecessary  in  the  future.  This 
radical  departure  gives  the  dishonest  i 
German  manufacturer  and  his  Ameri-  { 
can  agent  a  great  advantage,  and  it 
is  feared  that  the  result  will  be  tha.^  the 
customs  will  suffer  from  undervalua- 
tion which  in  the  past  has  amounted  to 
millions  of  dollars  per  annum. 

It  may  be  true  that  the  new  treaty 
will  permit  the  exportation  to  Germany 
of  many  lines  of  goods  now  virtually 
prohibited,  but  acordlng  to  the  opinion  l 
of  the  treasury  department  the  price ! 
paid  for  the  privilege  is  exorbitant  and 
atlogether  out  of  proportion  to  the 
benefit  which  will  be  derived. 


ONE  KILLED;  THREE 

HURT  IN  MOTOR  WRECK. 

Banbury,  Eng.,  June  11.— In  a  motor 
car  accident  at  Edge  Hill,  near  here, 
yesterday,  a  Mr.  Johnson  of  California 
was  killed  and  a  Mr.  Blake  of  Phila- 
delphia was  fatally  injured.  Mrs. 
Johnson  and  Mrs.  Blake,  who  were  of 
the  party,  sustained  grave  injuries,  and 
their    condition    is    precarious. 

M-r.   and   Mrs.   Johnson   and   Mr.   and 

Mrs.  Blake  left  Oxford  yesterday  morn- 
ing in  a  hired  motor  car  for  Stratford 
on  Avon.  At  a  dangerous  bend  in 
the  descent  of  Edge  hill,  which  has 
been  the  scene  of  several  automobile 
accidents,  the  car  turned  over. 


The  war  between  the  packers  and 
the  beef  shipers  is  compelling  practi- 
cally one-half  of  the  people  of  Du- 
luth   to  quit  buying  meat   entirely. 

Meat  Is  no  longer  a  part  of  the 
daily  bill  of  fare  of  the  average 
family,  or  if  it  Is,  the  meat  is  of  the 
cheapest  kind.  The  ordinary  citizen 
cannot  afford  to  pay  from  &0  to  75 
cents  for  enough  meat  for  one  meal, 
and  if  he  has  a  family  of  four  or  five 
to  feed,  that  is  what  he  must  do. 
It  has  come  to  be  a  choice  between 
a  vegetarian  diet  and  starvation  for 
many  families,  and  the  amount  of 
meat  consumed  is  steadily  dwindling 
as   the   price   soars. 

Dululh  housekeepers  have  been 
complaining  for  weeks  about  the  ex- 
orbitant prices  asked  by  the  man  at  \ 
the  meat  market.,  but  it  has  not  done  | 
any  good.  The  housekeepexs  blame 
the  retailer,  but  the  retailer  blames 
the  wholesale  packer  and  incident- 
ally the  United  Stales  meat  inspect- 
ors. 

During  the  last  two  months  prices 
of  meats  have  gone  up  at  an  un- 
usually rapid  pace.  The  wholesale 
prices,  it  is  claimed  by  the  retailers, 
have  gone  up  anywhere  from  10  to  50 
per  cent  on  the  different  varieties  of 
meats.  Beef,  for  instance,  which 
two  months  ago  sold  for  7%  cents  at 
wholesale,  now  brings  9%  cents  per 
pound.  Pork  is  about  the  only  kind 
of  meat  that  has  not  gained  in  price. 
At  wholesale  lamb.s,  which  were 
bringing  11  cents  two  months  ago, 
will  now  bring  \hVz  cents  per  pound. 
Mutton  formerly  brought  8  cents  at 
wholesale,  and  now  brings  12ViB  cents. 
Veal  shows  only  a  slight  advance  of 
2  cents,  from  7^^  to  9  cents,  or  a 
little  over. 

At  retail  beef,  which  could  be  pur- 
chased for  15  cents  up  two  months 
ago  now  costs  the  consumer  any- 
where from  18  cents  to  25  cents  per 
pound,  according  to  the  different 
cuts.  Lamb  now  has  a  price  of  3a 
cents,  which  is  10  cents  over  the  price 
a  month  or  six  weeks  ago.  This 
price  do:s  not  include  the  cheaper 
cutsv  however.  Mutton  is  now  about 
18  to  25  cents,  where  it  was  formerly 
15  to  20  cents  on  the  average.  Veal 
has  as  yet  shown  little  change  In 
the  retail   market. 

The  retail  dealers  claim  that  they 
have  not  yet  raised  their  prices  in 
accordance  with  the  prices  they  must 
pay  at  wholesale.  In  order  to  make 
the  business  a  profitable  one  they 
must  continue  to  boost  the  prices  in 
their  turn  as  fast  as  the  wholesale 
packers  boost  the  wholesale  prices. 
For  this  reason  the  retailers  give  no 
I  promise  that  there  will  be  much 
letup  In  the  advance  in  prices  for 
some  time  to  come. 

I  The  everyday  reason  for  the  nigh 
!  prices  is  that  there  is  a  shortage  of 
stock  In  the  yards,  and  this  is  true 
in  part.  But  the  cAUse  of  the  short- 
age is  that  the  meat  inspection  has 
become  so  rigid  that  the  packers 
have  lost  considerable  money  by 
purchasing  cows  and  then  having 
them  condemned  for  tuberculosis. 
The  packers  refuse  to  sand  for 
this  loss  any  further,  and  have 
stopped  buying  cows,  as  they   are  the

L'Anse  Janitor  Ends  His 

Life  in  Tower  of 

School 

L'Anse,  Mich.,  June  11. — With  the 
bellrope  that  for  years  he  had  pulled 
to  ring  the  bell  calling  the  children 
to  school,  Henry  Steinback,  60  years 
of  age,  hanged  himself  in  the 
tower  of  the  schoolhouse  here.  He 
had  been  missing  and  searching 
parties  began  hunting  for  him  as 
the  aged  janitor  had  been  acting 
queerly   of   late. 

While  groping  about  in  the  dark- 
ness of  the  tower  a  student  of  the 
school  found  the  missing  man  hang- 
ing from  the  bellrope,  and  it  was 
ascertained  that  he  had  taken  his 
own  life.

HELD  TO  GRAND  JURY.

During  the  first  week  in  June, 
County  Auditor  Halden  paid  bounties 
on  fourteen  wolves,  seven  of  which 
were  cubs  and  the  remaining  seven 
were  either  full  grown  males  or 
females. 

This  is  considered  a  somewhat 
unusual  circumstance  for  the  month 
of  June,  because,  as  a  rule,  few  if 
any  pelts  are  presented  to  the  auditor 
during  the  summer  season  to  collect 
the  bounty  paid  by  the  state  and 
the   county. 

It  Is  not  understod  that  all  the 
wolves  were  killed  this  month,  in 
fact  it  is  known  that  nearly  all  of 
them  were  killed  during  May,  the 
pelts  being  held  by  the  own<?rs  until 
the  opportunity  offered  to  send  thera 
to  the  auditor's  office  by  some  neigh- 
bor who  had  business  in  Duluth 
and  the  courthouse. 

The  seven  cub  wolves  were  all 
killed  within  the  past  few  days. 
Five  of  the  cubs  were  killed  by 
Felix  Sexauer  of  Ashawa,  who  hap- 
pened to  find  the  lair  of  the  old 
she-wolf. 

Frank  Lebod  of  Breitung,  who, 
by  accident,  discovered  a  wolf's  den 
with  two  cubs  in  it,  had  quite  an 
interesting  experience  before  he  got 
his  prize  safely  home.  Mr.  Lebod 
had  hardly  secured  the  cubs  and 
started  for  home  before  the  old  she- 
wolf,  missing  her  young,  struck  the 
trail  of  the  person  who  had  robbed 
her.  She  overtook  him  in  the  woods 
some  distance  from  his  cabin.  Mr. 
Lebod  claims  that  if  he  had  been 
armed  he  could  easily  have  shot  the 
old  wolf  as  he  had  all  that  he 
could  do  to  keep  her  from  attacking 
him.  Whrn  the  cubs  would  whine 
the  old  wolf  seemed  to  work  herself 
into  a  perfect  frenzy  and  it  was  a 
great  relief  to  Mr.  Lebod  when  he 
finally  reached  his  home  and  the 
mother  wolf  disappeared,  after  sev- 
eral   mournful    howls. 

Albert  Huntitable  of  Breitung  re- 
ceived the  bounty  on  three  male 
wolves,  John  King  was  paid  the 
bounty  on  one  female  wolf,  William 
Hainham  was  fortunate  enough  to 
kill  three  female  wolves,  and  Joseph 
Pereno    killed    a    male    wolf. 

The  bounty  amounted  in  the  ag- 
gregate to  $133.  The  bounty  is  $15 
for  the  full  grown  and  $4  for  the 
cub  wolves.

RAIN  QUITE  GENERAL 

A  Good  Part  of  Wheat  Belt  Has  Been 
Well  Soaked. 

Grand  Forks,  N.  D.,  June  11.— The  rain 
whicli  has  been  falling  In  this  section 
since  Sunday  afternoon  is  general  over 
the  entire  Northwest,  extending  west  to 
Montana,  south  to  Nebraska  and  Kansas, 
north  into  Canada  and  east  to  Duluth, 
Minneapolis  and  Davenport    Iowa. 

The  rainfall  in  North  Dakota  has  been 
general  with  the  exception  of  the  west- 
ern central  part  of  the  state.  There  was 
no  rain  at  Bismarck  until  yesterday  af- 
ternoon, and  no  rain  at  Minot.

CRIES  FOR 
HELPHEARD 

Unknown  Person   May 

Have  Been  Drowned 

in  Slip. 

Several   Persons  Heard 

Shouts,  But  Could 

Find  Nobody. 


Was  there  a  woman  or  child 
drowned  In  the  slip  at  the  foot  of 
First  avenue  west  last  evening?  This 
Is  the  question  which  is  being  asked 
by  the  police  department  and  by 
OJlicer  Hunter,  who  reported,  shortly 
alter  midnight,  that  he  had  heard 
calls  for  help  coming  as  if  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  dock,  and  had  hurried 
to  the  scene  and  was  unable  to  find 
a    trace   of   any   one. 

-A  number  of  other  men  were  with 
me  when  wc  luard  the  shouts,"  said 
Hunter;  "and  it  sounded  as  if  they 
came  from  the  dock  or  from  the 
■water  in  the  slip.  I  wouldn't  be  cer- 
tain, but  1  thought  that  it  was  a 
woman's,  or  a  little  child's  voice.  We 
all  ran  to  the  dock,  but  when  we 
got  there  we  could  hnd  no  one.  The 
men  searched  for  some  time,  and  I 
remained  there  for  nearly  an  hour, 
but  could  find  no  trace  of  any  t>ne, 
nor  any  sign  that  anybody  had  been 
drowned." 

The  cries  may,  of  course,  have  been 
tJie  occasion  of  au  assault,  instead  of 
a  drowning  person,  but  the  officer  ^ 
eays  that  he  believes  that  he  and 
the  men  wlio  also  heard  the  shouts 
got  to  the  dock  too  quickly  for  any 
one  to  moke  an  escape,  especially  if 
they  had  to  drag  or  carry  another 
person  who  did  not  wish  to  go.  They 
scannea  the  waters  as  closely  as  the 
pitchy  darkness  of  the  wet,  foggy 
night  would  permit,  when  they 
Ttacaed  the  dock,  and  though  it  was 
■very  difficult  to  make  out  anything 
leu  feet  from  the  edge.  Hunter  says 
he  does  not  think  any  one  rose  to 
tbf    surface   after   they   got    there. 

There  were  no  clothes  or  other  ar- 
ticles left  on  the  dock,  and  no  one 
has  been  reported  missing  as  yet,  so 
that  unless  the  body  comes  to  the 
surface  before  being  carried  out  into 
the  lake  the  chances  are  that  the 
affair  may  remain  a  mystery.  The 
very  fact  that  anyone  was  In  the 
vicinity  at  that  time  of  night  is  a 
stranfje  one,  and  would  tend  to  indi- 
cate u  ii'-ssible  suicide.  Hunter  says 
that  while  the  complete  absence  of 
any  sign  of  a  human  being  at  the 
dock  when  he  arrived  might  have  led 
liim  to  believe  that  he  had  mistaken 
some  other  sound  for  the  cries  for 
help,  but  the  fact  that  three  or  four 
others  also  heard  the  cries  makes 
this    theory    impossible.

The 
court  also  commented  on  the  fact 
that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  nonsense 
in  urging  and  to  readily  be-lleving 
the  plea  of  insanity  when  what  would 
otherwise  have  been  a  serious  crime 
has  been  commlttecil. 

There  were  a  number  of  attorneys 
and  spectators  In  the  courtroom 
when  Argyle's  sen  ence  was  passed, 
and  the  remarks  of  the  court  were 
listened   to  with  close  attention. 

Argj'le  was  the  first  one  called  for 
sentence.  Mr.  Culkln  noade  a  brief 
but-  eloquent  plea  for  leniency,  even 
a.sking  that  the  court  impose  a  fine 
of  $100  instead  of  Imprisonment,  as 
Argyle's  friends  might  come  to  his 
rescue.

In  reference  to  that  defense 
and  to  such  other  defenses  as  you  inter- 
posed absolutely  fair  trials  have  been 
had.  The  defense  of  Insanity  is  one 
which  is  somewhat  difficult  to  deal  with, 
and  Is  especially  ciifficult  to  me  who 
have  had  little  experience  in  such  matters, 
as  iurors  may  be  said  to  have.  During 
the  time  of  the  last  trial  this  court  had 
no  fixed  opinion,  and  permitted  itself  to 
have  none  upon  that  question,  but  al- 
lowed the  matter  tc  go  on  and  be  tried 
out  fullv  and  fairly  before  the  jury;  hut 
with  the  matter  all  over  and  past,  and 
there  being  no  further  occasion  for  any 
restraint  being  upon  the  court  or  any  one 
eNe.

"My  view  Is  that  the  evidence  would 
not  warrant  a  finding  of  Insanity.  You 
probaibly  were  no  rrore  Insane  tlian  any 
of  the  re.?t  of  us  here  about  the  room. 
You  had  no  doubt  passed  througli  a  sore 
experience,  and  th.-  jurors  who  heard 
your  case  sj'uipathlzed  with  you  and  felt 
verv  much  like  b  aming  some  others 
whose  names  w-ere  mentioned  in  the 
trial.  That,  together  with  your  previous 
good  character,  stood  you  In  good  stead; 
and  while  In  one  case  a  disagreement 
was  had.  and  in  an.>ther  you  were  found 
'not  guiltv  on  the  ground  of  Insanity." 
I  think  the  last  verdict,  wherein  the 
plea  of  Insanity  was  disregarded.  Is 
much  nearer  th«  t'uth.  It  is  best  for 
you  that  you  should  not  have  been  found 
insane.

Washington.  jHna  12.— A  question  of 
considerable  imp<)rlance  to  the  people 
of  the  entire  country  now  is  under 
consideration  by  th*  board  of  pure 
food  and  drug  ins^fkrtion  of  the  de- 
partment of  agrtcgi'ur-?.  »Lt  is  whether 
the  use  of  Ijf'rtkoat.i  of  soda,  as  a 
pre%'entatlve.  iaA  inimical  to  human 
health. 

Repr-isentatives  5f  the  Food  Manu- 
facturers' associatiou  have  filed  with 
the  board  liiritefs  on  the  subject,  and 
have  been  accorded  an  oral  hearing 
in  support  of  their  claim.s.  They  urge 
that  if  they  are  not  permitted,  under 
the  pure  food  and  drug  act,  to  •  use 
benzoate  ^f  sod^  aa  a  preservative, 
their  burliness  will  be  practically  de- 
stroyed. 

They  explain  that  a  large  part  of 
their  business  consists  of  supplying 
bakeries  and  restaurants  with  pie  fill- 
ings, meat,  pickles  and  ketchup,  all  of 
which  they  ship  in  quantities  of  fifty 
pounds  or  more.  These  articles  they 
say  will  spoil  if  they  are  not  permitted 
to  use  benzoate  of  soda.

Representatives  )f  the  Fot^d  Manu- 
facturers' a.ssoctatiou  have  filed  with 
the  board  briefs  >n  the  subject,  and 
have  been  accorded  an  oral  hearing 
in  support  of  their  claims.  They  urge 
that  if  they  are  not  permitted,  under 
the  pure  fo'Od  and  drug  a^t.  to  •  use 
benzoate  of  soda  as  *  preservative, 
their  buiiness  ^ill  be  practically  de- 
stroyed. 

They  explain  that  a  large  part  of 
their  business  consists  of  supplying 
bakeries  and  restaurants  with  pie  fill- 
ings, meat,  pickle^  and  ketchup,  all  of 
which  they  ship  in  quantities  of  fifty 
pounds  or  more.

Norfolk,  Va..  June  12.— Eleven  men  of 
the  navy,  comprising  six  midshipmen 
and  rtve  seamen  whu  left  Discovery 
landing  at  the  exposition  grounds 
shortly  after  midnight  on  a  launch  of 
the  battleship  Minnesota  are  missing, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  launch  with 
the  eleven  men  on  board  has  gone  to 
the   bottom    of   Hampton    Roads. 

A  box  belonging  to  the  .fireman  of  the 
launch  vva.s  found  floating  near  here, 
and  as  the  last  «e«n  of  the  launch  was 
when  it  pulled  out  from  the  -exposition 
pier,  officers  of  the  fleet  gave  up  hope 
of  ever  seeing  the  men.  The  six  mid- 
shipmen accompanied  by  Lieut.  D.  M. 
Randall,  came  ashore  Monday  night  in 
the  launch  of  the  Minnesota,  which  has 
been  lying  in  Hampton  Roads,  to  at- 
tend a  ball  on  the  exposition  grounds. 
It  was  after  midnight  when  the  party 
got  away  on  the  return  trip.  Officers 
of  the  ileet  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  launch  collided  with  something  un- 
known and  that  the  boat  with  its  oc- 
cupants went  down. 

Early  last  night  the  monitor  Florida 
found  a  cap  floating  in  the  roads, 
which  has  been  identified  a.s  that  worn 
by  Midshipman  Ulrich.  Lieut.  Randall 
of  the  United  States  marine  corps,  who 
-was  Included  In  the  first  list  of  missing, 
has  arrived  in  Norfolk.  He  did  not 
take  passage  on  the  Minnesota's 
launch. 

While  the  launch  carried  a  good 
sized  party,  no  one  has  been  found  who 
can  say  exactly  how  many  occupants 
the    launch    contained. 

Naval  officers  are  using  every  effort 
to  ascertain  who  was  in  the  launch.  A 
large  number  of  men  are  reported  miss- 
ing from  the  various  ships.  Men  have 
been  detailed  to  search  Norfolk,  Ports- 
mouth. Newport  News  and  vicinity.  The 
ve.ssel8  of  the  fleet  are  keeping  in  com- 
municaption    by    wireless    telegraph.

He  is  willing  to  tell  e^-erythlng  he 
ha.o  done;  to  give  the  closest  detail- 
detail  so  minute  that  some  difference 
seems  inevitable  when  it  Is  retold, 
but  not  once  has  this  difference  been 
sufficient  to  give  his  cross-examiner 
hope  he  can  Impeach  the  witness  by 
showing  contradiction.

Years  Ago. 


Eau  Claire,  Wis.,  June  12.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— The  man  who  is 
credited  with  having  constructed  the 
first  machine  out  of  which  ha.s 
evolved  the  present  automobile  is  Dr. 
J.  W.  Carhart  of  Austin^  Tex.,  a  for- 
mer resident  of  Wisconsin,  who  is 
here  visiting  his  daughter,  Mrs.  R.  A. 
Etly,  whom  he  had  not  seen  for  fif- 
teen years. 

Dr.  Carhart  conceived  and  con- 
structed at  Racine,  in  this  state, 
forty  years  ago,  the  first  light  steam 
road  buggy  ever  built.  It  was  so 
much  of  a  success,  within  cartain 
limits,  that  the  legislature  of  Wis- 
consin offered  a  premium  of  $10,000 
to  the  parly  or  parlies  who  would 
construct  a  self-propelling  road  wagon 
that  would  fulfil  certain  conditions.

IRISHMEN 
WllLFIGHT 

Members  of  Nationalist 
Party    Outline  Move 
Against  Government 

Home   Rule   Can  Only 

be  Obtained  by 

Coercion. 


London,  June  12.— The  more  ag-gres- 
•Ive  members  of  the  Irish  Nationalist 
party  had  their  say  at  a  meeting 
lield  in  the  house  of  commons  yester- 
day afternoon,  with  the  result  that 
the  Irishmen  will  light  the  govern- 
ment both  In  the  house  and  In  the 
constituencies.  The  meeting  was 
prolonged,  one  of  the  pro-labor  mem- 
ber.s  of  the  party  urging  that  the 
English  home  rulers  be  given  another 
opportunity  at  a  later  date  to  legis- 
Jtitf  for  Ireland,  but  the  majority 
favored  sterner  measures,  to  punish 
the  Liberals  for  failing  to  give  Ire- 
land a  broader  measure  of  home  rule 
than  that  contained  In  the  rejected 
Irish  counsel  bill. 
The    election    at    Jari-ow    will    give 


the  Irish  party  the  first  opportunity 
to  flght  a  battle  for  home  rule  in 
England,  and  this  will  be  followed  by 
a  campaign  in  the  English  constitu- 
encifs,  in  which  the  leaders  hope  tfi^ 
educate  the  English  votors  to  the 
needs  of  Ireland. 

In  the  house  of  commons  the  Na- 
tionalists will  take  their  first  re- 
venge by  opposing  the  army  bill,  the 
most  Important  measure  the  gov- 
ernment now  has  before  the  house, 
and  they  will  also  raise  the  question 
of  establishment  of  an  Irish  univer- 
sity, of  the  discussion  of  the  appro- 
priation for  Queen's  college,  Dublin, 
in  the  Irish  estimates.  Whether  this 
means  obstruction  that  might  fur- 
ther upset  the  government's  program 
for  the  session,  the  Irish  leaders  will 
not  say,  but  having  decided  to  oppose 
the  government,  their  opposition  is 
likely  to  be  strenuous^  as  the  younger 
members  of  the  party  are  anxious  for 
u   more  aggressive  policy. 

After  the  meeting  had  adjourned, 
John  E.  Redmond,  in  behalf  of  the 
Irish  party.  Issued  a  long  statement, 
reciting  the  recent  history  of  the 
movement,  and  concluding  with  ad- 
vice how  Isest  to  attain  the  goal. 
The  statement  rather  significantly 
concludes: 

"Another  proof  has  been  afforded 
that  home  rule  cannot  be  won  by  a 
policy  of  conciliation  alone.  It  can  be 
won  only  by  hard  fighting,  vigorous 
action  In  Ireland,  an  active  pledge- 
bound,  disciplined  party  In  the  house 
of  commons,  a  thorough  organization 
of  the  Irish  vote  In  Great  Britain, 
and  its  use,  absolutely  Independent  of 
English  party  Interests,  to  push  for- 
ward the  cause  of  home  rule  by  tak- 
ing every  opportunity  and  every 
means  that  offer  in  Ireland  and  in 
Great  Britain  to  force  upon  public 
attention  the  grievances  Ireland  has 
suffered,  and  the  ruinous  effects  of 
British  rule  in  that  country.  If  the 
Irish  people  show  themselves  earnest 
on  these  lines,  whatever  government 
may   be    in    power   will    find    itself,    at 


an  early  day,  coerced  Into  introducing 
a  bill  for  the  better  government  of 
Ireland,*  very  different  from  that  re- 
cently rejected." 

The  meeting  also  decided  to  request 
that  a  meeting  of  the  Nationalist 
director^'  be  held  June  20,  In  order 
that  the  situation  may  receive  the 
consideration  that  its  gravity  de- 
serves.

When  a  class 
is  graduated,  with  an  eye  to  college,  and  only  thirty  of 
the  members  are  able  to  go  to  college,  a  large  portion 
of  the  education  of  the  remaining  seventy  is  wasted,  or 
worse  than  wasted,  since  its  place  should  have  been 
occupied  by  something  that  will  be  of  direct  value  to 
them  in  whatever  vocation  they  take  up.

Snow  fell  ten 
inches  deep  in  Vermont,  and  there  was  a  7-inch  fall  in 
Xew  York  and  Massachusetts.  There  were  only  a  few- 
mild  days,  and  everybody  longed  for  the  warm  days 
that  did  not  come. 

This  was  the  spring  weather,  but  the  summer  was 
even  more  out  of  kilter.  It  was  dry,  and  little  rain  fell. 
All  summer  the  wind  brought  blasts  of  snow  and  ice 
from  the  north.  Mothers  made  socks  of  double  thick- 
ness for  their  children,  and  made  thick  mittens.  Hopeless 
attempts  at  planting  were  made  by  shivering  men  with 
benumbed  fingers,  and  farmers  working  out  their  ta.xes 
on  the  county  roads  wore  overcoats  and  mittens. 

July  brought  snow  and  ice,  and  on  the  Fourth  ice 
as  thick  as  window  glass  formed  throughout  New  Eng- 
land. Feeble  stalks  of  corn  that  had  weathered  May 
and  June  froze  and  died.  To  the  surprise  of  everybody, 
August  proved  the  worst  month  of  all.  Almost  every 
green  thing  in  this  country  and  Europe  was  blasted  with 
frost.  Snow  fell  at  Barnet,  thirty  miles  from  London, 
on  Aug.  30. 

It  was  a  terrible  summer  that  our  ancestors  put  in 
that  3'ear.  Very  little  corn  ripened  in  New  England,  and 
there  were  very  great  privations.  If  it  had  not  been  for 
the  abundance  of  fish  and  wild  game,  thousands  of 
people  would  have  perished 'in  this  country. 

So  the  backward  spring  just  passed  was  nothing 
like  the  record,  made  in  t!iat  year  of  Eighteen  hundred 
and  froze  to  death,  when  One  afflicted  Xew  Englanders 
must  have  thought  the  earth  had  turned  a  somerset,  and 
brought  the  polar  regions  down  to  the  temperate  zone.

A  SUMMERLESS  YEAR. 

The  unseasonable  weailicr  of  tins  year's  period 
BhonUl  have  been  spring  but  wasn't,  a  pericjd  now 
pily  displaced  by  summer,  has  caused  antiquaries  to  go 
digging  back  into  history  to  see  if  they  could  tind 
cedent  for  these  conditions.

April  began  warm,  but 
grew  colder  until  on  the  first  of  May  there  was  a 
wintry  temperature  with  snow  and  ice.  In  May  the 
young  buds  were  killed  by  hard  frosts,  thick  ice  formed, 
and  orn  was  killed.  When  the  last  of  May  came,  a 
time  v.hen  in  New  ICngland  the  trees  are  usually  in  leaf 
and  tlie  flowers  in  bloom,  everything  had  been  killed 
by  the  cold.

It  is  to  encourage  these  people 
and  in  time  to  establish  a  guild  room  where  they  may 
be  helped  to  better  design  and  color  and  to  make  their 
work  something  of  real  value  that  this  work  has  been 
started.  That  this  training  in  creative  power  is  a  de- 
velopment along  tlie  lines  of  good  citizenship  has  been 
proved.  The  worker  is  taught  appreciation  and  the 
necessity  and  value  of  selection.  It  enables  him  to  see 
and  utilize  the  best  around  him  wherever  he  may  happen 
to  be  placed,  whether  in  the  crowded  city  or  in  the  oft 
times  dreaded  loneliness  of  the  country.  The  fact  that 
the  simple  things  at  hand  have  a  real  valine  in  broad- 
ening and  making  life  more  beautiful  is  the  final  thing 
at  which  this  education  aims.  It  lifts  the  moral  and  in- 
tellectual life  and  brings  new  interests  into  the  everyday 
life  of  the  pe<)ple.     The   practical  value  is   self-evident. 

In  addition  to  the  exhibit  the  Council  has  arranged 
for  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  subject  by  men  prominent 
in  this  field  of  endeavor,  and  the  citizens  should  show 
their  interest  by  a  large  attendance  at  both  the  lectures 
and  the  exhibit.  This  first  endeavor  may  be  the  start- 
ing point  of  a  valuable  course  of  help  and  instruc- 
tion for  the  workers  in  and  about  Duluth.

WHERE  PRICES  ARE  REALLY  HIGH. 

Living  is  still  a  very  expensive  operation  up  m  the 
Klondike,  acording  to  a  report  sent  to  the  state  depart- 
ment by  the  United  States  consul  at  Dawson. 

Mechanics,  working  ten  hours,  draw  $10  a  day.  Com- 
mon laborers,  with  board  thrown  in,  get  $4  and  $5.  and 
if  they  will  board  themselves  they  are  paid  $6.  Clerks 
earn  $150  to  $300  a  month. 

These  look  like  handsome  wages,  and  they  would  be 
in  this  countrj',  but  when  sized  up  alongside  of  retail 
prices  in  the  Klondike  they  dwindle  into  relative  insig- 
nificance. These  prices,  it  must  be 'remembered,  are 
very  much  less  than  those  of  the  "boom"  days. 

Board  and  room  costs  from  $90  to  $150  per  month. 
Meals  at  restaurants  run  from  75  cents  to  $3,  which 
wouldn't  be  much  in  a  Xew  York  cafe,  but  which  should 
be  compared  with  American  restaurants  where  a  meal 
can  be  had  for  25  cents  to  50  cents.  Tlie  hotels  chargt 
$3  to  $6  per  day.  So  do  thej'  in  this  country,  but  not 
for  similar  accommodations. 

Oranges  are  luxuries  at  $12.50  to  $25  per  box.  Milk 
is  35  cents  per  quart,  so  that  most  of  the  natives  use 
the  tinned  kind,  which  brings  $7.50  for  a  case  of  four 
dozen  cans.  Domestic  eggs  cost  $2  per  dozen  and  butter 
50  cents  a  pound,  which  may  locate  the  examples  that 
butter  and  eggs  in  this  country  are  striving  to  emulate. 
Flour  is  $6  per  hundred  pounds,  rice  8  to  10  cents  a 
pound,  potatoes  $8  to  $14  per  hundred  pounds,  chickens 
50  cents  a  pound,  pork  40  to  50  cents  a  pound,  and  beef 
25  to  50  cents. 

Native  coal  runs  from  $15  to  $20  a  ton  and  wood  from 
$12  to  $15  per  cord.     Lumber  runs  from  $45  per 

of  spruce  to  $400  per   1,000  feet  for  oak,  imported 
undressed — in  that  chilly  climate,

"There  are  so  many  makes 
on  the  market,  all  claiming  to  be  the 
best,  that  a  person  who  is  not  acquainted 
with  the  respective  merits  of  different  ma- 
chines IS  puzzled  to  know  which  to  select. 
Half  a  dozen  of  the  leading  makfs  have 
advantages  not  pos8«^sed  by  others,  but 
the  question  I3  to  get  the  one  with  most 
ot  these  advantages. 

•A  safe  way  is  to  buy  one  of  the  old 
standbys.  which  have  been  on  the  market 
for  years  and  years.  People  who  operate 
the  machines  are  very  apt  to  be  preju- 
diced in  favor  of  the  typewriter  they 
learned  on,  which  is  no  more  than  nat- 
ural,, but  often  in  spite  of  this  preju- 
dice they  may  be  converted  to  another 
kind  if  they  have  an  opportunity  to 
thoroughly  test  it.  The  visible  writing 
feature  appeals  strongly  to  a  man  who 
has  not  had  much  experience  with 
typewriters,  and  it  must  be  admitted  that 
this  feature  has  its  advantages,  but  at  the 
same  time  visible  writing  is  not  by  any 
means  essential.  Nino  cases  out  of  ten 
the  operator  is  aware  of  his  mistake  as 
sooon  as  he  makes  it.  whether  the  writ- 
ing i.s  visible  or  not,  and  the  correction 
can  be  made  on  one  machine 
as  on  another.  There  is  some 
often  in  being  able  to  read 
been  written  tor  several  lines 
the  carriage  on  the  old-style  machine 
may  be  lifted  so  quickly  that  not  enough 
tune  Is  lost  this  way  to.  speak  of.

Good 
machines  are  made  in  both  styles.  For 
myself,  1  prefer  the  single  keyboard, 
and  believe  that  faster  work  can  be  done 
wit  h  a  machine  of  this  kind.  The  stan- 
dard double  keyboard  does  very  tine  work, 
however,  and  is  a  favorite  with  many 
writers.  A  good  many  of  the  new  ma- 
chines on  the  market  seem  to  be  all 
right  when  it  comes  to  buying  but  after 
they  have  been  operat-^d  for  a  'lime,  little 
weaknesses  often  crop  out,  and  the  buyer 
wishes  he  had  decided  on  some  other 
tradt»   mark.

MARRIAGES    IN    MEXICO. 

The  average  Mexican  does  not  think 
of  marriage  until  he  has  at  his  dis- 
posal a  sum  more  than  moder- 
ate, if  he  happens  to  belong 
to  the  higher  strata  of  so- 
ciety, nor  until  it  is  constnred  to 
by  the  unanimous  vole  of  every  one  of 
the  members  of  ;he  family.  Instances 
can  be  mentioned  of  two  young  persons 
who  have  never  met  each  other  and  in 
whose  minds  the  idea  of  matrimony 
has  never  yet  entered,  says  the  Mexi- 
can Herald,  beccming  man  and  wife 
through   the   whim  of  their  parents. 

It  may  be  that  the  family  of  the 
bridegroom  looks  upon  his  matrimonial 
union  with  a  certain  girl  who  may 
happen  to  be  the  daughter  of  a  mag- 
nate as  the  mears  ott  avoiding  bank- 
ruptcy; it  may  be  that  the  father  of  the 
oride  considers  rer  alliance  with  the 
Bon  of  a  politician  as  an  adroit 
measure  in  preventing  the  downfall  of 
the  head  of  the  house,  or  in  point  of 
trival  circumstant'es.  it  may  be  that  a 
marriage  is  brought  about  with  the  ob- 
ject of  reducing  the  yearly  tax  by  the 
father  of  the  bridegroom  or  that  of 
the  brtde. 

The  motives  given,  and  those  never 
given,  for  the  pre -arrangement  of  such 
alliances  vary  according  to  conditions 
and  are  always  In  relation  to  the  po- 
sition occupied  by  the  two  families. 

The  frequent  bievity  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  the  arrangement  of  bridal  ties 
Is,  fortunately,  giving  way  to  a  more 
liberal  and  conscientious  behavior  on 
the  part  of  parents  toward  their  sons 
and  daughters.  But  it  should  also  be 
added  thr.t  the  custom  has  by  no  means 
disappeared,    for    cases    of  this    nature 


could   be    counted   by    the   score    in  al- 
most every  city  in  tne  republic.

The  property  owners  of  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city  are  beginning  to  kick 
at  the  long  delays  in  the  completion  of 
a  number  of  the  stret  improvements  in 
that  vicinity.  Monday  night  Richard- 
son &  Daj-  submitted  a  communica- 
tion to  the  council  pointing  out  that 
Contractor  McDonnell  was  progressing 
rather  slowly  on  the  Twenty-fourth 
avenue  rock  cut,  and  asking  that  no 
extension  of  time  be  granted  to  him 
when  the  time  limit,  July  1,  shall  have 
been  reached. 

Today  a  second  communication  was 
received  by  the  iKjard  of  public  works 
from  W.  H.  Prindle  &  Co.,  who  pro- 
test on  the  delay  in  the  work  on  Grey- 
solon  road  which  is  in  charge  of  the 
Barber  Asphalt  company.  The  contract 
for  this  job  was  let  during  the  early 
part  of  last  year  and  the  actual  pav- 
ing of  the  street  has  not  yet  begun. 
City  Engineer  McGilvery  is  inclined 
to  think,  however,  that  the  contractors 
have  good  reasons  for  delays- 
Contractor  McDonnell  has  as  many 
men  at  work  on  the  rock  cut  a.s  can 
be  employed  to  advantage  there,  and  it 
is  on  account  of  the  protest  of  the  re- 
sidents of  nearby  property  that  the 
work  is  progressing  so  slowly,  says  Mr. 
McGilvray.  as  they  requested  Mr.  Mc- 
Donnell to  use  only  small  blasts  in  do- 
ing the  work.  While  Mr.  McDonnell 
has  several  other  jobs  on  the  string 
he  is  not,  according  to  the  city  engineer, 
slighting  Twenty-fourth  avenue  in  the 
least. 

"The  late  spring  has  put  Ihem  all 
back  six  or  eight  weeks."  said  Mr.  Mc- 
Gilvray this  morning.  "I  for  one  would 
prefer  to  see  them  start  now  and  do  a 
good  job,  taking  their  time  at  it,  than 
to  force  them  to  complete  their  work  in 
a  hurry  by  refusing  a  time  extension. 
They  were  not  to  blame  for  weather 
conditions,  and  I  sh>vuld  not  have  let 
them  start  earlier  than  they  did." 

It  is  .said  that  an  unexpected  amount 
of  rock  was  encountered  in  grading  for 
Greysolon  road,  and  that  the  installa- 
tion of  the  water  connections  took  a 
good  deal  more  time  for  this  reason.  The 
Barber  Asphalt  company's  foreman.  Mr. 
Robblns.  has  made  three  or  four  trips 
to  Duluth  this  spring  to  determine 
whether  the  weather  was  warm  enough 
to  permit  the  begining  of  work,  and 
their  foreman  is  here  now  getting  a 
crew  together  to  comence  work  on  the 
improvement. 

Onlv  the  excavating  for  the  curb  and 
the  actual  work  of  laying  the  asphalt 
and  its  concrete  base,  remains  to  be 
done,  and  City  Btigineer  McGilvray 
says  that  a  month's  extension  of  both 
the  Greysolon  road  and  Twenty-fourth 
avenue  contracts  would  be  sufficient.

Under  the  new  law  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  officer  to  arrest  any  minor  caught 
smoking  cigarettes,  and  it  is  also  consid- 
crf-rt  tlie  duty  of  private  citizens  to  see 
that  arrests  are  made  In  cases  which 
might  not  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  lh»»  oi'Hcera  In  the  ordinary  course  of 
eVtnts.  So  if  any  one's  sense  of  the 
general  fitness  of  things  is  offenJed  by 
the  disgusting  sight  of  a  boy  strolling 
aif.ng  the  street,  alley,  or  any  publio 
place,  with  a  cigarette-  hanging  from  his 
mouth,  one  may  consider  that  one  is  do- 
ing one's  duty  by  having  the  boy  ar- 
rested.

CONFERENCE 

or  Charities  and  Correc- 
tion Now  Meeting  in 
Minneapolis. 

Follows  the  "Undesirable 

Citizen"  Back  to  His 

Beginnings. 


Minneapolis,  June  12.— (Special  to  The 
Heiald.)— With  two  thousand  members, 
one-third  of  a  century  of  history  behind 
it,  and  .an  inspiring  program  t>efore  it. 
the  thirty-fourth  National  Conference  of 
Charitie.s  and  Corr.'ction  met  in  Minne- 
apolis today  to  remain  in  session 
through  the  19tU.  The  president  of  the 
conference  is  Amoa  N.  liuiler  of  Indi- 
anapolis, secretary  of  the  Indiana  state 
board  of  charities,  a  leader  in  the  Na- 
tional Prison  congress,  and  well  known 
as  a  contributor  to  scientific  journals, 
rite  vice  presidents  ak«  Hugh  F.  Fox, 
of  Plainii-'ld,  N.  J.,  George  Vaux,  Jr., 
of  Pliila<lelphia.  and  U  A.  loosing  of 
St.  Paul.  Alexander  Johnson  of  Indianap- 
olis, wlio  is  associate  director  of  the 
New  York  Sclxool  of  Philanthropy.  Is  the 
general  secretary.  Ro<berl  J.  lloguet  of 
New    York,    is    treasurer. 

Wlien  the  National  Conference  of 
Charities  and  Correction  first  assembled 
it  was  a  comparatively  small  gathering 
composed  of  men  and  a  few  women  in- 
tercsied  in  state  and  other  public  char- 
ities. Year  after  year  vt  has  widened  Hs 
scope  and  lengthened  its  program  until 
eight  fully  organized  committees  have 
a  place  on  the  program  this  year.  They 
are  the  committees  on  needy  families, 
their  tiomes  and  neighL>orli(x>ds;  the  in- 
sane and  epileptic;  promotion  of  health 
in  home,  school  and  factory;  slate  super- 
vision of  charita(ble  and  correctional 
agencies;  prison  and  police  adniiulstra- 
tlon;    children;    defectives;    statistics. 

In  its  earlier  years  tlie  Conference  con- 
sidered the  administration  of  relief  and 
of  cliaritable  Institutions.  It  haa  increas- 
ingly gone  back  of  the.se  subjects  to  con- 
sider causes  of  d^^pendence;  of  crime  and 
of  failure;  to  tlirash  out  proposed  reme- 
dies, and  always  to  liavo  In  mind  the 
preventive  mean«  whieh  will  save  the 
coming  generation  from  the  evils  and 
misfortunes   of    today. 

In  line  with  tliis  .spirit  is  tlie  address 
at  the  opening  meeting  this  afternoon  of 
Senator  lieveridge  on  'Child  Labor  in 
the  United  States."  At  other  sessions 
consideration  will  bo  given  to  the  in- 
mates of  almshuustis  and  hospitals;  to 
the  tramps  and  unsuccesiitul  men  whose 
lives  iiave  been  blighted  by  prema,li»re 
labor;  but  the  opening,  suasion  will  go 
back  of  these  physical  and  industrial 
failures  and  point  out  how  child  labor 
stunts  manliood.  why  it  prevails,  where 
It  is  most  conunon.  how  it  may  be  reg- 
ulated by  siitte  and  national  supervision.

In  oompiTny  with  Mr.  Eaton, 
Ge.i.  Wood  will  go  aboard  the  Gopher 
in  the  afternoon  and  will  make  a 
thorough  inspection  of  the  boat  from 
top  CO  bottom,  investigating  the  crews 
quarters  and  tiie  condition  of  the  ma- 
chinery  and  gun.s  on  tlie  vessel. 

Thursday  evening  the  inspection  of 
the  militia  will  be  made  and  all  of  the 
members  will  be  present  for  the  occa- 
sion on  the  Gopher.  Whe  boys  wiil  go 
through  practically  all  of  the  naval 
drills  for  Gen.  Wood,  including  the  col* 
lision  drill,  tire  drill,  man  overboard 
drill,  abandon  ship  drill,  and  others. 

The  signal  men  on  the  Gopher  will  be 
exercised  with  the  Ardois  system,  the 
wigwag,  and  tlie  navy  hoist,  and  the 
inspection  will  be  a  most  Interesting 
one  to  the  land  lubbers  residing  in  Du- 
luth.

IS  STRUCK 
BYJNGINE 

Solomon  Siege!  Fatally^ 
Injured  at  Fifth  Ave- 
nue Crossing. 

Run  Over  by  Engine- 
One   Leg  is  Am- 
putated. 


Solomon  Siegel,  a  Jewish  tAlI- 
or  about  60  years  old.  uas 
run  over  and  was  fatally 
Injured  by  a  switch  engine 
at  tile  Fifth  avenue  cros.*iing 
about  9  o'clock  this  morning. 
Both  his  legs  were  crushed 
and  he  wat^  bleeding  from  the 
mouth  when  pickiHl  up.  and 
removed  to  St,  Luke's  hos- 
pital. 

According  to  the  flagman  and  others 
who  witnessed  the  accident,  Siegel  was 
driving  down  Fifth  avenue  and  was 
near  the  crossing  when  the  switch  en-. 
gine  started  to  back  out  from  the  house 
track  of  the  Northern  Pacific  freight 
shed. 

The  flagTTian  claims  to  have  shouted  a 
warning   lo    Siegel   and   to  have   waved 

his  flag,  but  the  old  man  Is  said  to  have 
become  confused,  apparently  and  turn- 
ed toward  the  sidewalk  at  the  end  of 
the  union  passenger  depot,  with  the 
seeming  attempt  to  drive  around  the 
end   Oi   the  engine. 

The  horse  got  across  the  track  but 
the  lender  caught  the  wagon  and  car- 
ried it  with  the  occupant  against  the 
iron  frame  at  the  end  of  the  train- 
shed  of  the  Union  depot,  smashing  the 
wagon  into  kindling  wood,  throwing 
Siegel  on  the  track,  and  dragging  the 
horse  to  a  point  about  ten  or  twelve 
feet  west  of  the  end  of  the  shed. 

Siegel  was  picked  up  from  between 
the  rails  close  to  the  switch  stand.  The 
horse  escaped  unhurt. 

Siegel  w£is  conscious  when  picked  up 
and  put  In  the  ambulance,  but  was 
unconscious  when  taken  out  at  the  hos- 
pital. 

The  rig  was  carried  with  such  force 
against  the  end  of  the  shed  as  to  cause 
deep   dents   in   the   iron   framework. 

Witnesses  of  the  accident  say  that 
the  engine  was  backing  slowly  when 
it  hit  the  wagon. 

Siegel  died  from  the  shock  about  2 
o'clock  this  afternoon,  a  short  lime 
after  one  leg  had  been  amputated.  It 
v^as  thought  for  a  time  that  he  had 
a  chance  to  recover,  but  the  shock 
proved  too  great,  and  it  was  but  a 
short  time  after  the  amputation  that 
he  passed  away.  He  was  well 
known  among  the  Jewish  population 
of  the  city.

Chicago  Tribune:  The  Hon.  R.  J. 
Strutt.  F.  R.  S.,  has  gathered  rocks  from 
all  the  world  over,  granites  from  Com- 
wai  and  Rhodesia,  basalt  from  Greenland, 
mainsail  the  Victoria  Falls  and  Ireland,  syenite 
from  Norway,  leucito  from  Mount  Vesu- 
vius, and  has  estimated  as  a  result  of 
prolonged  investigations  that  not  more 
than  one-thlrtleth  of  the  total  volume  of 
the  earth  is  composed  of  rocks,  found  ou 
the  surface. 

Aa  a.  result  of  his  deductions  he  esti- 
mates that  the  depth  of  the  earth's  rock 
crust  is  approxlmatelj-  forty-five  miles. 
This  deduction  coincides  to  a  certain  de- 
gree with  the  calculations  of  Prof.  Milne, 
the  eartiiquake  expert,  who  has  b'^en  In- 
vestigating to  the  same  end  by  the  ob- 
servation of  earthquake  tremors  and  their 
speeds.

Mr.  Strutt  computes  the  internal  heat  of 
the  globe  to  be  about  1,500  degs.  centi- 
grade at  about  forty-five  miles  below  the 
surface.  Such  a  heat  indicates  the  melt- 
ing point  of  iron,  but  it  is  considerably 
^elow  the  melting  point  of  platinum.

Evening. 


Last  night  shortly  before  12  o'clock, 
Dominlck  Wheeler  of  307  South  Fifty- 
sixth  avenue  west  reported  to  the  West 
Duluth  police  that  his  8-year-old  son 
was  missing  and  after  searching  last 
night  and  this  morning,  the  oCRcers 
came  upon  a  clue,  which  they  believe 
will  lead  to  the  discovery  of  the  body 
of  the  boy  in  the  waters  of  the  bay.

TO  MAKE  WAR  ON  BAD  MILK 

Secretary   Wilson  and  Dr.  Wiley  Will 
Begin  Systematic  Campaign. 

Washington,  June  13.— Secriary  Wil- 
son has  decided  to  make  war  upon  im- 
pure milk,  and  has  directed  the  gov- 
ernment's chief  chemist.  Dr.  H.  W. 
Wiley,  to  get  busy  ana  exploit  the  dan- 
gers of  drinking  tainted  milk,  in  an  ef- 
fort to  create  public  sentiment  which 
will  compel  reforms. 

i  The  program  of  the  department  Is  to 
[bring  the  country  to  a  realization  of  the 
unsatisfactory  condition  surrounding 
I  the  milk  supply.  Recent  investigations 
!  have  convinced  the  department  ex- 
I  perts  that  practically  every  city  in 
i  Colorado,  Utah  and  other  Far  Western, 
j  as  well  as  Eastern  and  Middle  West- 
I  em    state,    are    getting    impure    milk. 


A  few  cities  have  recently  come  to  a 
realization  of  Uie  danger  that  lurks 
in  a  contaminated  milk  supply,  but 
municipalities  as  a  rule  seem  content, 
to  let  things  run  along  in  the  same  old 
way. 

Dr.  Wiley  says  it  Is  probably  true 
that  the  adult  does  not  suft'er  as  a  rule 
from  the  effects  or  contaminated  milk. 
It  is  among  the  Infants  that  the  dam- 
age is  done,  infants  under  one  yea*-  of 
age.  Recently  the  chemist  has  been 
gathering  some  statistics  on  the  death 
rate  among  babies,  and  he  finds  that 
the  rate  among  babies  that  are  not 
mother-nursed  is  more  than  five  times 
as  great  as  among  babies  that  are 
mother-nursed. 

To  be  exact,  the  death  rate  among 
babies  depend  upon  the  milkman  is 
2.'i0  per  1,000,  while  among  babies  nur.'s*  1 
by  mothers  It   is  only  42   to  each   l.OOo.

Editor  Noyes  Tells  Some- 
thing of  History  of 
Journalism. 


Norfolk,  Va.,  June  13.— The  National 
Editorial  association  meeting  at  James- 
town exposition  spont  a  large  part  of  to- 
day on  a  pilgrimage  to  Jamestown  island, 
where  they  visited  the  scenes  of  the  orig- 
tr.al  Jamestown  sutilement.  There  was 
some  speech-making  on  the  boat  going 
and  returning  from  the  Island.  Last 
night  the  National  editors  held  a  me- 
morial service  for  the  members  who  had 
died  during   the  past   year. 

One  of  the  most  notable  papers  read 
before  the  association  was  that  of  Crosby 
S.  Noyes,  editor  of  the  Washington  Star, 
whose  subject  was  "Journalism  Since 
Jamestown." 

Air.  Noyes  reviewed  the  struggles  of 
Capt.  Joiin  Smith,  and  compared  his 
aehieveinentg  In  planting  and  sustaining 
the  English  colony  with  the  deeds  of 
President  Koo.sevelt.  He  declared  that 
they  "were  as  worthy  of  :£lorification, 
but  lacked  the  aid  of  the  press  that  had 
so  sreally  helped  tiie  latter  in  his  up- 
v.ard  career."  The  newspapers,  the 
speaker  declared,  have  given  iVir.  Rf>ose- 
velt  their  vigorous  support  in  liis  reform 
policies;  have  exploited  all  his  sayings 
and  doings;  glorilied  the  man  and  his 
work,  and  made  his  work  and  made  his 
name  a  houseiiold  word.  "Air.  Hoosevelt 
has  seemed  soniewliat  slow  in  acknowl- 
edging his  indebtedness  to  the  press.  ' 
Air.  Noyes  said,  "but  perhai)s  he  will 
Lliink  of  it  some  day  when  he  is  not  too 
busy." 

Air.  Noyes  traced  the  history  of  jour- 
nalism from  tlie  publication  of  llu-  first 
newspaper  in  Engla.id— the  Weekly  News 
— in  16ii,l.  to  modern  metropolitan  journa- 
lism. He  referred  to  the  Virginia  Ga- 
zette, estaiblislied  in  173«.  and  the  Rich- 
mond Enquirer  in  1S»>4.  as  the  pioneers  in 
V^irginia    journalism. 

The  collection  and  publication  o>f  news 
events,  the  speaker  pointed  out.  was 
unknown  to  the  English  and  American 
press  at  the  time  of  the  coiistitution 
convention  in  17S7,  and  he  said,  "had  it 
not  been  for  James  Madison,  who  un- 
dtriook  the  ardiiou.s  labor  of  keeping  a 
record  of  what  was  said  and  done,  tlie 
important  debates  on  the  federal  con- 
stitution would  not  have  been  preserv- 
ed." Ag-aln  ilie  reiK)rter  wag  unknown 
in  IS^l,  when  Oani  1  Webster  delivered 
a  famous  address  at  the  Bunker  Hill 
monunuat.  The  lirst  appearar.ce  of  the 
reporter,  Mr.  Noyes  declared,  was  when 
Joseph  Gath  of  the  National  Intelligen- 
cer, 'covered''  Daniel  Webster's  reply  to 
Hayne.  The  speaker  .said  Air.  Webster's 
speech  on  the  currency  question  in  1837, 
in  reply   to  Mr.    Calhoun  was  not  report-

Discussing  the  journalism  of  the  pres- 
ent day,  Mr.  Noyc^  referred  to  the 
"modern  peimy  dreadfuls"  which  he  said,

In  discussing  the  attitude  toward  the 
press  of  "our  rulers,  state  and  national," 
the  speaker  declared  that  they  have, 
with  two  or  tliree  exceptions  l>een  on 
fii.-ndly  terms  with  the  newspapermen. 
In  di-scussing  President  Roosevelt's  atti- 
iiide.    he   said: 

"He  has  declared  himself  In  favor  of 
newspapers,  with  clean,  healthy  criti- 
cisin.s,  which  shall  be  fearless  ajul  truth- 
ful, but  when  it  comes  to  the  test,  it  is 
Seen  that  he  does  not  relish  those  "fear- 
less and  truthful  critic ism.s'  v.' hen  tliey 
are   at   his  expense. 

His  hasty  approval  of  the  brutal  deeds 
of  his  subordinates  at  the  White  House, 
when  the  knock  down  and  drag  out  out- 
li.ge  was  committed  upon  Mrs.  Alinor 
Au.rris,  was  an  act  of  cruei,  heartless  in- 
Ji.stice.  But  the  newspapermen  have  lut 
quarrel  with  the  president.  There  is  some 
friction  Ijetween  them,  but  no  rupture; 
and  Secretary  l_^cb  dispenses  the  White 
House  new.s  witli  tact  and  intelligence. 

"And  whether  Air.  Roosevelt  is  elected 
by  acclamation  for  a  third  term,  or  rules 
by  deputy  In  the  shape  of  a  president  de- 
signated by  him,  or  whether  after  an  In- 
tti\al  of  tour  years,  he  shall  again  take 
the  prL^sidency,  he  will  receive  the  cordial 
j.!'-PPort  of  the  prt^ss  in  all  great  efCort.s 
for  the  public  good  and  the  national  wel- 
fare. At  the  same  time,  the  press  will 
n  serve  the  right,  'fearlessly  and  truth- 
fully' to  criticise  his  acts  when  they  are 
mconsiderate  and   unjust. 

"The  newspapers  have  nothing  to  ask  of 
him,  but  fair  treatment.  They  will  ikU  be 
unduly  elated  if  he  puts  them  on  the  rack 
and  their  equanimity  will  not  be  greatly 
disturV>ed  should  he  give  them  the  cold 
shoulder.  They  hold  themselves  to  be 
onlained  preachers  as  well  as  Mr.  Roose- 
velt and  they  will  keep  their  pulpits  for 
all  lime."

Besides,  it  is  poor  consolation  to  a  man  who  is  being 
hectored  by  hoodhims  to  tell  him  he  can  go  to  the 
courts  for  damages  after  the  roughs  are  through  with 
him.

It  is  no  small  thing  to  do  for  a  conscientious  and 
public-spirited  citizen  such  as  Mr.  Washburn  is  to  go 
upon  the  school  board.  The  work  is  hard,  the  respon- 
sibility is  great,  and  perhaps  the  public  appreciation  is 
often  too  slender.  But  when  the  city  gets  men,  as  it  has 
in  this  case,  who  do  splendid  and  creditable  work,  it 
hates  to  let  them  go. 

The  Herald  is  quite  certain  that  it  voices  public 
sentiment  when  it  says  that  Duluth  wants  Mr.  Wash- 
burn to  remain  upon  the  board,  and  that  it  hopes  that 
nothing  but  absolute  necessity  will  impel  him  to  refuse 
re-election.

"People  who  are  not  daily  visitors  to 
the  iron  mUies  on  the  ranges  do  not 
realize  what  a  vast  am4unt  of  timber 
they  find  It  necessary  to  use,"  said  E.  R. 
R03.S  of  Evoleth  at  tife  St.  I>5Uls.  "The 
open  pit  mines  do  not  use  so  much  of  it. 
of  course,  but  In  the  underground  work- 
ings there  are  thousands  and  thousands 
of  feet  of  timber.  It  1b  constantly  being 
sent  down  the  shafts  and  being  put  Into 
place. 

"Practicaly  all  the  underground  work- 
li'gp  require  bracing,  except  where  the 
tunneling  operalions  pa«s  through  solid 
rock.  In  places  one  can  walk  for  a  mile 
at  a  time,  and  every  step  of  the  way  be 
gu&rded  by  this  timber  cribbing,  which 
forms  a  solid  ceiling  and  wall.  There  is 
an  immense  strain  on  the  timber,  bearing 
the  heavy  weight  it  does,  and  it  is  fre- 
quently necessary  to  renew  the  cribbing. 
This  must  l>e  done  long  before  it  begins 
to  rot.  Sometimes  It  take.s  only  two  or 
three  weeks  for  the  big  timbers  to  begin 
and   they    require    constant    at- 


THE  WAY  TO  BEAT  IT. 

Every  family  in  Duluth,  as  well  as  every  family  in 
every  other  city,  town  and  village  in  the  country,  has  had 
tangible  and  more  or  less  painful  proof  in  its  own  expe- 
rience of  the  condition  described  by  a  local  article  in 
The    Herald  Tuesday  evening  about   the   high  prices  of 

meat. 

Every  detail  of  the  situation  is  shrouded  in  doubt, 
apparently,  except  the  one  vital  point  that  prices  arc 
higli^  There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  about  that,  un- 
fortunately. Meat  costs  more  than  it  has  in  years,  and 
if  the  average  family  keeps  on  using  it  as  freely  as  it 
has  in  the  past,  the  never-ceasing  struggle  to  make  both 
ends  meet  at  the  end  of  the  month,  with  enough  of  the 
right  end  lapping  over  to  put  away  in  the  bank  against  a 
rainy  day.  will  become  fiercer  and  more  difficult  than 
ever. 

It  does  no  good  to  complain  to  the  butcher  about  it. 
He  shrugs  his  shoulders  and  throws  up  his  hands  in  a 
manner  indicating  his  complete  innocence,  and  talks 
about  the  packers.  Of  course  there  is  no  use  going  to 
the  packers  with  your  complaint,  because  they  have 
things  pretty  much  their  own  way.  Besides,  they  are 
laying  the  blame  further  on,  claiming  that  the  high  prices 
are  due  t"  the  stubbornness  of  the  cattle-raisers  in  want- 
ing pay  for  animals  that  the  food  inspectors  may  con- 
demn.   They  don't  stop  there,  but  put  some  of  the  blame 

on  the  meat  inspection  law,  and  that  brings   it  back  to  |  broadening   of   the    school    system 
the  people,  who  clamored  for  such  a  law  because  a  young 
man  one  time  wrote  a  book  called  "The  Jungle." 

But  wherever  the  blame  should  go,  the  fact  remains, 
staring  the  humble  householder  in  the  face,  that  meat 
is  high,  very  high;  so  high,  indeed,  that  it  is  a  luxury, 
and  the  fancy  cuts  are  almost  prohibitive. 

Still,  worse  things  might  happen  than  this,  very 
easily.  It  is  generally  conceded,  by  those  that  ought  to 
know,  that  the  .American  people  eat  too  much  meat  any- 
way. These  folks  point  out  other  nations  where  meat  is 
seldom  eaten,  and  where  the  natives  are  healthier  and 
rosier  and  show  more  endurance  than  the  Americans 
do  on  their  heavy  meat  diet. 

FurtiuTmorc,  those  fancy  cuts  of  meat,  whicli  have 
grown  so  far  bej'ond  the  purses  of  the  average  family, 
arc  not  the  best  cuts  to  eat,  anyway.  Experts  say  that 
the  most  nutrition  is  found  in  the  cheaper  cuts  of  meat, 
the  kind  that  will  have  to  take  the  place  of  the  fancy 
roasts  and  steaks  and  chops  in  the  average  household 
with  prices  where  they  are  now. 

So  if  it  is  true  that  we  shall  be  healthier  and  happier 
if  we  eat  less  meat,  and  that  we  shall  get  better  results 
out  uf  the  cheap  meat  than  we  ever  did  out  of  the  fancy 
meat,  the  application  of  the  screw  of  high  prices  will 
prove  a  blessing  in  disguise. 

Besides,  there  will  be  some  satisfaction  in  rebuking 
the  high  prices  by  cutting  down  the  sales  of  meat.

That 
starry  banner,  which  has  fluttered  in  the  breeze  on  many 
a  battlctield  where  its  cause  was  the  cause  of  freedom 
and  of  humanity;  that  has  stirred  the  deeper  springs  of 
patriotism  in  many  an  .Vmerican  breast;  which  is  emble- 
matic of  so  much  that  makes  for  progress  and  the  eleva- 
tion of  humanity;  that  flag  should  fly  Friday  from  every 
building  in  Duluth,  as  a  token  of  honor  to  a  banner  that 
means  so  much  and  is  loved  so  well. 

It  wa-,  because  it  was  deemed  proper  that  the  birth- 
day 'jf  the  flag  should  be  systematically  observed  that 
Flag  day  was  set  aside,  not  as  a  holiday,  exactly,  but  as 
one  of  the  days  of  the  year  in  which  the  people  should 
turn  their  thoughts  to  the  events  and  sentiments  that 
have  given  the  world  this  nation,  and  this  nation  its  flag. 

Let  everybody,  then,  show  his  colors  tomorrow. 
Even  if  it  is  but  a  little  one,  every  home  should  fly  a 
flag,  and  those  who  have  charge  of  the  big  buildings 
down  town  should  remember  those  bare  flagstaff's  up  on 
the  ro(tf>..  and  see  to  it  that  the  Stars  and  Stripes  float 
from  thcui  tomorrow. 


FRISCO  AND  THE  JAPS. 

San  Francisco  does  not  like  to  be  called  '"Frisco," 
and  The  Herald  wouldn't  use  the  term  on  that  account 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  it  does  not  believe  that 
the  coast  metropolis  is  doing  just  the  right  thing  by  the 
country  in  the  matter  of  the  Japanese  within  its  borders. 
The  use  of  the  term,  therefore,  arises  from  a  slight  feel- 
ing of  irritation  against  the  much  afflicted  city  of  the 
Golden  Gate,  which  would  be  much  less  slight  if  San 
Francisco's  afflictions  were  less  sore  and  burdensome. 

The  attitude  of  San  Francisco,  as  exemplitied  in  its 
newspaper  utterances,  is  not  what  it  should  be  toward 
the  Japanese  nor  toward  the  rest  of  the  country.  While 
there  is  no  danger  of  war  with  Japan  at  present,  there 
is  no  question  that  an  clement  composed  of  jingoes  and 
radicals  in  Japan  is  trying  to  make  San  Francisco's  treat- 
ment of  the  Japanese  the  occasion  for  trouble. 

In  replying  to  a  statement  by  the  Japanese  consul  at 
San  Francisco,  the  Call  of  that  city  quotes  him  as  saying 
that  Japanese  restaurants  have  been  systematically  an- 
noyed and  unjustly  attacked,  and  that  hardly  a  day  goes 
by  that  some  threatening  demonstration  is  not  made  by 
roughs  and  hoodlums  against  Japanese  places  of  busi- 
ness. Then  the  Call  says  that  "if  the  Japanese  have  a 
grievance,  the  courts  are  open  to  them.  This  simple 
plan  may  not  suit  the  cocky  Japanese  who  travel  with  a 
chip  on  the  shoulder,  but  it  is  the  civilized  way." 

Then  the  Call  pn^cc-d;,  to  show  that  the  sentiment  in 
San  I'rancisco  is  bitter  against  the  Japanese,  and  that  it 
shares  the  prejudi<c.  lis  conclusion  is  that  if  they  don't 
like  it  they  should  stay  away.

A  WINNING  FIGHT. 

The  growth  of  the  intelligent  campaign  against  con- 
sumption, based  at  last,  after  years  of  ignorance  and  su- 
perstition, upon  accurate  knowledge  of  the  disease  and 
its  ways,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  legislature  of 
Pennsylvania,  at  its  recent  session,  appropriated  $1,000,- 
000  to  be  used  in  iightiug  the  dread  disease,  and  that  the 
health  officers  of  that  state  have  lately  been  considering 
the  best  methods  of  u.^ing  the  money. 

Dr.  Dixon,  health  commissioner  of  Pennsylvania, 
lately  told  the  American  Medical  association  how  he 
proposed  to  use  the  appropriation,  which  is  undoubtedly 
the  largest  sum  ever  set  aside  for  such  a  purpose  by 
any  state  of  the  union. 

He  will  first  establish  in  every  one  of  the  sixty-seven 
counties  of  the  state  a  dispensary  for  tuberculosis-,  where 
sufferers  who  cannot  leave  home  may  get  free  advice. 
They  will  be  told  what  food  they  should  eat  and  how 
they  shall  eat  it,  they  will  be  informed  of  the  need  of 
rest  if  they  can  get  it,  they  will  be  told  what  medicines 
they  nee<l. — they  need  very  little,  the  less  the  better, — 
and  the  efficacy  of  the  open-air  treatment  will  be  explain- 
ed to  them. 

This  plan  will  form  the  basis  for  a  pretty  effective 
fight.  Each  of  these  dispensaries  will  be  a  center  of 
public  education  in  the  several  lines  of  information  which 
it  is  important  that  the  public  should  have 
vice  and  free  treatment  will  show  the  consumptive  how 
he  can  cure  himself  with  nothing  but  nourishing  food 
and  lots  of  it,  good  fresh  air  and  lots  of  that,  and  with 
strict  attention  to  cleanliness. 

The  relatives  of  consumptives  will  be  told  of  its  con- 
tagiousness, and  will  be  instructed  how  to  prevent  other 
members  of  the  family  from  taking  it.  Consumption  is 
contagious,  but  its  contagion  can  be  checked  by  care. 
It  is  also  curable,  and  in  its  early  stages  its  cure  is  com- 
paratively simple.  Those  who  can  aflford  a  tent  in  a 
clean  yard,  and  plenty  of  eggs,  milk  and  wholesome  food, 
need  not  vvorrj'  about  the  disease  that  was  not  long  ago 
considered  incurable. 

Minnesota  has  not  been  able  to  make  its  fight  on  a 
scale  so  elaborate,  but  it  is  doing  its  share.  It  has  estab- 
lished a  slate  sanitarium  for  consumptives  at  Walker, 
Duluth  and  other  cities  in  the  state  require  physicians 
to  report  cases  of  consumption  just  as  they  report  cases 
of  diphtheria,  and  health  boards  are  seeing  to  it  that 
houses  in  which  cases  occur  are  properly  safeguarded 
and  disinfected. 

The  outlook,  in  view  of  such  earnest  and  well-direct- 
ed efforts  as  these,  is  exceedingly  hopeful.  Such  tactics, 
carried  on  everywhere,  accompanied  by  the  destruction 
of  the  disease-breeding  slums  of  the  cities,  will  wipe  out 
the  scourge  in  a  few  years.  If  the  campaign  continues 
to  grow  as  it  is  growing  now,  the  next  generation  may 
be  absolutely  free  from  a  disease  that  now  causes  one- 
seventh  of  all  .deaths  in  this  country.

The  line  of  legal  fight  that  First  As- 
sistant County  Attorney  W.  J.  Stevenson 
hab  adopted  in  the  proceedings  to  en- 
force the  collection  of  the  real  estate 
taxes  of  the  Duluth  Telephone  company 
for  1905,  has  caused  a  great  deal  of 
speculation  as  to  what  the  outcome  of 
the  tax  case  is  likely  to  mean  to  the  tele- 
phone company  and  other  large  Minne- 
sota corporations  if  the  local  company 
Icses  and  a  precedent  is  established. 

The  lax  case  is  now  pending  in  the  dis- 
trict court  and  will  probably  be  taken  up 
and  disposed  of  during  the  present   term. 

The  telephone  company,  in  its  answer 
to  the  tax  proceedings,  took  the  stand 
that  it  would  not  pay  any  realty  taxes 
on  the  half  lot  of  First  street,  adjoining 
its  exchange  building,  claiming  that  the 
lot  was  necessary  as  a  part  of  its  busi- 
ness, the  land  being  used  for  storage  pur- 
pc  ttes,  etc.  The  company  maintained  that 
u  is  exempt  from  a  realty  tax  as  It  is 
operating  under  the  gross  earnings  tax 
provided  by  the  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution ot  the  state  of  Minnesota  in 
l!s9C,   and  incorporated  in  the   law  of  1897. 

Constitutional  amendments  must  be 
submitted  to  the  people  at  a  general  elec- 
tion. If  they  are  pas.sed  the  governor  is- 
.sues  a  proclamation  to  that  eftect  and 
the  amendment  is  incorporated  as  a  part 
ol   the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state. 

In  isy6  tile  constitution  was  amended  so 
that  tho  state  could  tax  express  compan- 
ies, telephone  and  telegraph  companies, 
sleeping  car  companies  and  all  domestic 
and  foreign  insurance  companies  on  a 
igiiss  earnings  basis.  The  proclamation 
as  is.-jut'd  by  the  governor  and  written  in 
I  tlie  constitution  contains  a  proviso  except- 
ing ceitain  classes  of  property  from  the 
grc.s.s  earnings  tax.  This  exemption  In- 
cluded farm  land,  business  blocks  or 
other  property  owned  by  such  corpor- 
ation, sudi  as  could  be  taxed  by  ordinary 
methods  of   taxation.

"Provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this 
act  contained  shall  operate  to  authorise 
the  aH.'sessment  or  taxation  of  land  or 
ordinary  business  blocks  or  property 
owned  by  any  such  corporation,  persons, 
firm  or  "company,  except  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  ordinary  methods  of  tat- 
atlon." 

The  proclamatkm  of  the  governor, 
which  was  inserted  in  the  constitution, 
reads  as  follows; 

"Provided  further,  that  nothing  In  this 
act  contained  shall  operate  to  authorlie 
the  assessment  or  taxation  of  farm  laud 
or  ordinary  business  blocks  or  property 
owned  by  any  such  corporations,  per- 
-sons,  firms  or  companies,  except  in  tiie 
manner  provided  by  the  ordinary  methods 
of    taxation." 

A  comparl-wn  of  the  two  foregoing 
paragraphs  shows  quite  clearly  how  tae 
amendment  was  elianged  In  the  procla- 
mation by  in-sertlng  the  word  "farm," 
before  land. 

The  state,  represented  by  Assistant 
County  Attorney  Steplienson  will  main- 
tain that  imder  the  amendment  submit- 
ted and  pa.ssed  on  by  the  people  all 
land,  ordinary  business  blocks,  etc.,  were 
exempted  from  the  gross  earnings  tix 
and  that  the  telephone  company  must 
not  only  pay  a  real  e.-»tate  tax  on  the 
half  lot  mentioned  tor  1906,  but  that  it 
must  pay  real  estate  taxes  on  the  prop- 
erly for  tlie  past  six  years,  that  being 
the  limit  under  tlie  statutes  for  tax  col- 
lection on  realty -that  has  not  been  prev- 
iously taxed.  If  Mr.  Stephenson  makes 
the  point  stick  it  will  undoubtedly  nieaai 
that  the  telephone  company  will  not  only 
lose  what  it  has  paid  out  in  gr<>ss  earn- 
ings tax,  covering  the  lot,  but  in  adll- 
tton  must  pay  back  real  estate  tax  lor 
six   years. 

N'ot  only  will  the  corn-pan y  be  llal)le 
for  back  taxes  in  cajje  it  loses  Ma  tax 
suit  on  the  ground  contended,  but  It  will 
also  become  liable  for  street  Impro'/e- 
meiit  assessments.

ROB  POSTOFFICE 
AT  TWIN  VALLEY 

Cracksmen    Blow   Safe 
and  Secure  Seven  Hun- 
dred Dollars. 

Twin  Valley.  Minn.,  June  13.— (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.)— The  postoffice 
here  waa  broken  into  night  before  last 
and  $700  In  cash  and  stamps  taken. 
There   appears    to   be   no    clue. 

The  robber  or  robbers  .secured  an 
entrance  to  the  office  by  breaking  the 
glass  in  the  top  part  of  the  back 
door,  which  enabled  them  to  put  an 
arm  into  the  apei-ture  and  draw  the 
bolts,  and  also  turn  the  knob  of  a 
Yale  lock,  which  reinforced  the  double 
bolt.  Using  a  sledge  hammer  and  a 
chisel,  which  they  secured  from  a 
neighboring  blacksmith  shop,  they 
knocked  the  dial  off  the  safe,  and 
inserted  gunpowder.  This  was  touched 
oft!  with  a  fuse,  and  the  outer  shell 
of  the  door  was  forced  off.  It  was 
an  easy  matter  to  pry  open  the  inner 
shell  that  was  left,  and  the  contents 
of  the  safe.  consisting  of  several 
hundred  dollars"  worth  of  stamps  and 
a  small  amount  of  change  was  taken.

Rapid  River,  Mich.,  June  13.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Temporarily  enjoinei 
I  by  Circuit  Judge  Stone,  the  farmers 
along  the  \\\hiteflsh  river,  Delta  county, 
have  been  forbidden  from  in  anyway 
interfering  with  the  men  at  work  on 
the  log  drives  of  the  Garth  and  Jerry 
Maddtn  companies.  This  is  another 
phase  of  a  strenuous  fight  between  the 
settlers   and  lumbermen. 

Some  weeks  ago  when  the  drives  were 
started  the  companies  strung  their 
booms  across  the  river  just  above  the 
Soo  line  bridge.  When  the  logs  came 
down  and  formed  a.  Jam  the  water 
was  backed  and  flooded  the  fields  of  the 
farmers  for  a  mile  above  the  bridge. 
The  logs  were  carried  out  on  the  fields 
and  the  water  hag  /.destroyed  crop.}, 
in  consequence  of  wliich  suits  for  $5,- 
000  damages  have,  been  instituted. 
Following  this  action,  and  acting  un- 
der the  instructions  of  their  attorney, 
the  farmers  forbade  •  the  log  drivers 
from  even  walking  atlong  the  banks 
I  of  the  river  where  it  'passes  through 
;  their  farms.  They  were  prepared  to 
use  force  if  necessary^  whereupon  the 
1  injunction  was  applied  for  and  grant- 
ed. Interesting  points  of  law  are  in- 
i  volved.  It  is  not  denied  that  the  farm- 
ers can  keep  the  men  off  their  field.i, 
I  but  it  is  question  if ,  they  can  pre- 
i  vent  the  drivers  from  walking  along 
banks  of  the  river  while  the  men 
at  work  on  the  d,rive.  The  tem- 
1  porary  Injunction  which  has  been 
•  granted  will  probably  answer  all  prac- 
;  tical  purposes  of  lumber  companies,  for 
;  prior  to  the  final  hearing  they  will  have

For  centuries  past  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  Spanish  royal  family  to 
dispose  of  the  lost  tooth  of  the  heir 
to  the  throne  In  this  way,  and  the  ring 
In  which  the  precious  tooth  is  set  is 
looked  upon  and  jealously  guarded  as 
an  heirloom  in  the  family  o  fthe  fortu- 
nate  recipent. 

The  imperial  court  of  Russia  had  an 
English,  or  rather  Scottish,  nurse,  who 
held  her  po.st  for  a  great  many  years. 
She  was  Catherine  McKinnon,  who  was 
born  and  bred  on  the  Ross  of  Mull.  The 
daugiiter  of  a  humble  crofter,  she 
was  first  in  the  service  of  a  Russian 
nobleman,  whence  she  passed  into  the 
Russian  royal  household.

Business  men  ^ 
said  it  would  never  be  obtained  -^ 
cheaply  enough  to  sell  to  the  j^ 
farmer  as  fertilizer.  In  Nor-  4 
way  a  plant  has  been  establish- 
ed which  has  been  conducted 
with  such  good  results  that  I 
expect  to  see  atmospheric  ferti- 
lizer on  the  market  in  this  coun- 
try within  the  next  ten  years. 

"That  such  a  product  will 
soon  be  imperatively  necessary 
there  is  no  doubt.  Every  ship- 
load of  wheat  and  corn  which 
goes  abroad  leaves  the  United 
States  so  much  poorer,  not  in 
gold   but   in   nitrogen." 

Mr.  Edison  continued:  "An- 
other scientific  discovery  which 
I  expect  to  see  before  I  die  is 
the  direct  generation  of  electric- 
iity  from  coal.  This  has  al- 
ready been  achieved  in  an  ex- 
perimental way.

IMPORTANT  ANSWER. 


Q'jestions  Constitutionality  of  Part  of 
tiie  Railroad  Rate  Law. 

Washington,  June  14. — An  important 
answer  questioning  the  constitutionali- 
ty of  a  part  of  the  railnad  rate  law 
was  filed  today  by  the  Pullman  com- 
pany to  a  complaint  recently  filed  with 
the  interestate  commerce  commissioa 
by  George  B.  Loftus  of  St.  Paul,  involv- 
ing the  fairness  of  sleeping  car  rates. 
The  complaint  alleged  that  the  Pull- 
man company  exacted  excessive  and. 
unreasonable  charges  for  its  sleeping 
car  accommodations  and  urged  the 
commission  to  compel  the  company  un- 
der the  recently  enacted  railroad  rate 
law    to    reduce    the    rates. 

The  company's  answer  today  insists 
that  the  charges  are  entirely  just  and 
proper.  It  denies  the  authorities  of 
the  interstate  commerce  commission  to 
issue  the  order  demanded  by  Mr.  Lof- 
tus. In  making  this  defense  the  Pull- 
man company  attacks  the  constitution- 
ality of  part  of  the  railroad  rate  law. 

The  law  defines  a  common  carrief 
and  makes  clear  that  express  com- 
panies and  sleeping  car  companies  are 
not  common  carriers  under  the  law. 

It  was  expected  by  the  commission 
that  the  Pullman  company  should  make 
just  such  an  an.swer  as  it  has  made  to 
the  I^ftu.s  complaint.  It  is  well  under- 
-stood  that  the  Pullman  company  ex- 
pects in  the  event  of  adverse  decision 
to  appeal  the  case  to  the  higher  courts.

Omaha  Road  Puts  Card- 
ing System  in  Effect 
Locally. 

W!!!    Do    Away    With 

Danger    of  Car 

Shortage. 


The  Omaha  road  yesterday  put  in 
effect  the  carding  system  at  the  Head 
of  the  Liakes,  to  facilitate  the  move- 
ment of  freight  cars,  and  prevent  a 
congestion  of  traffic  such  as  was  ex- 
perienced by  all  tlie  roads  In  this  terri- 
tory last  fall  and  winter.  It  is  expected 
the  new  system  will  prove  to  be  such 
ft  success  that  all  other  lines  entering 
Duluth  will  follow  the  example  set  by 
the  Omaha,  and  adopt  the  same  sys- 
tem, thus  probably  preventing  freight 
coiigestions  in  future. 

This  method  of  keeping  track  of  cars, 
and  their  destinations,  saves  a  va^t 
amount  of  time  and  trouble  to  the 
crews  on  the  switch  engines,  and  does 
away  entirely  With  bills  of  lading  for 
the  switching  crews.  The  plan  is  to 
have  every  freight  car  plainly  marked, 
BO  that  a  glance  at  the  sign  on  It  will 
toll  the  observer  Just  where  the  ship- 
ment is  to  go. 

All  cars  loaded  on  Omaha  tracks  will 
be  carded  by  the  road,  but  cars  com- 
ing from  foreign  lines  will  be  carded 
by  the  .shipi>er,  if  their  co-operatton 
can  be  obtained,  or  by  the  foreign  lines 
themselves,  a.8  soon  as  their  assistance 


is  obtained  in  the  movement.  Last 
year  the  Omaha  put  the  scheme  into 
effect  in  Mitmeapolis,  and  It  met  with 
such  remarkable  success  that  all  the 
otlier  roads  entering  the  Flour  City 
liave   since   adopted    the   same   plan. 

The  cards,  which  are  provided  by  the 
ralhoad  company,  whether  put  in  placo 
by  itself  or  the  shipper,  are  dated, 
showing  when  the  car  was  loaded, 
where  it  is  going,  to  whom  it  is  con- 
signed, and  the  commodity  with  which 
it  is  loaded.  Under  the  old  .system  the 
switching  crew  had  to  chase  up  and 
down  the  yards,  in  a  more  or  less  aim- 
less fashion,  the  foreman  carrying  a 
bunch  of  bills  of  lading  in  his  hand, 
and  picking  out  the  different  cai-s  at 
considerable  trouble,  and  with  a  big 
waste  of  time.  It  may  readily  be  seen 
tliat  with  the  new  method  in  effec*;, 
much  time  will  be  saved. 

'"The  adoption  of  this  system  means 
considerable  additional  expense  to  th3 
railroad,"  said  A.  M.  Fenton,  district 
freight  and  passenger  agent  of  the 
Omalia,  this  morning,  "but  we  believe 
the  improved  service  obtained  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  system  easily  warrants  its 
adoption.  We  are  confident  that  the 
plan  will  work  out  with  such  very 
great  success  here  that  all  the  other 
roads  will  put  it  Into  effect,  and  if  this 
is  done  the  car  situation  will  be  much 
easier  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  the 
coming  year  than  it  was  last.  I  be- 
lieve the  car  congestion  can  be  done 
away  with  entirely,  because,  under  the

On  this  showing  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease of  $2,407.87,  or  a  33  1-3  per  cent 
gain   in  business.

What  are  a  tea  tasters  duties?  He 
must  distinguish  the  mixture  of  two 
blends;  point  out,  in  each  separate  In- 
Btarico,  if  the  mixtures  are  of  equal 
grades;    he    must    know    to   a   nicety    the 


difference  between  a  pure  brand  and  an 
inferior  one;  he  must  know  the  taste  of 
every  individual  sort  of  tea— not  an  ea.sy 
thing,  when  it  is  remembered  that  brands 
of  tea  are  many,  and  the  blends  are  con- 
stantly being  reblended. 

In  ten  years  time  a  tea  taster  cannot 
be  deceived  as  to  the  history  or  nation- 
ality of  any  tea  in  the  world.  He  can  pro- 
vent  his  firm  from  being  deceived,  for 
he  has  Irunk  tea  with  milk,  cream,  lemon, 
stniight,  served  according  to  the  peculiar 
wish  of  every  nation.  He  is  sent  to  China, 
Japan.  Russia,  India,  to  study  the  tea 
brew  of  each  tea  drinking  nation. 

Tea  tasters  are  seldom  seen  at  work, 
but  H.  L.  McLean  of  Broad  street,  is  an 
exception  in  this  respect. 

"Twenty    years    in    the    business,"    said 

1  Mr     McLean,    "and    I    am    not    yet    dead. 

How  do  I  taste  tea?    Well,  1  put  the  sam- 


ple in  covered  cups,  made  specially  for 
the  purpose,  and  skim  along  eight  or  ten 
cups  at  a  time. 

"I  put  milk  in  some  to  test  the  color, 
cream  in  others  to  test  the  quality  and 
lemon  in  some  to  test  the  nature  of  the 
mixture. 

"I  seldom  taste  more  than  a  quarter 
teaspoon  of  each  cup  and  only  swallow 
enough  to  get  the  simple  taste.  One  sip 
is  enough  for  me  to  determine  all  I  want 
to   know. 

"Does  tea  hurt  me?  Well  I  drink  two 
or  three  cups  several  times  a  day  with 
my  meals,  and  it  hasn't  hurt  ine  yet.  I 
never  drink  tea  without  straining,  as  it 
stew.s  if  you  drink  it  with  the  leaves. 

"Never  add  hot  water  to  the  tea  left 
on  the  leaves,  it  makes  it  strong  and  bit- 
ter;   it    is    tannin    then    and   not    tea.     I 


never  allow  tea  to  stand  more  than  seven 
minutes  and  I  never  w^eaken  it. 

"There  are  not  more  than  a  few  fjen- 
uine  tea  tasters,  and  only  three  in  Can- 
ada, where  I  hall  from.  Tea  tasting  Is  a 
science  in  the  East,  but  is  practically  ne- 
glected here." 

Mr.  McLean's  employers  said:  "We 
knew  Gillett  well.  He  died  of  old  age 
and  was  as  bright  a  man  as  ever  lived. 
Oriental  travelers  got  crazy  Ideas  Into 
their  heads  that  the  green  tea  was  col- 
ored by  poisonous  solutions,  and  repeat- 
ed the  absurd  tradition  that  the  Chinese 
were  made  swallow  by  too  much  d-evo- 
tion  to  tea.  Look  at  the  English,  who 
drink  tea  four  times  a  day.  Their^  c«m- 
plexions  refute  such  an  argument. 

Albert  Macomber  of  Central  street  taid: 
"I  am  a  practical  tea  taster.  Every  tea 
merchant  has  to  be,  owing  to  the  lack  or 


efficient  tea  experts.  I've  tasted  tea  for 
fortv  years  and  have  been  in  China  and 
Japan,  where  they  have  all  kinds  of  tea, 
and  I  never  heard  of  tea  hurling  a  man  s 
heart,  unless  it  was  weak.  „    /,„„ 

"I  keep  a  kettle  boiling  here  all  day 
long.  So  does  everybody  else  in  the  busi- 
ness, and  we  taste  tea  for  all  wholesale 
customers." 

R    F.  Winslow  of  India  street,  said:     ''I 

know  one  man,  alive  and  well  at  8<,  who 

is  a  tea  tester,  and  no  more  feeble  than 

any  man  of  his  age.     Tea  drinking  in  ex-

The  intimiB-te..' relation  between  the 
lottery  .and  racing  games  may  be  (!Sti- 
n\ated  from  tiie  fact  that  Morris  Park, 
in  Westchester,  practically  owed  its 
existen'e  to  the  fortunes  accumulated 
by  its  founders  In  the  Louisiana  State 
lottery.  Getting  the  people  "coming 
and  going,"  as  the  racing  phrase  goes. 
"Then  there  is  the  "great  American 
game"  of  poker.  The  average  Ameri- 
can youth  feels  that  he  can  beat  the 
game— If  ne  only  sticks  at  it  long 
enough.  He  car,— by  hiring  a  room,  fit- 
ting it  up  for  the  game,  paying  for  the 
lights  and  incidentals,  and  then  take 
the  "kitty"  for  his  share  of  the  profits. 
For  the  'kitty'  always  wins— it  alone 
takes  no  chances;  It  is  never  forced  to 
bluft".  nor  is  it  ever  bluffed. 

Even  then  the  winner  of  the  "kitty" 
has  to  make  good.  He  has  to  see  to  ft 
that  enough  "marks"  habitually  play 
the  game  in  his  rooms  and  over  his 
tables  to  make  the  totals  of  the  "kitty  " 
pay  him  for  fne  amounts  he  expends  in 
rent,   light.s,   incidentals,   etc.

The  idea  emanates  from  John  C.  Busby 
of  Independence,  who  owns  a  high-i:K)w<  r 
telesfope  and  i^■su^-s  predictions  on  the 
weiither  based  on  what  the  .stars  are 
diiing.  Busby  has  been  soothsaying  ever 
smte  he  was  old  enougli  to  grow  whlsk- 
«  rs,  and  this  year  he  won  immortal  fame 
locally  by  predicting  that  last  winter 
would  be  warm  and  tliat  the  present 
spring  would  resemble  January  in  the 
Arctic  circle. 

Being  in  the  professional  prophet  class. 
Bus-by  hold.s  that  amateur  prognostlcators 
ought  to  be  discouraged,  and  to  bring  this 
about  he  propu.ses  to  establish  a  union  of 
soi'thsayers  and  to  affiliate  tliem  wiili  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.  Prophet 
Bu.^by  says  that  the  weather  bureau  is 
useless  because  it  bases  its  deductions  on 
meteorological  data  alone,  and  that  it 
does  not  phophesy  whafs  going  to  happ-n 
next  month  or  the  year  after  next.  This, 
he  says,  is  the  realm  of  the  real  prog- 
nosticator,  and  he  believes  that  if  a  con- 
gregation of  prophets  could  be  assembled 
and  a  composite  forecast  could  be  drafted, 
the  farmer  would  be  able  to  know  wheth- 
er droughts  or  floods  were  ahead  and  thus 
plant  the  right  kind  of  crops. 

"There  are  fifty  prophets  in  the  United 
States,"  said  Busby,  "and  I  hope  to  gain 
their  con.sent  to  organize  a  union.  It  will 
he  of  great  value  to  the  agriculturalists, 
and  at  ttie  same  time  it  would  elevate 
our  profession  to  that  of  skilled  labor, 
and  gain  for  us  a  financial  recompense 
that  at  present  is  withheld."

Family  trouble  is  given  as  the  cause 
of  the  shooting,  and  back  of  that  is  a 
long  story  of  brutal  treatment.  Mrs. 
Shafer  was  formerly  a  school  teacher. 
Shafer  was  compelled  to  marry  her.  For 
five  years  they  lived  apart,  but  he 
promised  to  do  better,  and  reconcilia- 
tion was  effected.  Yesterday  he  whip- 
ped his  wife  cruelly,  and  a  constable 
arrested  him.  He  was  released  on  bond 
and  returned  to  his  wife's  mother's 
home,  and  after  knocking  her  down, 
he  rushed  at  her  and  began  shooting. 
After  the  woman  had  been  shot  the 
little  8-year-old  boy  begged  piteous! y 
to  be  left  with  his  mother,  but  the 
inhuman  father  dragged  him  away  up 
tho  hillside  to  the  nearby  woodshed, 
then  placing  the  revolver  against  his 
head,  blew  out  the  child's  brains.

against  the  wishes  of  many  eminent 
Christian  peace  men,  both  Catholic  and 
Protestant.

Roosevelt  being  appointed  assistant  sec- 
retary of  the  navy,  because— as  we  wrote 
Governor  Long-we  felt  sure  if  he  re- 
ctlved  that  appointment  we  should  get 
into  a  war  with  something  about  some- 
thing.

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MAD  DOG  SCARES. 

Duluth  is  out  of  the  hydrophobia  belt  by  reason  of 
her  mild,  equable  summers  and  her  freedom  from  the 
heat  of  summer  that  drives  men  distracted  and  gives 
man's  Iiumble  friend  the  dog  symptoms  that  are  often 
mistaken  for  those  of  rabies,  but  in  climates  less  benevo- 
lently equipped  the  annual  mad  dog  scare  is  a  real  thing, 
even  if  the  madness  isn't,  as  many  authorities  arc  pro- 
claiming. 

Every  summer  there  is  a  season  in  many  cities  when 
everybody  is  on  the  lookout  for  mad  dogs,  when  every- 
body that  is  bitten  by  a  dog  is  hustled  to  a  Pasteur  insti- 
tute for  treatment,  and  when  the  people  go  a  good  deal 
madder  than  the  dogs,  and  go  about  slaughtering  every 
animal  that  shows  the  slightest  signs  of  suffering  from 
the   heat. 

So  long  as  there  is  a  belief  that  rabies  occurs  in  dogs, 
and  that  bites  from  rabid  dogs  bring  on  hydrophobia, 
nob<:>dy  is  going  to  take  any  chances,  eminent  authorities 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  but  there  really  is  lit- 
tle reason  in  the  panics  that  afflict  communities  when 
the  mad  dog  scare  is  on. 

The  Women's  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals  has  issued  a  pamphlet  which 
should  save  much  suffering  and  anxiety  if  its  provi.->ion3 
are  generally  circulated  and  digested.  Statements  are 
quoted  from  many  physicians  to  the  effect  that  rabid 
dogs  are  very  scarce  indeed,  and  that  nine  out  of  ten 
suspected  animals  are  merely  suffering  from  the  heat  as 
human  beings  suffer.  Furthermore,  these  physicians 
scout  the  idea  that  human  hydrophobia  is  prevalent,  and 
on  the  contrary  state  that  it  is  exceedingly  uncommon. 
In  m.>'.t  cases  where  people  are  supposed  to  have  hydro- 
phobia, they  say  that  99  per  cent  of  their  trouble  is  plain 
fright  and  the  result  of  their  own  morbid  imaginings. 

For  the  sake  of  the  dogs  it  is  well  to  campaign  against 
the  annual  mad  dog  scares,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  people 
it  is  better.  Nobody  should  be  careless  with  a  dog  that 
is  under  suspicion,  but  on  the  other  hand  nobody  should 
let  himself  be  swayed  by  a  senseless  panic  into  an  ill- 
ness that  is  solelj'  the  product  of  imagination.  Even  if 
the  public  does  not  accept  the  view  that  hydrophobia 
is  s->  uncommon  as  to  be  almost  unknown,  it  can  and 
should  accept  the  view  that  not  one  dog  in  ten  that  are 
suspected  is  really  afflicted  with  madness,  and  that  there 
is  no  occasion  for  being  frightened  to  death  every  time 
anybody  is  bitten  by  a  dog  in  hot  \^eather. 

Not  to  mention  the  dog  lives  it  will  save  from  unjust 
extinction,  the  campaign  against  the  mad  dog  scare  will 
do  much  good  if  it  frees  the  public  from  senseles>  panic 
and  unfounded  fears.  Regulations  requiring  the  muz- 
zling of  dogs  are  very  proper,  and  inflict  no  cruelty  upon 
the  dogs.  But  to  kill  every  dog  in  sight  every  time  there 
is  a  mad  dog  panic  is  needlessly  cruel,  besides  tending  to 
throw  the  people  into  an  unreasoning  and  unreasonable 
panic. 


A  FINE  TRIP  SPOILED. 

The  Herald  notes  with  great  regret  that  this  season, 
as  last,  the  passenger  steamer  North  West  will  make 
its  brief  stay  in  Duluth  in  the  night,  giving  its  passengers 
no  chance  to  see  the  city  except  by   electric  light. 

This  is  unjust  not  only  to  Duluth,  but  to  the  patrons 
of  the  line.  These  tourists  come  out  to  see  the  West, 
not  alone  to  take  a  boat  ride,  and  their  trip  would  be 
pleasanler  and  more  profitable,  and  far  more  worth  their 
while,  if  their  stay  in  Duluth  was  in  daylight,  as  it  used 
to  be. 

There  appears  to  be  no  excuse  for  thi.s.  The  boat 
leaves  Buffalo  in  the  evening,  and  also  reaches  and  leaves 
Duluth  in  the  evening.  Thus  both  ends  oi  the  trip  are 
spent  at  night,  and  the  passengers  miss  a  daylight  view 
of  one  of  the  most  scenic  cities  of  the  country. 

Duluth's  commercial  bodies  should  look  to  it  that 
this  dt.ies  not  happen  another  year. 


he  was  put  on  the  money  wagon  at  a  double  wage.  But 
he  could  learn  nothing  in  this  work,  so  he  complained, 
and  voluntaril}'  went  back  to  his  place  on  the  front  end 
of  a  car,  at  a  50  per  cent  cut  in  pay. 

Had  he,  as  thousands  of  other  young  men  would  have 
done,  stuck  to  the  place  that  paid  him  best,  unmindful 
of  the  future,  he  would  probably  have  been  there  yet. 
But  he  wanted  to  learn  the  business,  and  he  did.  From 
that  time  his  advancement  was  rapid,  but  no  more  rapid 
than  he  deserved.  He  kept  himself  so  well  posted  that 
he  was  always  ready  to  take  a  step  upward,  and  in  his 
early  thirties  found  himself  at  the  head  of  this  great 
system. 

Surely  there  is  a  lesson  in  this  story  for  j'oung  men 
who  complain  that  advancement  is  slow,  but  who  have 
taken  no  steps  to  fit  themselves  for  advancement  by 
sludj'ing  the  details  of  the  business  in  which  they  are 
engaged. 


SENSIBLE  EDUCATION. 

The  Herald  is  glad  to  see,  from  the  school  board's 
discussion  of  Wednesday  night,  that  that  body  favors 
the  idea  advanced  by  this  newspaper  Wednesday  eveiir 
ing:  that  public  school  pupils  that  can't  go  to  college 
should  be  given  a  training  that  will  fit  them  to  earn  a 
living. 

The  board  is  on  the  right  track  when  it  proposes  to 
at  least  go  so  far  as  to  make  the  West  Duluth  high 
school,  ultimately,  an  industrial  high  school,  where  boys 
will  not  be  taught  trades,  perhaps,  but  will  have  their 
hands  trained  as  well  as  their  brains  and  will  have  both 
hand  and  brain  trained  to  work  together,  that  they  maj' 
be  better  equipped  for  lives  of  activity  in  shop,  factory 
and  office. 

As  the  board  goes  further  in  this  movement,  it  maj- 
find  that  a  somewhat  radical  revolution  in  the  courses  of 
study,  not  only  in  the  high  schools  but  in  the  grades, 
will  be  necessary  in  order  that  proper  care  may  be  taken 
of  the  large  percentage  of  pupils  that  must  leave  school 
early,  without  neglecting  the  necessary  attention  to  those 
who  are  to  be  trained  for  college. 


TAKING  INTEREST. 

Some  of  those  who  begin  at  the  bottom  and  work  to 
the  top  of  great  industries  owe  their  advancement  to 
favoritism  and  the  influence  of  powerful  friends  and 
relatives,  but  not  very  many  of  them. 

The  great  industries  of  today  are  run  upon  too  cold- 
blooded a  basis  to  permit  of  much  of  that  sort  of  thing. 
They  are  business  enterprises,  every  one  of  them,  and 
their  aim  is  dividends.  So  they  can't  afford,  to  oblige 
the  friend  of  a  high  official,  to  put  incompetents  into 
responsible  positions.  Most  advancement  in  these  great 
corporations,  as  well  as  in  smaller  ones^  is  won  by  hard, 
persevering  and  intelligent  work,  and  goes  to  those  who 
deserve  it  by  showing  an  interest  in  their  work  and  a 
desire  to  get  ahead  in  it. 

The  case  of  Oren  Root,  Jr.,  recently  made  general 
manager  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  company  of 
New  York  at  an  age  that  makes  him  the  youngest  street 
railway  manager  in  the  world,  is  in  point.  He  is  a 
nephew  of  Elihu  Root,  secretary  of  state,  and  the  pre- 
mier of  the  president's  cabinet  gave  him  his  start,  but  it 
was  a  humble  start,  and  after  it  the  young  man  shifted 
for  himself,  and  shifted  well. 

After  his  graduation  in  1894  he  turned  his  hand  to 
several  occupations,  including  newspaper  reporting,  and 
made  but  indifferent  success.  Less  than  ten  years  ago 
he  landed  in  New  York  with  a  nickel  in  his  p<icket.  which 
he  paid  out  in  carfare  to  get  to  the  office  o(  Uncle  Elihu, 
who  was  counsel  for  the  Metropolitan  system,  and  who 
recommended  him  to  apply  to  it  for  work.  He  did,  and 
got  a  job  on  the  construction  gang  at  $8  per  week.  Then 
he  waa  transferred  to  a  barn  to  check  in  the  men  and 
horses  on  a  horse-car  line,  the  road  being  then  in  the 
process   of  making  its  first  experiment  with   electricity. 

His  wages  not  being  large  enough  to  provide  him 
with  many  amusements,  he  spent  his  evenings  studj- 
ing  the  new  motor  power  and  trying  to  find  out  what 
made  t'le  wheels  go  round.  An  official  of  the  company 
happening  to  notice  h's  interest,  he  was  advanced  to 
motorman,  with  slightly  increased  pay,  and  a  little  later 
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NATION  OR  STATE? 

What  is  to  be  the  outcome  of  the  dispute  which  now 
engrosses  attention,  over  the  question  of  whether  the 
federal  government  is  to  have  exclusive  control  of  rail- 
road regulation,  or  whether  the  states  are  to  have  charge 
of  the   traffic  that  is  wholly  within  their  own  borders? 

President  Roosevelt  and  others  believe  that  the  only 
safe  and  certain  method  is  to  have  the  federal  govern- 
ment take  full  charge  of  the  fight,  because  the  railroad 
business  is  something  that  all  the  states  are  interested 
in  alike,  and  because  the  utmost  confusion  exists  where 
one  state  is  alert,  a  neighbor  state  is  less  so,  and  a  state 
on  the  other  side  is  doing  practically  nothing  toward 
railroad  control. 

Against  this  plan  arises  the  specter  of  state  rights, 
and  since  the  issue  must  be  fought  out  sooner  or  later, 
and  a  line  definitely  drawn  between  the  functions  of  the 
federal  and  state  governments,  it  is  well  that  it  is  to 
be  decided  on  a  matter  so  important  as  that  of  railroad 
control.  Those  who  oppose  the  idea  of  turning  the  fight 
entirely  over  to  the  federal  government  see  in  it  the  ap- 
proach of  federalism,  the  extinction  of  the  states  as  sov- 
ereign powers,  and  the  amalgamation  of  a  union  of  inde- 
pendent states  into  a  centralized,  perhaps  imperialistic, 
government. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  national  banking  act 
was  attended  by  the  same  dispute,  and  that  its  passage 
was  the  culmination  of  a  struggle  extending  over  seventy- 
five  years  upon  the  right  of  the  federal  government  to 
charter  a  bank.  For  forty  years  it  was  denied,  until 
Chief  Justice  Marshall  settled  its  constitutionality  for 
all  time.  Every  stage  of  the  incorporation  of  national 
banks  was  disputed  in  the  courts,  and  it  was  twenty  years 
before  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  finally 
upheld  the  right  of  congress  to  assume  exclusive  control 
of  bank  circulation,  to  regulate  banking  by  federal  char- 
ter, and  to  decide  the  manner,  method  and  extent  to 
which  the  states  could  tax  national  banks  and  their  prop- 
erty, over  which  for  two  generations  state  taxation  had 
extended. 

National  banks  were  chartered  because  state  control 
of  bank  circulation  had  proved  an  utter  failure. 

The  question  now  is  whether,  for  the  same  reason, 
federal  control  of  railroads  shall  supersede  the  division 
of  authority  between  nation  and  state.  If  the  nation 
can  control  railroads  exclusively,  it  can  control  corpora- 
tions by  the  same  process  of  argument.  If  federal  con- 
trol is  victorious,  the  ne.xt  question  will  be  where  fed- 
eral control  is  to  stop,  and  what  rights  shall  be  left  to 
the  states,  if  any. 

In  the  Minnesota  cases,  now  pending,  the  railroads 
are  seeking  refuge  under  federal  control,  and  are  deny- 
ing the  right  of  a  state  to  have  jurisdiction  over  busi- 
ness that,  though  intrastate,  is  a  necessary  part  of  in- 
terstate business.  It  is  hardly  conceivable  that  they  can 
win  this  point.

MAD  DOG  SCARES. 

Duitith  is  out  of  the  hydrophobia  belt  by  reason  of 
her  mild,  equable  summers  and  her  freedom  fr>«m  the 
heat  of  summer  that  drives  men  distracted  and  gives 
man's  luimblc  friend  the  dog  symptoms  that  are  often 
mistaken  for  those  of  rabies,  but  in  climates  less  benevo- 
lently ctiuipped  the  annual  mad  dog  scare  is  a  real  thing, 
even  if  the  madness  isn't,  as  many  authorities  are  pro- 
claiinnig. 

Every  summer  there  is  a  season  in  many  cities  when 
everybody  is  on  the  lookout  for  mad  dogs,  when  every- 
body that  is  bitten  by  a  dog  is  hustled  to  a  Pasteur  insti- 
tute for  treatment,  and  when  the  people  go  a  go«)d  deal 
madder  than  the  dogs,  and  go  about  slaughtering  every 
animal  that  shows  the  slightest  signs  of  suffering  from 
the  heat. 

So  long  as  there  is  a  belief  that  rabies  occurs  in  dogs, 
and  that  bites  from  rabid  dogs  bring  on  hydrophobia, 
nobody  is  going  to  take  any  chances,  eminent  authorities 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  but  there  really  is  lit- 
tle reasjn  in  the  panics  that  afflict  communities  when 
the  mad  dog  scare  is  on. 

The  Women's  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Preven- 
tion of  Cruelty  to  Animals  has  issued  a  pamphlet  which 
should  save  much  suffering  and  an.xiety  if  its  provisions 
are  generally  circulated  and  digested.  Statements  arc 
quoted  from  many  physicians  to  the  effect  that  rabid 
dogs  arc  very  scarce  indeed,  and  that  nine  out  of  ten 
suspected  animals  are  merelj^  suffering  from  the  heat  as 
human  beings  suffer.  Furthermore,  these  physicians 
scout  the  idea  that  human  hydrophobia  is  prevalent,  and 
on  the  I  'Htrary  state  that  it  is  exceedingly  uncommon. 
In  m.'^t  cases  where  people  are  supposed  to  have  hydro- 
phribia,  they  say  tliat  99  per  cent  of  their  trouble  is  plain 
fright  and  the  result  of  their  own  rhorbid  imaginings. 

For  the  sake  of  the  dogs  it  is  well  to  campaign  against 
the  annual  mad  dog  scares,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  people 
it  is  better.  Nobod3-  should  be  careless  with  a  dog  that 
is  under  suspicion,  but  on  the  other  hand  nobody  should 
let  himself  be  swayed  by  a  senseless  panic  into  an  ill- 
nes>  that  is  solely'  the  product  of  imagination.

A  FINE  TRIP  SPOILED. 

The  Herald  notes  with  great  regret  that  this  season, 
as  last,  the  passenger  steamer  North  West  will  make 
its  brief  stay  in  Duluth  in  the  night,  giving  its  passengers 
no  chance  to  see  the  city  except  by  electric  liglu. 

This  ;s  unjust  not  only  to  Duluth,  but  to  the  patrons 
of  the  line.  These  tourists  come  out  to  see  the  West, 
not  alone  to  take  a  boat  ride,  and  their  trip  would  be 
pleasanter  and  more  profitable,  and  far  more  worth  their 
while,  if  their  stay  in  Duluth  was  in  daylight,  as  it  used 
to  be. 

Tiicrc  appears  to  be  no  excuse  for  this.  The  boat 
leaves  Buffalo  in  the  evening,  and  also  reaches  and  leaves 
Duluth  in  the  evening.  Thus  both  ends  of  the  trip  arc 
spent  at  night,  and  the  passengers  miss  a  daylight  view 
of  one  >>f  the  most  scenic  cities  of  the  country. 

Duluth's  commercial  bodies  should  look  to  it  tint 
this  does  not  happen  another  year. 


NATION  OR  STATE? 

What  is  to  be  tiic  outcome  of  the  dispute  which  now 
engrosses  attention,  over  the  question  of  whether  the 
federal  government  is  to  have  exclusive  control  of  rail- 
road regulation,  or  whether  the  states  are  to  have  charge 
of  the   traffic  that   is  whollj-   within   their  own   borders? 

President  Roosevelt  and  others  believe  that  the  only 
safe  and  certain  method  is  to  have  the  federal  govern- 
ment take  full  charge  of  the  light,  because  the  railroad 
business  is  something  that  all  the  states  are  interested 
in  alike,  and  because  the  utmost  confusion  exists  where 
one  state  is  alert,  a  neighbor  state  is  less  so,  and  a  state 
on  the  other  side  is  doing  practically  nothing  toward 
railroad  control. 

Against  this  plan  arises  the  specter  of  state  rights, 
and  since  the  issue  must  be  fought  out  sooner  or  later, 
and  a  line  definitely  drawn  between  the  functions  of  the 
federal  and  state  governments,  it  is  well  that  it  is  to 
be  decided  on  a  matter  so  important  as  that  of  railroad 
control.  Those  who  oppose  the  idea  of  turning  the  fight 
cntirelj'  over  to  the  federal  government  see  in  it  the  ap- 
proach of  federalism,  the  extinction  of  the  states  as  sov- 
ereign powers,  and  the  amalgamation  of  a  union  of  inde- 
pendent states  into  a  centralized,  perhaps  imperialistic, 
government. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  national  banking  act 
was  attended  by  the  same  dispute,  and  that  its  passage 
was  the  culmination  of  a  struggle  extending  over  seventy- 
live  years  upon  the  right  of  the  federal  government  to 
charter  a  bank.  For  forty  years  it  was  denied,  until 
Chief  Justice  Marshall  settled  its  constitutionality  for 
all  time.  Fvcry  stage  of  the  incorporation  of  national 
banks  was  disputed  in  the  courts,  and  it  was  twenty  years 
before  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  finally 
upheld  the  right  of  congress  to  assume  exclusive  control 
of  bank  circulation,  to  regulate  banking  by  federal  char- 
ter,   and    to    decide    the    manner,   method    and    extent   to

Most  advancement  m  these  great 
corp()rations,  as  well  as  in  smaller  ones,,  is  won  by  hard, 
persevering  and  intelligent  work,  and  goes  to  those  who 
deserve  it  by  showing  an  interest  in  their  work  and  a 
desire  to  get  ahead  in  it. 

The  ca^e  of  Oren  Root,  Jr.,  recently  made  general 
manager  of  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  company  of 
New  York  at  an  age  that  makes  him  the  youngest  street 
railway  manager  in  the  world,  is  in  point.  He  is  a 
nephew  of  Elihn  Root,  secretary  of  state,  and  the  pre- 
mier of  the  president's  cabinet  gave  him  his  start,  but  it 
was  a  humble  start,  and  after  it  the  young  man  shifted 
for  himself,  and  shifted  well. 

After  his  graduation  in  1894  he  turned  his  hand  to 
several  occupations,  including  newspaper  reporting,  and 
made  but  indiflferent  success.  Less  than  ten  years  ago 
he  landed  in  New  York  with  a  nickel  in  his  pocket,  wiiich 
he  paid  out  in  carfare  to  get  to  the  office  o(  Uncle  Klihu, 
who  was  counsel  for  the  Metropolitan  system,  and  who 
recommended  him  to  apply  to  it  for  work.  He  did,  and 
got  a  job  on  the  construction  gang  at  $8  per  week.  Then

the  body  is  flung  from  the  train  whilo 
in  motion,  and  the  reported  death  by 
railroad  casualty  is  actually  a  case 
of  homicide."  President  McCrea  of  the 
Pennsylvania  railroad  reports  that  the 
900  vagrants  arrested  for  trespassing  in 
1906  is  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
total  number  of  vagrants  c|pstantly 
traveling  over  that  railroad.  On  the 
Pore  Marquette  vagrants  steal  rides  to 
a  considerable  exttnt,  and  many  in- 
juries and  some  deaths  result  annual- 
ly. On  the  C.  B.  &  Q.  vagrants  ride 
trains,  stop  trains,  pilfer  and  burn  tiea  | 
and  car  floons.  This  railroad  is 
troubled  by  vagrants,  particularly  on 
the  main  lines  at  certain  times  of  the 
year. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific 
is  more  or  less  troubled,  as  is  also  the 
Iowa  Central.  The  Illinois  Central 
finds  it  hard  to  determine  accurately 
the  number  who  steal  rides,  loiter 
around  stat-ons,  and  tramp  along  the 
tracks.  On  the  Michigan  Central  tramp.s 
open  cars,  steal  rides  and  also  steal 
goods  from  the  cars.  The  Northern 
Pacific  is  more  or  less  troubled.  The 
Wisconsin  Central  reports  less  trouble 
than  formerly,  when  several  years  ago 
during  the  harvest  season  there  were 
migrations  of  tramps.  On  the  Chicago 
&  North-Western  vagrants  are  a  very 
considerable  nuisance.  The  tracks  are 
lined  with  vagrants  who  refuse  to 
leave  the  cars;  they  assault  train  crews 
and  steal  considerable  from  cars  at 
stations.  The  expenses  attendant  up- j 
on  their  arrest  are  considerable.  I 

The    principal    reason    for    the    large 
number  of  vagrants   Is   a   lack   of   co- 
operation   between    the    railroads    and 
the  towns  and  cities  along  the  railroads, 
in  pro.secuting  and  convicting  trespass- 
ing  vagrants.     Railroads   wish      to  put 
the    vagrants    off   at   or   near    stations, 
while  towns  are  generally  unwilling  to 
'  stand    the   expen.se   of   prosecution   and 
!  maintenance  of  vagrants,  who  have  no 
(claim   upon  the   town.     The  Chicago  & 
'  North-Western    has   practically   no   co- 
[ operation  with  town  police  or  other  rall- 
!  road    companies.      The    Chicago,    Rock 
I  Island  &  Pacific  has  co-operation  only 
]  exceptionally.      This    is    also    the    case 
•  with   the  Illinois  Central. 

President  Hill  of  the  Great  Northern 
I  reports  that  with  few  exceptions  the  lo- 
cal communities  do  not  assist  the  rail- 
road companies  in  checking  the  tramp 
nuisance.  In  not  a  few  cases  actual 
encouragement  Is  given  to  those  who 
prey  on  railroad  property.  In  case? 
where  tramps  have  broken  into  cars 
and  were  caught  in  the  act  of  steal- 
ing, the  local  authorities  have  declined 
to  take  action.  They  declare  that  It  is 
not  their  business  to  pix)secute  suits 
for  the  railroad  company,  and  the 
thief  escapes. 

An  effective  remedy  mu^st  begin 
with  co-operation  between  the  rail- 
road and  the  authorities  of  every 
community  through  which  it  passes. 
There  should  be  as  prompt  prosecu- 
tion of  the  offender  against  a  rail- 
road as  against  an  individual.  There 
should  bo  nc  more  suspended  senten- 
ces on  account  of  leaving  town. 
There  should  be  confinement  at  hard 
labor  for  a  fixed  term  for  every 
tramp. 

It  is  now  the  almost  universal  cus- 
tom for  the  officers  before  whom 
vagrants  are  brought  in  petty  cases 
to  order  theni  to  leave  town  within 
twenty-four  hours.  This  rule  merely 
passes  a  man  on  to  the  next  village 
or  town,  which  repeats  the  command. 
When  all  its  neighbors  are  doing  the 
same  thing,  the  community  receives 
exactly  as  much  refuse  as  it  gets  rid 
of.  Most  of  those  ordered  to  move 
on  take  the  railroad,  which  is  made 
the   chief   sufferer   by   this   policy. 

Along  the  Chicago.  Burlington  & 
Quincy  the  town  officers  in  small 
cities     sometimes    even    put    vagrants

on  passing  freight  trains.  On  the  Big 
Four  line  some  town  authorities  warn 
vagrants  not  to  get  off  trains,  but 
to    keep    moving. 

The  cost  to  railroads  of  vagrants 
Injured  or  crippled  varies  very  much. 
The  general  claim  agent  of  the  Chi- 
cago &  North  Western  reports  that 
50  per  cent  of  people  killed  on  rail- 
roads in  this  country  are  trespassers. 
Every  claims  agent  of  any  experi- 
ence will  say  that  generally  the  in- 
juries are  of  a  serious  nature,  and 
result  in  the  injured  persons  becom- 
ing a  charge  either 
Or  on  the  public.  In 
unfortunately,  these 
children. 

On  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pa- 
cific, in  1906,  134  trespassers  were 
killed  and  243  injured.  Most  of  the 
trespassers  were  killed  and  injured 
while  on  tracks.  General  Manager  F. 
B.  Harriman  cf  the  Illinois  Central 
killed  124  persons  and  injured  fifty 
while  they  were  walking  on  the 
tracks  or  loitering.  Along  the  Illi- 
nois Central  county  and  municipal 
authorili?s  almost  invariably  refuse 
to  care  for  the  injured  and  crippled, 
unless  the  same  be  a  resident  of  the 
county  or  municipality.  A  number 
of  suits  have  been  successfully  pros- 
ecuted against  the  Illinois  Central  by 
trespassers,  who  claim  to  have  been 
pushed  or  kicked  off  trains  while 
in  motion. 

The  direct  cost  to  railroads  is  in 
stopping  trains  when  vagrants  are 
injured,  conveying  them  to  the  near- 
est hospital,  where  hospital  expenses 
are  frequently  paid  by  the  railroads, 
because  of  the  unwillingness  of  the 
towns  to  meet  the  bills,  and  burial 
expenses  when  necessary.  The  Chi- 
cago &  North  Western  spends  several 
thousand  dollars  a  year  in  this  man- 
ner. The  Great  Northern  kills  and 
injuries  a  large  number  of  trespassers 
annually.  In  five  years  the  Lake 
Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  has  killed 
593  trespassers  and  injured  1,380.  On 
the  other  hand  the  Wisconsin  Central 
kills  only  ten  or  fifteen  trespassers 
annually,  of  whom  half  are  vJu^rants. 
The  cost  to  society  of  injured  vag- 
rants is  in  the  end  enormous,  because 
'  vagrants  frequently  are  rendered  in- 
!  capable  of  doing  any  further  work, 
and  in  consequence  go  to  tramping 
or  begging,  spending  their  time  be- 
tween the  road,  almshouse  and  jail. 
Every  charitable  society  knows  of 
many  instances  of  persons  perman- 
ently maimed  by  railroads  who,  un- 
til the  end  of  their  lives,  will  be 
largely  dependent  upon  the  public, 
'either  through  individuals  or  insti- 
I  tutions  for  the  support  of  the  indi- 
gent. Few  railroads  maintain  a  sys- 
tem of  railroad  policing.  The  Penn- 
sylvania is  probably  as  well  policed 
!  as  any  American  road,  but  neverthe- 
I  less  is  able  to  arrest  only  a  small 
}  number  of  the  trespassers  that  at 
I  all  times  are  illegally  using  the 
Pennsylvania  tracks.  The  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  has  no  organ- 
ized force.  The  Chicago  &  North 
Westerfi  maintains  special  officers 
and  watchmen  at  the  larger  cities 
and  at  terminals. 

The  Chicago,   Rock  Island   &   Pacific 
has  a  regular  police   force  and   special 


officers  and  watchmen  at  the  larger 
stations.  One  special  agent  does  all 
the  police  work  on  the  road  for  the 
Wisconsin  Central,  On  the  Lake 
Shore  railroad  it  is  found  impossible 
to  even  undertake  to  regulate  tres- 
passing. 

The  railroads  make  varied  sugges- 
tions looking  to  the  reduction  of  tha 
illegal  use  of  railroads  by  vagrant.-. 
General  Manager  F.  O.  Melcher,  of  tha 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  be- 
lieves that  "in  general  the  laws  are 
too  lax  regarding  trespassers."  In  somn 
European  countries  it  is  a  criminal  of- 
fense for  a  person  to  trespass  either 
upon  train  or  track,  and  trackmen  and 
trainmen  are  vested  with  police  power, 
and  it  is  made  their  duly  to  arrest ! 
such  persons  and  turn  them  over  to  the 
i  proper  authorities  for  prosecution.  In 
some  of  our  States  the  statutes  really 
encourage  the  use  of  railroad  tracks  as 
footways.  The  record  of  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  &  Pacific  in  killing  and 
injuring  passengers  is  only  an  average 
of  the  railroads  of  this  country.  "Pres-

After  the  launch  Is  placed  in  com- 
mission, one  of  the  flrst  uses  to  which 
It  will  be  placed  by  the  cu.><toms  officials 
will  bf  to  go  over  the  harbor  while  an 
Official  checks  up  the  various  gasoline 
launches  which  are  run  on  the  waters  of 
the  bay  and  elsewhere.  The  officials  will 
lnspe<:i  every  one  of  these  small  craft  as 
fast  as  possible  and  determine  whether 
or  not  they  are  properly  e<4uipped  with 
lights,    whistles   and   bells.

In  "xVcademy  Notes"  for  May,  pub- 
lished by  the  Buffalo  Fine  Arts 
licademy.  the  exhibits  of  David 
Ericson,  formerly  of  this  city  is 
grlven  prominent  mention,  and  the 
frontispiece  of  the  little  magazine  is 
devoted  to  a  reproduction  of  Mr. 
Ericson's  "Moonbeams,"  a  picture 
known  to  Duluthians,  as  it  was  ex- 
hibited here.  The  review  of  the  pic- 
tures jf  this  artist,  which  were  shown 
at  :h.  April  exhibit  of  the  Albright 
Art  ga!i  ry,  will  be  of  much  interest 
her-.  "A.-ademy  Notes"  says  of  Mr. 
Ericsoa's    work: 

"The  exhibit  by  David  Ericson  com- 
prises only  twenty-four  oil  paintings, 
but  almost  every  work  in  the  collec- 
tion is  interesting  by  reason  of  ar- 
tistic <iu  ility  and  refined  feeling  for 
color.  One  who  sees  this  collection 
•would  know  at  once  that  Mr.  Ericson 
had  been  a  pupil  of  Whistler,  and 
yet  most  of  these  works  possess  dis- 
tinctive Individuality.  They  are  hung 
In    Gallery    XVI. 

"The  center  of  the  west  wall  is  held 
by  the  large  composition,  'The  Nativ- 
ity," representing  the  Christ  Child 
lying  In  a  manger,  the  Virgin  seated 
at  the  left.  Saint  Joseph  standing 
behind  her.  and  the  three  Eastern 
kings  crowding  forward  with  their 
rich  gifts.  The  light  in  the  picture 
Beemn  to  radiate  from  the  Child.  Of 
two  kneeling  flguri'S  of  shepherds  in 
tho  foreground,  the  nearer  is  almost 
"entirely  in  shadow,  representing  an 
effect  almost  silhouette-like.  Above 
the  figures,  one  sees  through  an 
archway  a  passage  of  blue  star-lit 
»ky.  In  composition  and  coloring 
this  work  is  most  admirable.  It 
arrows  upon  one  as  it  is  studied.  It 
is  one  of  the  most  serious  and  dig- 
nified presentations  of  the  subject 
that  has  been  painted  thus  far  by  an 
American  artist.  In  fact.  In  these 
particulars,  and  also  in  its  interpre- 
tive qualities,  it  is  superior  to  many 
pf  the  mis-venerated  pictures  of  Cer- 
tain   of    the   old    masters. 

"A  picture  which  shows  Mr.  Ericson 
at  hi.s  very  best  is  'Early  Morning, 
Kiantic  River' — a  large  composition  of 
decid'-dly  Whistlerian  quality,  not  at  all 
Inferior  to  the  average  work  of  the 
master  himself.  One  looks  across  the 
broad  i-iver  toward  a  shore  bordered 
•U'ith  trt'es,  among  which  .several  houses 

rre  discerned  and  above  which  rises  a 
all,  square  water  tower,  white  against 
a  tender  sky.  At  Intervals  ali>ng  the 
chore  bright  lights  shine  out.  reflections 
from  whioh  come  toward  one  acro.ss  the 
"Water.  A  single  star  Is  visible  in  the 
aky  at  the  right.  The  sky  In  this  pic- 
ture Is  wonderful.  It  appears  to  grow 
lighter  as  one  looks  upon  It.  and  the 
oarkness  which  broods  over  the  land- 


scape in  the  hazy  distance  gradually 
seems  to  dissipate.  In  the  middle  dis- 
tance—half way  across  the  stream—  a 
white  rowboat  is  tied  to  a  stake,  giving 
,  an  accent  exactly  where  an  accent  is 
needed.  One  feels  the  freshness  and 
purity  of  the  atmosphere,  the  coolness 
and  silence  of  the  early  morning.  There 
is  a  gentle  movement  in  the  water, 
which  laps  the  strip  of  shore  in  the 
foreground.  This  is  a  work  which,  in 
refinement  of  feeling,  is  quite  analogous 
in  character  to  some  of  the  pictures 
of  Hermann  Dudley  Murphy,  shown 
last  month.  It  is  a  production  which 
appropriately  and  worthily  might  be 
purchased  for  the  permanent  collection 
of   the  Albright  gallery. 

"From  the  painter's  standpoint,  one 
of  the  most  interesting  of  Mr.  Eric- 
son's  pictures  is  'A  Portrait  in  Yellow 
and  Green,'  presenting  a  tall  young 
woman  standing  and  holding  an  orange 
in  her  right  hand.  She  wears  a  loose, 
flowing  gown  of  green,  with  a  yellow 
.sash  thrown  over  her  shoulder  and  a 
bunch  of  red  roses  In  her  brown  hair. 
This  is  another  picture  in  wliich  fine 
feeling  for  color  is  particularly  mani- 
fest. 

"Another  very  beautiful  work  to 
which  attention  may  be  called,  is  'Bell 
Island,  Night.'  This  Is  a  very  dark  pic- 
ture, of  a  blue  green  coloring,  repre- 
senting an  expanse  of  water  with  a 
yacht  dimly  seen  in  the  middle  ground, 
with  sails  rising  almost  phantom-like 
against  a  ratiier  dark  sky  with  twink- 
ling stars.  At  the  right,  a  brilliant 
beacon  light  makes  a  spot  in  the  night 
and  gives  a  long  broken  reflection 
across  the  water.  'Moonbeams,'  is  an 
idyllic  picture  somewhat  suggestive  of 
Corot.  In  the  foreground  numerous 
nymphs  and  satyrs  are  disporting 
themselves  in  the  moonlight;  at  tha 
right,  several  stately  columns  of  a  tem- 
1  pie  in  ruins  rise  in  the  shadow  of  a 
clump  of  trees,  and,  at  the  extreme 
j  left,  is  an  expanse  of  water,  the  sur- 
I  face  of  which  is  rippled  by  a  gentle 
j  breeze.  The  sky  is  tender  and  lumin- 
ous and  is  sprinkled  with  stars.  The 
moon  Is  not  visible,  but  its  Influence 
pervades  the  scene  and  Its  rays  shim- 
mer across  the  water.  The  shadows  of 
tlie  trees  and  of  the  dancing  figures 
are  the  true  shadows  of  a  moonlit 
night.  The  composition  is  admirably 
balanced,  and  the  picture  not  only  la 
true  to  nature  but  is  suffused  witli 
I>oetic    feeling. 

"There  is  a  moonlight  effect  at  Pouldu 
and  a  moonlit  street  at  Pont  Aven, 
botli  beautiful  in  quality.  A  twilight 
at  Auvers,  No.  1.^,  is  charming  in  sen- 
timent. A  very  subtly  painted  head  of 
a  man.  No.  13,  is  given  the  title  "A 
Philosopher."  and  there  is  a  portrait  of 
a  "Girl  in  Blue,"  which,  in  a  way  re- 
calls some  of  the  earlv  French  "port- 
raits. An  admirable  'Portrait  of  Mrs. 
E.'  is  hung  in  Gallcrj-  XIV,  along  with 
the  Hopklnson  Smith  pictures,  below 
which  is  an  effective  decorative  study.

Mr.  Hjelm,  who  Is  a  farmer  and  tax- 
payer in  the  town  of  Normanna,  this 
county,  has  been  chosen  by  the  tax- 
payers of  that  town  to  start  the  action 
to  test  the  new  law  provid.ng  for  a 
county  superintendent  o1  roads,  an  of- 
ficial and  a  jo-b  tliat  are  very  objection- 
able  to    the   people   of    Normanna. 

It  ia  claimed  that  the  sentiment 
against  the  county  superinenden  of  roads 
idea,  as  provided  by  he  new  law,  is  not 
coiittned  to  the  town  of  Normanna,  but 
that  there  are  a  large  number  of  tho 
communities  in  the  state  wherein  the 
new  law  has  not  been  received  with 
favor  and  where  the  taxpayers  will 
await  with  a  great  deal  of  interest  the 
outcome  of   the   present   test    case. 

Whether  Mr.  Hjelm  wins  or  loses  his 
injunction  suit  the  case  will  be  carried 
to  the  supreme  court  and  the  postpone- 
ment of  the  hearing,  it  is  claimed,  was 
made  to  permit  of  the  attorneys  to  be- 
come fully  pc>sted  ai5  to  the  conditions 
of  the  law  and  maJte  full  preparation  of 
papers  by  reason  of  the  appeal  thai  will 
be  made  to  tlie  supreme  court  to  decide 
the    constitutionality    of    the    law. 

It  is  contended  by  Mr.  Hjelm  that  the 
law  is  unconstitutional  and  that  the 
county  board  cannot  legally  appoint  a 
road  superintendent,  dlscliarge  the  road 
overseers,  and  provide  for  the  compensa- 
tion   of    the    superintendent. 

When  the  case  reaches  the  supreme 
court  the  attorney  general,  it  is  expect- 
ed, will  take  a  hand,  and  the  injunction 
suit  win  then  become  more  of  a  state 
case   than    a  suit  of   a  local  taxpayer. 

In  any  event  it  is  believed  that  other 
county  boards  in  the  state  that  were 
expecting  to  appoint  county  road  super- 
intendents, will  be  slow  to  act  until  they 
are  assured  by  the  supreme  court  as  to 
the    constitutionality    of    the    law.

Former  Washington  Star  Purchases  In- 
dependent Club. 

Chicago,  June  14. — J.  Garland  Stahl, 
former  manager  of  the  Wa.shington 
team  in  the  American  legaue,  has  quit 
professional  baseball,  according  lo  the 
Record-Herald  this  morning.

Galliopolls.    Ohio.   June   14. — Consider- 
able     damage    was     done    last     night 
throughout    the    Great    Kanawha    river 
valley    by    a    cloudburst    at    the    head- 
w.aters.      Timbermen    lost    thousands   of 
dollars   worth   of   property    and    hou.sos 
I  in  .some  localities  were  inundated.

'  rapidly  today. 

Evansville,  Ind..  June  14. — The  river 
here  today  is  rising  rapidly  and  a  stage 
of  forty  feet  or  more  is  expected.  Many 
i  thousands  of  acres  of  farm  lands  ara 
submerged.  Farmers  between  here  and 
Cairio,  111.,  will  be  severe  losers,  their 
corn  crop  being  practically  destroyed 
wherever  planted  in  lowlands. 


The  appeal  case  of  Frank  Erickson 
against  tlie  estate  of  l(Irs.  Mary  Erick- 
son was  submitted  to  the  jury  abou"

Sh.j 
soon  began  to  live  with  Erickson  lu  | 
Mille  Lac  county  as  his  wife,  the  family 
after  residing  in  Virginia,  and  in  Eve- 
leth,  always  passing  themselves  off  ai 
man  and  wife  for  a  period  of  twelV'J 
years. 

The  couple,  during  the  years  of  their 
sojourn  together,  acquired  quite  a  littU 
property,  which  seeraS  to  have  been 
placed  in  the  name  of  Mary  Erickson. 
When  the  latter  died  some  time  ago  it 
developed  that  she  had  never  been  a 
legal,  or  common-law  wife  of  Erick- 
son. 

Erickson  filed  a  claim  against  the 
estate  for  $1,533,  claiming  that  the 
amount  represented  the  vaiue  of  goods 
that  he  had  furnishtf^Mary  Erickson., 
services  rendered  he^and  money  loan- 
ed  her. 

The     heirs    of    Maa-y     Erickson,     her 
children    from    Sweden,    contested    the 
claim  through  the  probate  court  where 
Judge   Middlecoff   refused   to   allow   the  I 
claim  on  the  question  of  law.  the  tes-  1 
timony  showing  that  Erickson  was  not! 
married    to    Mary    Eriek.S'm,    that    the  i 
property,  was  all  in  her  name  and  that  | 
she  had  legal  heirs  in  her  children. 

In  charging  the  jury  this  morning,  j 
Judge  Ensign  remarked  on  the  peculiar 
combination  of  circumstances  shown 
in  the  case  and  a.<?ked  the  jury  to  vie>w 
her  act  in  a  charitable  light,  that  she 
was  a  lone  woman  in  a  strange  land 
and  among  strangers  and  unacquainted 
with  the  customs  of  the  country  when 
she  came  here.  The  court  aLso  said  that 
there  were  probably  reasons  for  the  c<i- 
habitation  of  Frank  and  Mary  EricV:- 
son,  although  none  were  brought  out  at 
the  trial.  He  asJiced  the  jury  to  view 
their  act  in  as  charitabie  light  as  po.^- 
sible.

it  being  considered  lucky  to  keep  the 
flame  from  the  olavie  .'til  the  rest  of 
the  year.  This  clavie  was  lighted  first 
of  all  at  a  fire  of  peat  made  by  youths 
of  the  village  who  were  sons  of  th« 
original  inhabitants.  Every  stranger 
was  rigidly  excluded  from  the  cere- 
mony and  peat   only  could   be   used. 

The  ceremony  takes  place  on  Ne'wr 
Year's  eve,  and  after  the  clavie  has 
been  kindled  one  youth  after  another 
bears  it  in  triumph  around  the  bounds 
of  the  village.  At  certain  houses  and 
street  oorn^■rs  a  halt  is  made  and  a 
brand  is  whipped  out  of  the  burning 
clavie  and  thrown  among  the  crowd, 
who  eagerly  catch  its  embers  and  from 
them  kindle  the  ttres  on  their  hearths. 
Finally  the  remains  of  the  clavie  are 
placed  in  the  center  hollow  of  a  pile 
of  stones,  called  the  "Durie,"  and  the 
remaining  embers  are  distributed  to  the 
villagers  all  of  whom  attend  the  cere- 
mony. 

Another  curious  feature  of  the  ob- 
servance is  that  the  long  nail  which 
fastens  the  staves  of  the  clavie  is  made 
of  iron  by  thf  village  smith,  but  the 
hammer  must  be  a  round  stone.  Such 
import.'ince  is  attached  to  the  ceremony  . 
that  if  tliebearer  should  stumble  dur- 
ing the  perambulation  of  the  village,  it 
is  looked  on  as  a  dire  calamity,  fore- 
telling disaster  to  the  place  and  certain 
death  to  the  bearer  in  the  course  of  the 
next  year. 

There  ?re  quite  a  number  of  cere- 
monial fires  lighted  on  St.  John  the 
Baptist's  eve.  In  Nottinghamshire 
part  of  the  Yule  log  is  kept  till  the  fol- 
lowing ^ear,  to  be  burned  upon  the 
next  Chilstmas  eve.  The  method  is 
first  to  put  a  bit  of  last  year's  log  into 
the  fireplace  and  burn  it,  then  the  fresh 
log  must  be  put  on  the  fire  and  al- 
lowed to  burn  for  a  little  while.  It  is
